CHAPTER ‘THE FIRST. 


/'"I^ H E operations carried on agaiuft Tippoo Sultaun have been 
JL detailed in a former volume, until the arrival of the Britifli 
forces In the neighbourhood of Vellout, a village at which the campaign 
under Major General Medows came to a clofe^i ), and diftant from Fort 
St, George about eighteen miles. Here, after detaching the advance, 
with the exception of Stevenfon’s regiment, to the Eaftward of Poon > 
malc-e,,in order to keep our communication with the Prefidency open, 
the troops refted from the 27th January 1791, until the 5th of 
the enfuing month. During this Ihort interval, the feveral depart-

aatic, with frem equipments and under a digercnt commander. 
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ments were occupied in completing their equipments for a fervicc, 
whici), from the evident disinclination of the enemy to give battle, pro- 
mifed honour to the Britiih troops more from perfeverance and a pa- 
tient endurance of hardlhip, than from any advantages that could be ob- 
tained in the held. 

Throughout the Carnatic military preparations forwarded by all 

o 

defcriptions of people miglit be leen in every direclion. Fourteen 
hundred Bengal volunteer fepoys, foon after their arrival on the co dl, 
received inllrucbions to proceed to camp, and to elcort a reiiiforcemcnt 
for the perk, coafidittg of eleven eighteen pounders, fix iron twelves, 
eight mortars, with an ample proportion of ammunition and a variety 
of other (lores, all under the diredlion of Colonel Patrick Duff of the 
Bengal artillery ; recruits and recovered men belonging to the army, 
were dir ecfed to join their relperflive corps from Madras, Poonamalce, 
iuul other adjacent ftatioas without lofs of time; the fick, all the btafs 
twelve pounders, with whatfoever was judged unneceflary among the 
immenfe quantity of baggage and (fores already colle£fed, were order- 
dcred into Fort St. George; the fervants of that goverumeut, as 
well as of its fevcral dependencies, whether el'* 11 or military, vied with 
each other in forwarding the public fervice; nor was the Nabob of the 
Carnatic altogether defeient in demondration of zeal, although circum- 
ic IT bed by deranged (iaances. Upwards of three hundred troopers, tolera- 
bly accoutred, ( of which number one hundred and twenty tight were 
.muui.tcd ) detached from his own guards, dil'covered Inclinations warm 
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in tlie Britifli i itereft. Thrfe elcplia-its wlfh twenty catr.c’s enhance i 
the value ot this fn pnly. The Nabob’s troopers, however, backward 
in difeipline, were ftill Jefs ferviceabls from the mean quillty and 
wretched cotidition of their horfes. 

/iF'TFE being formed ;nto battalions headed bv Captains Hvndmni 
and Wclih, the Bengal vo]un’'eers were fupplied witli two fix pound.- 
ers to each corn', and ordered. to {Irengthen the. brigades which tiieir 
conntrvmen aheudy cempofed ; .fotne alterations that tended to t!ic im- 
provement of bazars for the native iirfantry, were recommended to the 
commandants of battalions on the coaft eftabllfhrnent (r); the twelve 
p, nnders lent to Fort St. George were replaced by an equal number of 
li.x pounders from that gatrllon; commanding officers of regiments 
were diredltd to complete their arms,. accoutrements, ftorcs and camp 
equipage, to the. extent for which they had means of conveyance; 
pay and allowances for the troops were iflued to the firft of the enfuing 
month, at the exchange of three hundred and fixty-five rupees for Cr 
very hundred pagodas; and, the followers were repeatedly cautioned to 
furnifh themfelves with a fupply of .provifions, fufficient for a con- 
fumption of at leaft twenty. days (2),

the northward, Fort St. George, with all the troops remaining in 
the Carnatic, were giTen in charge to Major General hlulgrave, durltig 
the abfence of Earl Cornwallis and General Medows; and, as the 
Sultaun ftlll continued his ravages on the Southern diifriCts of the Car- 
natic, he certainly aimed at enticing his opponents into their former 
lyftem of purfuit (i). Confeious, from the preparations going forward, 
that he could not at this period procure an advantageous peace, ha 
whhed to divert Earl Cornwallis from his deligns on Myforc; and as 
delay muft have bseu fatal to the caufe of Britain, nearly in the fame 
proportion with failure or defeat, he wifhed to prot:*(3: the war, well 
knowing, that In this event, his purpofes would be '.■ulwered, not lefs- 
from the dlfHc’Jiy of f. b.liling the multitude againft'whom hc had to 
contend, than from iKc eafe with which the experience of former 
times taupbt him to imagine hetould loofcn the bands that united the

aativc branches of the confederacy. Difappointment, however, ap- 
pears to have attended all his cxpeftations from the ihftaut that the 
Governor General perfbnally undertook the charge of the war.

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after his arri/al at Madras, an idea of lus joining the army at Trichi- 
»iopoIy, and of entering the enemy’s country by the Gazzlehatty 
pafs, was dehgncdly circulated. His Lordfliip, however little he fluc- 
tuated in reality, ftrengthened this idea both by converfation and ar- 
rangements. Although occafional circumftances of neceffity dlfcover- 
ed the real defign in fome degree, ftlll, the intention of moving the 
troops from Trichinopoly to the vicinity of Fort St. George, was 
I'jot known by any part of the army, until the orders for marching 
were about to be iffued. It is now evident that the Britlfli General 
at an early period “ determined, inflead of profecuting the plan of a 
“ fouthern invafion, to penetrate by the pafles that lead from the 
“ centre of the Carnatic, and to commence operations with the liege* 
of Ouflbrej .and Bangalore, unlefs Tippoo fliould refolve to hazard 
“ an adhon, and its event Ihould reader it expedient to take other 
“ meafjres” (2}. But on this alternative, which rifked abfolutc ruin, 
wliilid it promifed little hopes of fuccefs, the Sultaun did not think 
proper to veiiturei 

The adv ance having joined the army by break of day on the 5th 
February, the whole was Immediately put in motion (j) in a weflerjy 
diredlion, and proceeding by ealy marches, palled Parumbaucum and 
Pollllore, lituations rendered famous in hiftory by misfortunes, and 
marked as clallical ground from the defeat of Colonel BalUIe, and the

cjther by the. train or (lores, and not at all by the er).emv. A fmall 
party of horfe, however, that watched the motions of the army, con- 
trived to carry off (everal bullocks, a few bandies, and fome f poys 
flraggled from the line. 

Oju^kR-S of march, however minutely dcfc.rihed, fcldom con-nv. 
much ferviceable information, or afford fatlsfaftinn to ^ the generaiity 
of readers. Varying dally with the nature of the country, and 
adapting pofitlons to the probable (Ituation of the enemy, and other 
cafual, circumftances, when the vaft multitude of followers and 
jmmenfe quantity of baggage is taken into confideratlon, there was 
lefs confufion and, lofs than could rcafonably have been expelled (2). 
But as outlines feldom tire, it may be obfervcd^ that the rules praflil- 
cd by the army during the former part of the war were put in force 
on this occafion. The cavalry, with the exception of one rcgi'nfnt 
ordered for the rear guard, flrengthened by a regiment of the Compa- 
ny’s Europeans, and two battalions of fepoys, with t'neir proportion of 
guns, moved in advance ; flanked on the left by the relieving piouots

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vidcd thcmfelves with fuppKes for a campaign of fix months, were to 
be feen without a fingle article of comfort or nourifliment, on their ar- 
rival at Caukilore, the firft ground of encampment. On this occauon 
no rank, no fiation, not even the commander-in-chief, was permitted 
to proceed without lofs. 

During a (hort halt in the Vellore diftrifl, the fick of the army were 
ordered into the fort, and feveral other arrangements took place. A rein- 
forcement of two twenty-four with one eighteen pounder, as alfo a quan- 
tity of grain, was drawn out of that garrifon; to the carriage of five 
daysprovifion for the Europeans, and of ten for the native troops, both 
confented without a murmur (i). The ztJH Coaft battalion, left by 
General Medows in Arnee, joined the army here ; and a battalion of 
Coafi: feapoys, the 23d, ordered tow’ards Araboor, with which much 
baggage ftrayed, confirmed the Sultaun In an opinion which he for 
Ibme time cherifhed, that it was the intention of our General to afeend 
the ghauts, either by llie Padnagdirgum pafs, or through the Barah- 
mahl valley. It was in this perfuafion that he haftened through the en- 
trance at Changama, to oppofe our afeent ; but the diftance between 
that and Muglee rendered all attempts at oppofition abortive. 

From Vellore, the army, turning of a fudden to the right, ftruck 
immediately into the Pollums, and for feveral days continued march- 
ing amongft rocks, jungles, and eminences wliich were formerlv reck- 
oned impenetrable for cannon, and where horfe can never aiSt. After

day’s march there was no diverfity of Iccne; one rugged jungle ter- 
minated the view wherefoever the eve was di e£led ; no vellige of 
cultivation could be traced; fbill nothing that bore relcniblance to 
thofe tremendous ghauts deferibed in fucli lively colours by Major 
Rennel, Dodlor Thomfon, and others, was to be feen. 

On tl'je 15th the whole again proceeded, moving with wonderful 
expedition, conlideiing the weight of the train, and vad; quantity of 
flores that was coiidu6l'’d through thick jungles, interfeded by many 
deep ravines and doughs. The appearance of the country varied but 
little from that on the day before; but fo confined were the roads, that 
the fiifl divifion, after fending the referve lome diflance in front, was 
neceffit. ted to encamp on two pieces or 2 round leparatc from each 
other; the fecond remained ‘mme mil.s in the rear. 

On tlie following day Initn cliviiionr paded Cnnttore, a fort alternate- 
ly ill polleflioii of the contending power; duiiog the former war. In 
drape tnis fort is nearly Iquire, aird conihuelcd with lo little judg- 
ment as to be commanded by many of the adjacent heights.

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From the village of Palmanair, the hiT ground occupied bj our 
army after their afcent, the hills to the Kclth\^ard and Weftward 
foim a grand and pidlurefque view. This place with other village* 
for feveral miles further in advance, is under the fopremacy of the 
iNabob of Arcot, the land being rated in the colledorfoip of Vellore. 
Although the diftrids at the top of the ghauts are rocky and moun- 
tainous, they have in many inftances very liberal gifts from nature. 
1 he whole face of the country, except where it is overgrown with 
thickets and jungles, is interfeded with natural or artificial Ihreams, 
and confequently is friendly to the growth of corn. Great quantities 
of water, too, are conftantly colleded in tanks around the bottoms of 
the hills, fo that large trads of land in high cultivation, are eafi- 
ly inundated at every feafon of the year. Thefe diftrids are peopled 
by Poligars of various dcicriptions, who, notwithftanding their feal- 
ty to the Sovereign of the Carnatic, range in tribes under fepa- 
rate leaders. Their manners arc truly feudal. Rejeding foft and ef- 
fominate amufenrents, their warlike difpofitions are legible in their 
countenances. They pay obedience to no law but the will of their 
immediate ruler. Their difiance from the fuperior Lord, prevents 
attendance at his durbar, and confequently transfers their allegiance 
to the Poligar Cliief, who, living in the midfe of them, is ever ready 
to adjuft internal animofities, or, to avenge foreign infuks. At the 
difplay of his banner danger has taught them the necefllty of pre-

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pardtion for defence} the ibund of the conque proclaims the ap- 
proach of that dangler throughout the diffridt ; and a circular citadel of 
confiderable height that rifes in the centre of each village, and to 
which they invariably flock, is ftrongly chara6leriftick of their habits 
and fears. Here they hoard up grain to provide againfl famine and 
fcarcity} here they depolit their valuable eftedls when they proceed 
againil a diflant foe } here they aflemble for mutual defence v/hen 
attacked by fuperior force ; and, as their country is naturally fertile 
and flrong, thefe rude fortifications would never have been built but 
for the apprehenfion of danger and the frequency of commotiOn. 

It would appear, tliat the terrace of My fore decline ^ towards the 
extremity of the peninfula, as W'ell as towards the eaftern boundary. 
The rivers in general rifing near the fummits of the Maiibar ghauts, 
or on the tops of the loftieft mountains, in their cou; fe wind to the 
fouthward ; and as they all empty themfelves into the fea on the 
Coromandel Coaft, it is evident that the weft..rn ranp-e is confidera- 

O 

bly higher than the other. The plains, too, on the Carnatic fide, 
decline as you approach to the fouthward in a proportion {liII greater 
than the table land ; confequently, the more fouthern the palfes, the 
more the perpendicular height from the bottom to the terrace. 1 1 is on 
this principle, alfo, that the extraordinary fertility of, the difiridfs to 
the fouthward of the Coleroon, and the great capability of improve- 
ment, can be accounted for with mofl probability of corredtnefs. 

The fecrecy that covered the defigns of Earl Cornwallis contri- 
buted in a high degree to the brilliancy of the fuccefs that at- 
tended his arms. So fudden the movement from Vellcut, and fo 
unexpedled the route from Vdlorc, that when the diflance between 

the 



the entrance by Changama and the Muglcy pafa is tahen into confi- 
deration, all podibility of the Sultaun’s colkctuig a farce furiicient to 
oppofe our afeent was done away. Indeed, fach was the ardour 
throug'X)ut every department, that no dilhcuity could cbflrua our 
progrds, cl’p-cially with fo decided a fuperiority of difcipliar. Such 
cxcaions mult ever furmount all difadvantages, and re^p the fruit of 
patient ptrfcveiance in the end. 

Whilst at Palnaanair, provifions for the troops and followers were 
to be purchafedin the utmoll abundance, and at a rate nearly as reafon- 
able as in the P.-llums. Here feveral hundred brinjaries, driving bul- 
locks, affes, and buffaloes, laden with rice and other grain, that 
joined our army, could find no purchafer; they were, however, indu- 
ced to follow the camp, by afiurance of protedion, and a ready fale 
xvheuever the followers expended their fiores, and before any con- 
fumption from the public flock fhould be admitted. Thew con- 
fidence met the merited attention. It was here alfo, that the ele- 
phants from Bengal made their appearance, cfcorted by Lieutenant 
Macdonald and a finall party of troops Irom that efialdifhir.qnt. Sixty 
four of thofe noble animals, all, excepting five, in high order, facili- 
t.ated the enfuing marches. Beyond all deferiptions of cattle, the ele- 
phants are ufeful in the movements of Indian armies. Sagacious, 
powerful, and hardy, they travel for a greater length of time, and car- 
ry a greater weight than any other animalj befides that they feed on 
grain of any kind, or on whatfoever nourilhes horfes or bullocks ; 
branches and leaves of trees ferve them for provender: in Ihort, whilfl 
their ferviccs are more beneficial, their wants are more eafily fatisfied 
than thofe of any other beads of burthen. Thus fupplied, indepen- 
dent 
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dent of v/hat was carried by the brinjarries, the whole ar;rsy was rea- 
dy I o ftart, with provifions fufficisnt for a confuinption of at leaft 
forty-five days. 

Amongst the Polygar chiefs that paid their refpefts and offered 
fervices to Earl Cornwallis whilil in this neic^hbourhood, Chiel Nai .>: 
aind the chief of Punganore were the mofi: confpicuous. Mounted, and 
armed vrith pikes and fpcars, each leader was attended by a gro- 
tefque group of adherents firmly attached to his intereft, but without 
order or dicipline. The want of union amongff thefe tribes, fub- 
jedts each individual branch to every adventurous warrior that chu- 
fes to vifit their diftridl with artillery. Their villages, although 
abundantly protedted by hedges and mud walls againft the depreda- 
tions ofhorfe, arc utterly unprovided againft cannon; confequently, 
they feldom remain in a ftate of vaffalage to one prince for any length 
of time; indeed they frequently acknowledge no fuperior at all. The 
particulars of one amongft them, will, v/ith fomc allowance for occa- 
fional variations, lead towards forming a fiufficient acquaintance with 
the whole. 

About forty years ago the chief of Punganore paid fealty to the 
rajah of Cuddapah. Some time afterwards this rajah yielding to 
Nizam Ally Khan, transferred to his Highnefs the homage he had 
juft acquired. The fubadar of Decan in his turn had to furrender 
the fuperiority of Punganore, and many other valuable diftridls, to 
the Maratta ftates ; and it is not above fix years fince that* turbulent 
people were compelled to abandon the whole of their ufurpations 
near the ghauts, before the all-grafping power of Tippoo Sultaun. 
The adivity and valour of Chiel Naig, the other Polygar chief, not- 
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vvithfl^adin^ a far grsatsr viciiiitude of fortune, renders him even at 
this period rather an ally than a vafTal to the Eaft India Company. 

A-t the top of the ghauts fome alterations were dir^dted, both in 
the arrangement of the march, and encampment. The cavalry, 
after tending a regiment to cover the baggage, proceeded to the 
:leak on which the army was prepared to form, and preferving 
a dhlance of about two thoufand feet, advanced paralici to the 
head of the column. In the event of an attack, this corps formed 
the referve, and on all occafions, from the prefent period, en- 
camped in the rear of the centre (i). All the iron twelve-pounders 
were at the fame time ordered from the park, and attached to Euro- 
pean regiments. 

After mullering the bullocks, and diftributing the elephants, 
except a few that were allotted for the park and head quarters, a- 
mong/l the feveral European corps (2), the army marched towards 
Bangalore on the twenty fourth, at day-break, in three columns. 
The infantry moved in the centre, with the artillery on their right, 
and cavalry on their left, flank. The villages, which were nume- 
rous, and defended as already repeatedly deferibed, were totally a- 
bandoned by their inhabitants ; great quantities of grain and forao-^ 
collected in granaries, or heaped up in Hacks, ftrongly indicated high 


f *0 in the order that is cuftomary, with the 

eiception ot the cavalry and brigade of infantry which is placed under Lieutenant Colonel HyoJ This corn. 
i> to encamp m the re« of centre of the line. & will in future be called the referve. The order of march will be 
only materially altered in refpeU of the corps commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, who after fendii^^v 
giments to lank the baggage & form tlx rear guard, as ufual, and two troops as an advanced guard at the leld 
of the column, will march With the two three pounders from a quarter tUalf a mile’s diknee from, and 
keeping his ftont nearly oppofite to the head of, the Ime, on the dank on which the army is prepark to 
form. Tatrolcs and flanking parties will be detached, according to the nature of the country. ^ 

. '7<'- The elephants and their keepers, being placed under the general controul 

and fuperimendance ot Lieutenant Sandys, the commanding officers of corps are direiled to nfake their repre- 
fouutioos to him, when any occur, refpedling the ftate of the elephants- ^ 
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cultivation, mild management, and confequent happinels ; andexten- 
live tanks in every diredtion afforded an abundant fupply of water. 

Continuing our march next day, the licentious behaviour of 
our followers was the caufe of more vexation to Earl Cornwallis, and 
of concern to every lover of difcipline, than any occurrence of a fi- 
milar nature that offered throughout the vrar. Many of the princi- 
pal inhabitants in this diflrid approached the Commander in Chief 
to take coule at the very inflant their villages blazed to allies. Par- 
ties of horfe were difpatched in every diredlion, tofeize the perpretra- 
tors of fuch wanton mifehiefj but the abafe, once begun, raged with- 
out the poffibility of a check, even for the day. The vaff traft over 
which the followers extended, rendered it impoffible for them to know 
the motives that afluated the firfl culprits i nor were the horfe able 
to communicate the deteflation which thefe ravages occalioned, to 
a proportion of one in the hundred ; fo that many conf.dcrcd the de- 
flirudlion meritorious Thus, a Ifrift General, at the head of an 
army difeiplined equal to any on earth, was neceffitated to witnefs an 
evil, which, although it galled him to the foul (i), he could not 
for a time correct. . Of all curfes impofed bv a wife Providence on 
the human race, this certainly is amongfl the worfl. 

Punishment, the only niagiltrate that can awe an Hindoo, pre- 
vented a repetition of this difgrace ; for, nine of the principal leaders, 
being clearly convidled, they were executed on the following day, 
in the mofl; confpicuous fituation of as many bazars. After a tedious 

{ I ) C. 0. xbth February, ,791.— Lord Cornwallis has too high an opinion of the zeal, honour, and pub- 
lic fpirit of the officers of the army, to doubt for a moment that every individual ainongft them felt the fame 
concern and indignation that he did hiinfelf at the fhocking and difgraceful outrages that were committed on 
the laft march. His Lordlhip now calls, in the molt ferious manner, for the adive affiftance of every officer 
in the army, and particularly tliofe commanding flanking patties, advance and rear guards, to put a flop to this 
feene of horror; wliich, if it (Iiould be fullered to continue, mull defeat all our hopes of fuccefs and blaft the 
Britilh name with infamy, 
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march through a country, rugged and difficult to pal's, from floughs 
and other impediments, the whole encamped on the 2 £th, within a 
Ihort diftance of Molwoggle. This hill is from three to four hun- 
dred feet in height, lleep in afeent, difficult of accefs, and llrength- 
cned with a ftone wall towards the fummit, but without baftions or 
guns. It was at the foot of Molwoggle, that Captain Brooke, of 
St. Helena, pradlifed a ftratagem in a former war, which would do 
credit to the firll military genius of any age. 

About twenty-five years ago. Colonel Wood, then detached with 
a divifion of General Smith’s army, had nearly fallen a facrihee to 
the abilities and fuperior force of Hyder Ally Cawn, when the Cap- 
tain was attraded by the fire to the feene of adion, but with a very 
inconfiderable force. Situated as Colonel Wood then was, any affid- 
ance which this weak party could afford, would evidently prove of 
no material advantage. Confeious of this. Captain Brooke rightly 
judged, that the only chance of rendering effedual fervice was by 
impreffing the enemy with an idea of General Smith’s near approach. 
He therefore beat the grenadier’s march in a fituation where the 
finallnefs of his force was not liable to be difeovered ; and, the ftrata- 
gem fucceeding, Hyder drew off his troops, in the apprehenfion that 
the main force of his enemy was at hand. 

The march of the 27th was along a road perfedly good, through 
a country in a high ftate of cultivation, and abounding with inhabitants. 
It had alfo plenty of forage and water, with fome hills, which al- 
though of no confiderable height, afforded a number of entertaining 
profpedls. - During this day’s march, the inhabitants contiguous to 
the road, in general, had the refolution to continue in their villages ; 
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nor did they fuffer the fmalleft degree of nioleftation. Here the ene- 
my’s herle made their firft appearance fince the departure of our ar- 
my fiom Vellore, in number probably about one hundred, but they 
kept at a veiy refpedtful diflance. 

It was now evident that the Sultaun had relied on the refult of his 
t’areats to deftroy the Carnatic for the fecurity of his Myforean pof- 
fefllons, and that he waited the effedf of his plans for a length of 
time too confiderable to admit of any (erious oppofition to the inva- 
fion, even at this period. However, all that was in his power, al- 
though it might not elTentially avail him, he attempted. To harrafs 
the Britilh army as they advanced, to deftroy as much as poffiblc 
th.ir baggage, to liy wafte the whole face of the country, and to 
burn and carry off all grain and forage, was his firft object. To de- 
prive his antagonift of any communication with the Pollums and 
Polygars of every defeription was naturally his next endeavour. Nor 
was it pofTible entirely to prevent the execution of thefe intentions. 
The vaft difparity in numbers obliged the cavalry of our army to 
move in compadt bodies, although under thenecefllty of keeping a 
conftant eye on the baggage and ftores, whilft thofe of the enemy, 
from the weight of their columns, were enabled to detach parties 
that fcampered in every diredtion, and confequcntly, in a confidera* 
ble degree effedled their defigns. 

Stjli. proceeding on a good road, over a well cultivated country, 
the next ground of encampment was clofe to an opening through 
the Colar Hills(i). This lofty range, together with an extenfive 
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diftrid, takes its name from a town which is fortified after the an- 
cient manner of the Eaft. Colar, {landing at the bottom of the hills, 
towards their centre, on the fouth-eaft face, is of confidcrablc extent, 
and enclofed by a high mud wall with feveral bailions. The main Ilreet 
is wide and regular, the houfcs in general have flat roofs, with pipes 
to throw off water j and chimnies, however rare in Afia, decorate the 
principal dwellings of this town. From the number of walls, wind- 
ings, and other obftacles that ftand in the way, the citadel, although not 
teiiable againfl: cannon, would not be eafily forced by other means. 
Here, a few Polygars who awaited our arrival, furrendered to the 
third battalion of Bengal fepoys : but the killedar, with the garrifon, 
fled previoufly towards Bangalore. About two hundred blankets, 
manufactured in the neighbourhood, together with a quantity of 
gram and fome provifions, were captured in this citadel. 

At a fhort diflance to the weflward of Colar a fmall but neat 
maufoleum covers the remains of Nadim Sahib, the father of Hyder, 
as alfo thofe of his mother. Here likewife lies interred his elder bro- 
ther Ifmael Sahib. Superftition had decorated the feveral tombs 
with balkets of flowers, with feathers, and with trinkets of various 
kinds , It is known too, that the Myforean hero, having finifhed his 
earthly career in the neighbourhood of Vellore, about the middle of 
December 1782, his corpfe was embalmed and conveyed into Myfore 
nearly by the route on which Earl Cornwallis had now advanced, 
and that it remained in this building for feveral months, in order, mofl 
probably, to allow time for finifhing an elegant maulbleum then pre- 
paring for its reception on the ifland of Seringapatam. 


Close 
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Close to this tomb, a garden, furrounded by a h’gh flone wall, 
planted with vines of different deferiptions,. with rows of cyprefs, 
with clumps of orange, lime, guava, and other trees, and abounding 
with rofes and fhrubberries of various kinds, marked the religious ve- 
neration in which the fhrine of Tippoo Sultaun’s anceftors had been 
held. Nor did this repofitory, or its ornaments, fuftain the lead in- 
jury on the prefent occafion, as Gentries polled by dire<ftioa of the 
Commander in chief, guarded whatfoever appeared ik:ned to thofc rc- 
licks. Tanks too, dug at a confiderable cxpeoce, together with a 
large jeel, or natiKal fheet of water, contdybuted to render this iitua- 
tioji at once convenient, romantick and agreeable. 

The mild and ienieut treatment of the natives, who, coBtinuur» 
their refpeftive occupations, remained at their homes, together with 
the fevere punifhmetits already inftidted on fuch of the followers as 
difeovered an inclination to pillage, appeared to have taken the bell 
effed on the inhabitants of the diftri^ls between Colar and Oofeotta. 
On this march villages were to be feen crowded with people ready 
to fupply every want of the troops, but with gates doublv barred 
againft all that were not in arms. Narlipore, an infignihcant fortifica- 
tion near to the firft ground of encampment, alone offered infult. A 
patrolc of horfe under Major Young could not prevail on thefe re- 
fractory villagers to open their gates ; but on the appearance of two 
fepoy companies with a gun, the whole of the inhabitants fled with 
precipitation. From thence to Oofeotta the road was equally' good 
as for feveral preceding days. It had been cut bj the inhabitants 
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with much labour through an uneven fcru(h-wood and thick juuglc. 
Taking advantage of the confined fituation, which prevented our ca- 
valry from covering our flanks on this march, the looties contrived to 
crrrv off two elephants, fome camels, and a number of bullocks. 

Just as the army encamped in the neighbourhood of Oofeotta, 
the 13th Bengal battalion, with its guns, were ordered to take pof- 
feflion of the fort and pettah. On approaching the gate, the 
garrifon refufed admittance. A gun, loaded with blank cartridge, 
and ufed as a petard, had no efftcl : but the firft difeharge of fhot 
/battered the bars, fprung the bolts, and wounding fome people 
within, the reft furrenJered at diferetion. Tliis fort is in figure 
nearly fquare : its walls are chiefly of mud, with a berme and deep dry 
ditch. To the north and from the weft it is proteded by an exten- 
five jeel ; and, in front of the gate, a work of excellent mafonry, built in 
the European manner, is of confiderable ftrength. The fouth face 
however, is completely commanded from a rifing ground, even to the 
very bottom, of the rampart. Oofeotta, in circumference, meafures 
about twelve hundred yards. A quantity of forage, fome grain 
and cattle being fecured, this fort, like Colar, was put in poiTeflion of 
fome friendly Polygars. 

Abandoned by its inhabitants, the pettah was given over to be 
plundered by our followers during a halt on the enfuing day. They 
were however prohibited from injuring a plantation ofcolFee trees, 
apple trees and vines, that was evidently in its infancy : indeed, the 
high Hate of cultivation of the country around promifed and afforded 
A confiderable fupply of grain. The culture of filk, too, appears to 
have been an article of much attention in this vicinity, as fevcral 
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worms, in their various forms, from the egg to the infea enveloped 
in thread, were found in different faflories ; and, as the Sultaun had. 
begun to face the wall of the fort with ftone at a great expence, he 
certainly intended it for a place of fome importance. 

From this period the neamefs of the contending powers to each 
other enabled the Myforeans to rocket the Britifli camp at night; 
and to appear in force through the day. A thick fog that cleared 
away as the fun Rrengthened early on the 4th, difcovered a body of 
horfe, in front, fo near as to induce Earl Cornwallis to order a brigade 
of infantry to fupport our cavalry, who v/ere then a fhort diftance 
in advance, and to cover the train as it pafled a deep Hough. This 
enemy, however, did not think proper to rifk an engagement. Con- 
tent with watching an opportunity to attack the baggage, they fepa- 
rated into feveral divifions, and failed in almoft every attempt. A 
troop of Young’s regiment, detached againft one of thefe parties, re- 
turned with fix horfes, having cut down their riders. Another body 
mounted, and ftill more confiderable, appearing in the afternoon, 
the left wing was ordered under arms, whiHl the Commander in 
Chief, efcorted by ftveral fquadrons, advanced to reconnoitre. His 
Lordfhip foon dlfcovering that this enemy, although in force, had no 
inclination to fight, returned to camp. 

Amongst the many mafterly flrokcs in the military career of 
Earl Cornwallis, his manoeuvres on the 5th of March will ever hold 
a confpicuous place. The whole force of the enemy, now but a 

few miles diftant on the left flank, was ready to feize on any advan- 
tage 
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t^ge that ofTred, either froiTi overfight, or from the natural obUaclcs 
and impediments of the country. Aware of thele circumftaijccs,’at 
break of day the kft wing, which then led, ftrengthened by the fourth 
brigade from the right, was ordered to form on an advantageous 
ground fronting the dirc£lion in which the enemy had been feen the 
day before. The firft and third brigades, proceeding on their march 
in columns of half companies, for a fhort diftance, were ready to fup- 
port this line if neceflary ; whllft the piquets, the ninth brigade, and 
he cavalry, awaited orders to advance with the baceage. Bv this 
})iece of generalfhip, tlie train and ftores continued in perfefl I'ecurity 
for the day ; every drvifion of the army underwent the ufual 
fatigues of an ordinary march, and a front was oppofed to the enemy 
which he duift not venture to attack, but with a diftant cannonade. 
After halting in this pofitlon for upwrards of one hour, it was evident 
that the Sultaun had no inclination to give battle. 

Thick fogs concealed the Mylbreans for fome time after gun fire; 
but clearing up as the day advanced, their whole force was difeovered in 
motion towards Bangalore. Orders for marching were immediately 
iBued iu the Britifh camp, and the two powers moved for fome time 
parallel to each other, lepaiated by a piece of low fwampy ground. 
The line already deferibed, after fronting the enemy for fome time, 
under the immediate direction of the Commander in Chief, followed 
flowly in the rear, and to the left of the baggage. Perceiving our 
difjpofition, the Sultaun inclined to his right, as near as the nature of 
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the ground Would adrtiit, and pufliing forward his cavalry, in order to 
ftrike at our bag^a^ in front, he opened a heavy cannonade about ten 
o’clock, acrofs the fwamp. The diftance, however, was fo confidera- 
ble, that not one fliot was fired in return. Our lofs throughout the 
day amounted only to one man killed and four wounded. 

The firft and third brigades proceeded with the baggage, and un- 
limbcring the twelve- pounders whenever the horfe made their apear- 
ance, they held them in compleat check, and defeated all their de- 
figns. Here a mofl: daring attempt on the life of Earl Cornwallis 
was fruftrated by the vigilance of his guards. Three defperadoes, ri- 
ding at full gallop, mixed with a body of our troops on a riling 
ground, from whence his Lordfhip, with General Medows, and fe- 
vcral flafF officers, viewed the movements of the enemy. Two of 
them forfeited their lives to their temerity; the third was fpared 
through the mercy of the General. Ferocious and unenlightened as the 
Sultaun has been reprefented throughout this work, to charge him 
with a defign fo diabolical as the deliberate intention of murdering his 
antagonifl, would be dangerous to the caufe of truth. The moft rea- 
fonable conclufion is, that he was totally ignorant of that dark, fa- 
vage, and truly villainous attempt, and, that Itarofe, either from an HI 
judged intention to eflabllfh fuperiority in courage amongfl: the indivi- 
duals; or, from an inflantaneous efiedl of ftupefaftion occafioned by the 
free ufe of bang. Towards fun-fet the troops encamped within ran- 
dom fhot of Bangalore (i) after witneffing villages blazing to afhes 
in every diredion, by order of the Myfbrean ruler. 
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On the morning of the 6th the army changed ground, aiid embrac- 
ing the pettah, occupied a portion on Its north-weil: face, in which It 
continued with but little variation daring the fiege. Tov/ards three 
o’clock in the afternoon all the cavalry, iapporttd by Gowdie’s b:!— 
gnde, were ordered oat under Colonel Floyd, in order to cover the 
chief engineer, and other ftaff officers, whilff they recoiuro’tred Ban- 
nalorc from an emi!ience on its north-eafi: face ( 2 ); about inii-way 
let ween this eminence and camp, there was a broad and deep fwamp, 
which the artillery and Infantry had inftrufflons from our leader not 
to crofs. As the cavalry advanced, the enemy’s horfe dlfplaylng 
two flandards, affcmbled on the rcconnoitering ground, feemingly 
Vv ich an intention to difpute the right of poffeffion. Colonel Floyd 
approached it alfo with his fix regiments, in feparatc columns, pre- 
ferring intervals to form in line ; yet the Myforeans, although far in- 
ferior in numbers, did not give way until their opponents approach- 
ed them to within fifty yards. 

JrjsT as this lieight was gained, another body of horfe, about fe- 
veii hundred in number, appeared on a rifing ground in front, dif- 
playing feveral flandards. Swarms of bullocks, witli bandies and 
fomc guns, w'cre alfo feen in that direction., Prtlbrving the fame 
order, the cavalry advanced as before, and the enemy again gave 
way. At this period the baggage of the Sultaun’s army, protected

Colonel Fioya received a very fuvere wouud in the face, fiui.i wM^.h, no»vc\er, i have ttic p.cafarc ij id 'j 
taut he ii now y ic..ovcred.— .fi.r/ tQ ilt C.urt of z jl 
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horlb, on the ilanbs, vrai in figlit. The teinpc.'.Con to ucaca 
was icarcoly to be refilled. Stevenibn’s regiment was direcled to 
pu£h forward on the right, whilfl the other corps proceeded as be- 
fore. All thefe movements were at two thirds fpeed ; fo that the 
principal part of the enemy’s baggage, with a number of guns, were 
pafled immediately, without much cppofition. Panick-flruck at an 
enterprize fo hardy, daring, and unexpected, the P.Iyforeans fled in 
every direclion. Ilorfe and foot relinquiihed their charge fur a ti.ne. 
The nature of the ground, however, now impeding the purfuers, af- 
forded the runaways time for rctlcdion. Volleys of diet from a pa- 
goda crowded Avith people flopped Stevenfon in the middle of his 
victorious career, notwithflanding his endeavours to pofTefs it fword 
in hand. Pvocky heights and deep ravines that flretcheJ along and 
interfeCled the country in every direClion, impeded the other corps ; 
and although the enemy were at firfl unprepared to oppofe fo defpe- 


rate an attempt, yet perceiving that the aflailants were totally unfup- 
ported by infantry, they faced about, and bethought them of refif- 
tance. Collecting their forces, therefore, on the feveral heights, they 
Commenced fuch a difeharge of mufquetry and rockets as rendered it 
apparently judicious in our cavalry to put about. In an inflant the re- 
treat was general. Colonel Floyd, by this time fhot in the head, had 
fallen from his horfe as fuddenly as if flruck with a twenty- four 
pound ball. He was confequently left on the field for a while. Cor- 
potal Murray, with Buchan, a dragoon, obferved the fituation of 
their colonel, and in defiance of danger difmounted, examined the 
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wound, and finding it was not mortal, the former hafteried to report, 
whilfi: the latter remained to protedt his leader on the fpot. 

As the retreat was at full fpeed, although but a ihort time had 
elapfed, the cavalry had galloped not Icfs than a mile when Murray 
overtook his regiment. Captain Child, then in command of the Dra- 
goons, inftantly diredled that a troop under the writer of this narra- 
tive, fhould return to bring off the Colonel. This fervice was effed:- 
ed. The enemy prefled hard in purfuit. Their fire was heavy and 
deflrudive ; but the nature of the country, divided every where by 
deep ruts and interfedions of water courfes, heightened our embar- 
raflment more than the (hot and fwords of our opponents. Jaded 
and worn down with exceflive fatigue, the horfes were incapable of 
clearing ditches which but an hour before they paflsd with fpirit; and 
as the Myioreans mixed with our rear, the fealonable aflifltance deri- 
ved from a determined countenance in the infantry, together with a 
wcll-dircded firs from our cannon, could alone fecure the retreat. In 
fhort, had not Majors Gowdle and Montagu advanced, although in 
dlfobediencc of orders, the greatefl: part of the cavalry would mofl: af- 
furc-dly have been difabled from further lervlce for what remained of 
the campaign. 

In whatever light this hazardous enterprize may be viewed by 
the generality of readers, if a narrator of fads has any right to ad- 
vance opinions fmnded on probable contingencies, it is affirmed, that 
in the event of having been contented with moderate acquifitlon, 
appearances promifed abundance of fuccefs. Not only the princinal 


part 
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part of the Sultaun’s baggage, but many of his guns, carts, elephants, 
and camels, were completely in our pofleffion, without a poflibllity of 
efcape, had the capture of thefe been our foie objedl. It Is affirmed 
alfo, that had not Colonel Floyd been wounded, the cavalry would in 
all human probability have gone round the fort with a lofs not more 
confiderabls than they fuffered through the confufion of a retreat. 
However dangerous in a foldler to adl contrary to orders, if allowable 
in any inftance, the temptation on this occafion will ever be deemed 
the moft difficult of refiftance; nor was the din of officers not on- 


ly recommending but fpurring to adion, the leaft preffing of thefe 
temptations, eipecially as their opinions were known to have confidcra- 
hie Influence amongffi- the officers of the army. But few indeed are 
the inlbnecG in whicn blame has not been attached to misfortune. 
Where things turn out unhappily, mankind in general pietend to dlf- 
cover errors, although the fdf-lame mtafures, under oppolitc ciicum- 
idances, would be flamped with the higheft applaufe; without pauf- 
ing to enquire into the ipilugs of adion, they ever aferibe mibfor- 


tuucs-to want of forefiglit and arrangement, which mofl; probably, 
had their rlfc ia accidmt, tiic negled of others, or fume impiobaide 
co'itingency. Induced by t'ne prcfsnt fdinre to lurvey with a rettol'- 
pedive and more minute eve the condud of this leader at Sattimun- 
gulum, on which occafion credit had been given hl.n Ibr an utfioi of 
judgement with intrepidity ; reafoners affirmed, that the refuk - war- 
laated' that conclufion in neither inftance (3).

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An intention of florming the pettah on the night oF the 5th, Vt’ith 
-the piquets, had been abandoned, under the idea of its being rein- 
forced during the day, a circumftance in which various intelligences 
concurred ; however, to do away any impreffion occafioncd by the 
late difaftrous rencontre, and to fecure a large fupply of forage and 
materials for the fiege, the intention was again renewed, but with a- 
nother body of troops. His Majefty’s 36th regiment, and the 26th 
Bengal battalion of fepoys, with their held pieces, fupported by two 
eighteen and two twelve pounders, were ordered for this fervicr, 
early in the morning of the 7th, under the command of Lieutenant 
Colcnd Cockerell. Lieutenant Colonel Ivloorhoufe took charne of

the heavy guns. The point of attack was a gateway of confiderable 
ilrength on the north face, to which a winding paffage led, that was 


Imocth and even, but narrowed fo much by a thick jungle on either 
band, that the troops, unable to extend their front, had fcarcely 
room to advance by columns of half companies. The firil; barrier 
was foon carried. After a few difeharges of an eighteen pounder the 
troops ru (lied to the bayonet. They fecu red this poh, and puflied 
forward; but winlit the field pieces pla3’cd cn the inner gate, witiiout 
as it Well LariiCaded wdth hones, a brilk fire from a jnud bahi- 


cn, from turrets, and from roofs ofhoufes, made confiderable daughter 
amongh the diuiopeans.

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exertions, confpicuous from the beginning, were now followed up 
without intermiffion, by the intrepid Medows. Enlivened by fuch 
examples, the foldiery drained every nerve. A delay in bringing up 
the heavy cannon, together with fome other untoward circumftances, 
inftead of tending to abandon the enterprize, increafed their eagernefs 
to proceed ; and their officers, alike inured to danger and accullomed 
to victory, were foremoft whether to fcale the ramparts or to pafs 
through openings or apertures. Slender in frame, but raifed up by 
fome fturdy grenadiers, a hole made by fome eighteen pound fhot 
admitted Lieutenant Ayre through the gate, under the immediate eye 
of his General, who with the ftrongeft marks of approbation encou- 
raged the troops to “ fupport the little gentleman” (i). Ladders 
were now applied, and the ramparts were covered with afiailants in 
an inflant. All obftacles furmeunted, the enemy gave way; but the 
nearnefs of the pettah to the garriibn afforded them Ihelter in the 
quarter under its immediate protedtion. During this attack the fort 
kept up an incciTant fire of cannon ; and feveral of tireir fiiot reached 
our encampment, although at a diftauce of nearly two miles. 

Such was the obftinacy of this defence, that Earl Cornwallis di- 
redled the 76th regiment, with the third Bengal battalion, and the 
firfi: battalion of volunteers, to join in the affaultj but the confined 
nature of the paffage would not admit of their affffiance. However,

in the fpace of two hours they enabled Colonel Cockerell to efta- 
blilh polls over two thirds of the pettah, and to capture a vail quan- 
tity of forage, which contributed fo much to our ultimate fuccefs, 
that the Commandant is faid to have forfeited his life for difobedi- 
ence of the Sultaun’s orders, pofitively commmanding, that the 
whole fhould be burnt. Confidence in the ftrength of the place, anJ 
not a treacherous difpofiticn, led to this cataftrophe. 

The pettah of Bangalore is of a circular form, and meafurcs fj!' 
three miles in circumference. All around, except where it is defended 
by the fort, it has a deep dry ditch, the inner fide of whkh is in ge- 
neral faced with flone. Beiides an open communication towards the 
garrLon, there are four entrances to this place, ail defended by 
flrong gates and baftions with embrafures for guns. Of thefe one 
is on the eaft faces two are to the nerthv/ard, and one at the north- 
cve-ft quarter. A thick and almofi; impenetrable jungle of trees, bam- 
boos, thorny bullies, and prickly llirubs, extends along the ditch, 
within w'hich a lofty mud wall, with feveral turrets, ranges. To 
llrengthen the inner works, this jangle, which is upwards of one 
hundred yards in depth, is fecured by redoubts or fietches at each 
of the outer entrances. Many years ago thefe defences, on repeated 
occafions, baffled the whole Maratta force; nor does it appear hazard^ 
ous to affirm, that they are Hill abundantly ftrong againft any na- 
tive power in the call. An idea of their fufficiency, even againft our 
army, prevented the deftrudtion of all grain and forage, which, 
without doubt, conliderably facilitated the fall of Bangalore. 

Here there are many ftreets laid out with much regularity, and 
of great width ; few towns in Hindoftan can boaft of better houfes, 
or of richer inhabitants, if credit can be given to appearances; and al- 
though 
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though the people had removed the principal part of their wealth on 
the advance of the Britilh army, llill, bales of cloth, with immenfe 
quantities of cotton and grain, were ftrewed in every direflion ; in- 
deed the booty dug up by individuals, out of concealments and de- 
ferted houfes, ftrongly indicated eafe, comfort, and happinefs in for- 
mer times. 

Grieved at his misfortunes, the Suliaun inftantly meditated a 
plan for retaking the pettah. Early in the afternoon, he, as a feint, 
drew out his army to the north-eafl of the fort, and advanced to- 
wards the Britith camp with all the appearance of an intention to give 
battle, whilft his realdefign was to {trengthen his troops, not yet dif- 
lodgcd by Colonel Cockerell, with fix thoufand chofen men. Farl 
Cornwallis, fufpedting the true motives from appearances, immedi- 
ately diredted the 76th regiment, which had been recalled to camp 
in courfe of the day, to return to Colonel Coc kerell. His Lordfhip 
flruck his encampment, and wheeling to the right, he formed his 
Imc with its front to the enemy, and watched their approach. A low 
marfhy ground now feparated the two armies, acrofs which the Sul- 


taun contented himfelf in this quarter for the day, with a diflant can- 
nonade. Widely different was the flruggle to deprive us of our late 
acquifitions. 

As if confident of fuccefs, the Myforean reinforcement advanced 
cn the 36th and 76th regiments, but they were received at the point 
of the bayonet. With the fepoys allb, they came to a clofc engage- 
me.nt. The ftruggle was obfiinate and bloody. As if fired at being 
driven from their homes by flrangers, they jielded to fuperior dif- 
cip.hne With much unwillin^mefs. Mortified that their foes fhculd 
triumph around their altars and zenanas, they fou-ht with uncom-

Bui ai- 
tlnoagh this was their finl; trial in arms, they behaved with a fi.r.iiiners 
that would iiamp credit on the mod veteran troops ( l). The hlyfore- 
ans, after lofing from three to four hundred men, no longer able to 
cojiLend wnh fueh luccefsfal opponents, abandoned their intentions, 
and returiKd to their encampment. 

bRo v< this period to the 12th, notlii.ig of importance occurred,. 
Woiking parties were employed in cutting down bamboos, in col- 
ledling mateiuls for batteries, and in ereblmg redoubts and fetches 
in front of the encampment, on a condrudtion more to prevent 
alarms, than for the fecurity of the troops (2), A ten gun battery, 
intended to take off the defences, but not to breach, now open- 
ed-, but without any material advantage- for fome day's. A two gun

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battery for enfilading, with another for firing en ricochet, were in 
readinefs about the fame time. A confiderable diftance in front, but 
fomevvhat to the weftward of thefe, another battery for nine guns, 
conftruaed by Captain Kyd of the Bengal engineers, was begun ; 
and loon afterwards a mortar battery was laid out in that part of the 
pettah ditch which was neareft to the fort. This opened on the 
1 5th with excellent cfFed, and an inceflant fire from the other on the 
following day promifed a pradticable breach, at an early period, in the 
firft curtain to the caftvvard of the Delhi gate. From the opening of 
the batteries until now the contingencies were neither Important nor 
numerous. 

A Tally attempted on an advanced poft, in which was ftationed a 
company of the y 6th regiment, with two of the 28th battalion of 
Bengal fepoys, was repulfed with lofs. The enemy’s horfe occaficn- 
ally made their appearance in parties through the day, and rockers 
were thrown into our camp at night ; forage, notwithftanding the 
fcrpply found in the pettah, could not be procured at any price ; the 
bullocks of the public departments died dally In hundreds, whilll: the 
cattle for flaughter were reduced to me.’'e carrion ; our gallant handful 
of cavalry, unequal to oppofe the myriads by which they were fur- 
rounded, were neceflltated to forage within plftol (hot of their pickets ; 
and befides other neceffitits at this period of the fiege, ttv'-o of our 
guns, a twenty-four and an eighteen pounder, were completely difa- 
bled. 


Either 
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Either the movements of the enemy, or fecret intelligence, or 
perhaps both, induced Earl Cornwallis, on the i6th, to dired fome 
alterations in the order of encampment. The cavalry changed 
ground with the fecond brigade, and the fifth and fixth brigades with 
part of the fourth, occupying a new pofition, fronted outwards in the 
diredbion formerly obferved by the referve. By this alteration the 
horfe were thrown into a hollow that covered them from the enemy’s 
view. A fudden and brifk cannonade on the morning of the i 7th 
difeovered the propriety of the late arrangements. This fire was 
principally diredled towards the ground lately occupied by the 
cavalry; confequently, the lofs fell principally on the corps encamped 
In that pofition. 

As large bodies of horfe, encircling our encampment like a rain« 
bow, horered on the eminences all around, it is reafonable to con- 
jedfurc, that the Sultaun intended to ftrike at the baggage and (lores, 
in the event of any confufion; but on the return of Earl Cornwallis 
from the pettah, where his Lordfhlp had been to examine the effedt 
of his batteries. Colonel Stuart, with the principal part of the firfl 
and third brigades, was ordered to advance againfl the right flank of 
the enemy. On this movement the Sultaun judged it prudent to 
retire; and the fort, at the fame inflant, ceafed a difeharge of cannon, 
w^hich, as if by concert, it opened with the fire in the field. The only 
return to the cannonade from the northward was from one eighteen and 
one twelve pounder, ferved with excellent aim by Captain Carlifle of 

the 
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the Madras cftabliflirticnt. A four-gun battery. Intended to deftroy 
the defences at the gateway, was conftrudled on this night. 

So juft was the aim of our artillery, that on the i8th, notwith- 
ftanding the ftrength of the wall, the breach was confidered pradtica- 
ble by fcveral qualified to judge from the experience of many 
years fervice. However, during the night, another parallel, upon 
which the enemy opened an inceflant and heavy fire of mufquetry, 
was laid out and compleated within two hundred yards of the fort, 
;and its proportion of guns were placed in the battery lately ercdled. 
A difeharge of rockets was kept up on our encampment without in- 
termifficn. 

Early on the 19th the four-gun battery opened; this, together 
with thofe already mentioned, kept up a conftant cannonade on the 
breach and neighbouring towers, that of the enemy being much 
flackened; they, however, fired tharply with mufquets from the co- 
vert way and outworks. Againft thefea battery for two fix-pound- 
ers was conftrudfed, that compleated for four, was enlarged fo as to 
admit fix guns; and on the left of the advanced parallel a mortar bat- 
tery was finithed before day-light. From camp the 36th regiment, 
and a battalion of fepoys, were fent out under Major Skelly, to fur- 
prhze a body of the enemy reported at a fiiort diftance. Twelve on- 
ly v/ere found from the intelligence, all of whom were put to death, 
with the exception of one man, who efcaped by flight 

The fire of the 20th widened the breach, and rendered it -much 
more eafy of accefs, by the deftrudion of its defences, whic'i not- 
withftanding the cannonade, were ftill numerous and refpedlable. At 

duik 
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dufk a firong working party of the 7 2d regiment was ordered to 
open a fap from the advanced fix*gun battery to the creft of the 
glacis. This work, (b very dole to the enemy, could not be carried 
on unperceived, even from the ramparts; but as large bodies ot the 
befieged were out flockading the breach, a galling fire was received 
juft as the party began to work, and as it did not ceafe until under 
complete cover, the cafaalties of this night were very numerous. 

Early on the 21ft, the Sultaun, with his whole force, was in 
motion; part of his troops advanced, with an intention of opening a 
battery in order to enfilade the pettah, from high grounds on the eaft 
fide of the fort, dole to the cyprefs garden; others dragged feveral heavy 
guns to the bank of a tank in which a number of well mafked cm- 
brafjres had been cut, whilft his main force was drawn up on the 
neighbouring heights, to protect thefe operations. A thick fog con- 
cealed the Myforeans from the Britifti general till towards eight In 
the morning; but as foon as It cleared away, the drums beat to arms, 
the encampment was inftantly ftruck, and the right wing moving to- 
wards the enemy by columns. Intimidated them for the prefent from 
their defigns. 

As a ftorm was now reckoned pradicable by all, the fire of thi» 
day was levelled chiefly againft the defences about the point of attack, 
and the guns and towers which looked in that diredion. A fmall 
baftion, clofe to the Delhi gate, together with one of a much larger 
fize, which bore on the breach, and flanked the fliattered curtain to 
the eaftward, were battered to pieces. Anxious under thefe cir- 


cum- 
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cumftanccs, the Sukaun in the evening again drew out his troops, 
and as in the morning conducted feveral heavy guns to the bank 
already deferibed, evidently with intention to cannonade the pettak. 
The critical ftage at which affairs had now arrived, required that 
bold and energetic determination which totally abftradted from Icale 
and compafs reafoning, is only to be found with great minds. 

As night approached, preparations were made for the ftorm, with 

the diredion of which Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell was entrufted. 
A ferjeant and twelve, fupported by Lieutenants Duncan and Evans, 
with thirty chofen men, compofed the forlorn hope. The grenadiers 
of the 36th, 5 2d, 7111, yzd, 74th, 76th, and fourth Madras regi- 
ment, with the light infantry of the corps juft mentioned, in all 
fourteen companies, followed as in this detail. Clofe to thefe the 
36th, 72nd, and 76th advanced according to feniority of regiments, and 
in the rear of the Europeans two Bengal battalions, the 7th and 26th, 
were polled in the laft parallel, with inftrudions to fcour to the right 
and left fo foon as the ftorm fhould commence. Pioneers carrying 
fcaling ladders were judicioufly inter fperfed with the troops ; the ap- 
pearance of General Medows amidft the ranks, added vigour to difcl- 
pline and valour; and, although Colonel Maxwell iffued his inftruftions 
to the whole, the flankers were confidered under the immediate di- 
rcdlion of Major Skelly. 

Whilst the troops deftined for the aflault, advanced to their 
feveral ftations, with awful ftillncfs, the garrifon both in the fort 
and outworks, as if wearied with inceffant exertion, were equally 
lull; a bright moon, at times obfeured by a palling cloud, fhonc 

againft 
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agaiufl the battered precipices over whiclt the afiailants had to pafs; 
from the heavens there came not a breath of wind ; nothing difturbed 
thought ; and, this gallant corps, after beftowing in refle£lion a foldler- 
]y and affedlonatc tribute on their fair friends, bade adieu to all word- 
ly concerns, and rivetted their minds to death or vidory. 

At the hour of eleven a fignal lor advancing paffed along the 
ranks in perfed filence. A caufeway upwards of one hundred yards 
in length which would not admit of eight men abreafr, was the only- 
road that led from the trenches to the point of attack. To render 
the breach inacceffible, the befieged had cut a wide and deep trench 
acrofs this caufeway, leaving a wall about two feet thick entire on 
the right hand. As there was no draw-bridge it was by this wall 
that the garrifon communicated with the covert way, and were ena- 
bled to fallys but, although fo narrow as to be pafled by Indian files 
only, it ferved alfo to convey our troops over the ditch, which 
was nowhere fordable in this quarter. To the left the faufie- 
bray, about twenty feet in height, and but little damaged, as it was 
covered by the glacis, was efcaladed in an infiant; but the principal 
part of the troop's, in defiance of all obflrudiions, advanced firaight 
forward, and furmounted every obftacle. At fome places they clam- 
bered over mounds, walls, bulwarks, and hindrances of various kinds, 
that had been fhattered by the cannonade. At others, where the for- 
tifications were more entire, they afeended or defeended by the 
help of ladders. As the afiailants approached the baftioii and cur- 
tain that had been breached, the refiftance, which till then had fallen 
far fhort of expedlation, began to increafe. Awakened from a fatal 
fecurity into which the garrifon had been lulled, by the multiplicity of 

dif-

lirength oi the place and the number of its dcfeniers-, chep now be- 
thought of precautions, which, if feafonably applied, would ia nil 
probability, have rendered fuccefs doubtful. The alarm once given 
circulated like wild-fixe,. Multitudes crowded tunraltuouQ) to the 
point of attack. In an mftant, blue lights and hre bails thrown in 
every direction rendered all objedls around, the fort clear, as at noon, 
da}''^ a blaze of mufquetry, which added flrength to this magni~ 
ficent illumination> furnifhed it alfo with abundance of vidlims ; a ee- 
neral difcharge of rockets contributed to the aweful grandeur of an 
exhibition in itfelf truly tremendous ; and one univerfal roar of can- 
non all over the fort and , pattah . at once ftruek the fpsdlator with 
confternation and horror. 

Whilst the forlorn hope mounted the breach, the leading com- 
panies kept a conftant fire on the parapet; as thefe afeended, other, 
divifions fcoured the ramparts to, the right and left. The afiailants, 
although broken in advance, pujlied ou with irrefiflible preiTure. 
Inflances of individuals at fingle combat were to, be feen in different, 
djreclions; courage was equal on both fides, but fuperiority in difei-. 
pline and bodily flrength fecured to the Britifli troops a firm footin" 
on the ramp.irts. In fhort, before one hour had elapEd, the grena- 
diers march beating all over the works announced to their- friends- 
without, complete poffeffion of the place.. Of the garrilbn, however, 
there were many who fought with a degree of valour that bordered, 
ondefperation; but the want of tim.ely concert amongfl them ren- 
dered all attempts at oppofition abortive. 


Although^, 
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Although the flruggle wasoflhort duration at the breach, il 
was repeatedly renewed as the columns proceeded to take pofleffion 
of the works. At feveral of the baftions, the defenders, encouraged 
by, fupplies of frefh troops, in vain endeavoured to retrieve their lofsj 
and the afl'ailants, having previoufly divided their force, rufhed for- 
ward to the right and left, until they met at the oppofite entrance, 
which is called the Myfore gate. 

Whilst the grenadiers advanced along the ramparts on the 
right, the light infantry prefled forwards to the left 3 the 36th 
regiment defeended into the body of (he fort; the yzd and 76th 
regiments, fupporting the feveral divifions, fecured all above the 
breach; and the two fepoy battalions, fcouring the glacis and covert 
way, bayoneted whomfoever offered oppofition in the outworks. 
Taking advantage of the circulation of terror by contagion. Lieute- 
nant John Plumer, of the 13 th battalion of Bengal fepoys, fallied 
■W'ith two companies of that corps from the pettah ; and, driving off 
their guards, he took pofTeflion of fomc guns which the enemy intended 
to open on our batteries, from the bank of a tank' already deferibed. 
In this florm, General Medovvs, obferving a number of fepoys, chief- 
ly of the 7th battalion, amongft the Europeans at the top of the 
breach, he immediately direded that they fhoald return to their fta- 
tions in the outworks. 

As women and children crowded along with the affrighted 
garrifon through the gate the carnage there was truly fhocking. 
The height of the furrounding walls, the length of the arches, and 
the noife of the mufquetry, which had not as yet fublided, notwith- 
VoL. II. G Handing 
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ftanding the humanity of Britith troops, for a time prevented all dlf- 
tindtion of age or lex. About two thoufand chofen troops that haf- 
tened to tlrengthen the garrifon, prcffcd to get in at the Alyfore gate; 
but, from the rapidity of the aflailants, this reinforcement, which was 
too late in arrival, contributed only to increafe the confudon and 
flaughter. On the whole, upwards of fourteen hundred lives were 
loft in this momentous event ; an event, which firnaly fixed the war 
lathe heart of the enemy’s dominions, as it put Britain in poffethon 
of probably the ftrongeft and moft important fortrefs in- Myfore. 

Although to particularize any individual in military operations, 
where the merits of all are moft willingly acknowledged, muft ever 
prove a talk highly invidious, yet the condudl of Colonel Giels dur- 
ing this liege, but more efpecially on the :tift of March, 1791, 
cannot be pafled over in lilence. A heavy fire kept up throughout 
the day was by his dire<ftion increafed and wholly pointed at the 
breach for a full hour previous to the attack ; and as the aflailants 
advanced, the cannonade which intimidated the enemy from remaining 
in that quarter, was continued with blank cartridges, thus furjiithing 
the forlorn hope an opportunity of approaching the walE unobferved. 

1 he expectation of a ftorm on the preceding night cot)tributed alio 
to the lethargick ftate of the garrifon. A reinforcement of feven 
hundred chofen horfe-nien, difmounted, gave additional ftrength to 
Bangalore late in the evening of the 20th. Thefe, with the reft of 
the defendants, continued a conftant difeharge of mufquetry until 
daylight, but the fatigue which they had undergone rendered them 
unable to watch on the enfuing night, and accounts in fome meafurc 

for 
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for their being fo little prepared when the attack aSually took 
place (i). 

Bangalo'XE, the capital of a province bearing that name, in 
jfhape approaches an egg, although by the model it appears to have 
been originally defigned for an exadt oval. It is fomewhat more 
than a mile in circumference. The rampart, which is lofty, ftrong, 
and of good mafonry, has a parapet five feet in height, and of the 
fame thicknefs. Befides twenty-fix circular bafiions, mounting three 
guns apiece, and at the difiance of fixty-feven yards from one ano- 
ther, it has five cavaliers, which whilll: they overlook the whole 
work, are calculated for that number of guns each. Exclufivc of 
thefe, there are other bafiions of a fmaller fize over either gateway. 
All round the bottom of the rampart a regular and fubflantial faufle- 
bray is credled. The ditch is wide and deep, but at the feafon of 
the year in which the fiege was undertaken, it contained but very

— Lord 
Cornwallis 14 fo well acquainted with the ardour that pervades the whole army, tliat he would have been 
happy .f it had been praCtKable to have allowed every corps to have participated in the glory of the enterprize 
laft night, but It muft be obvious to all, that m foriii.ng a difpofuion for the aiVault, a certain portion of the 
t'oops could only be einjiloyed. The conduct ot all the regiments which happened in their tour to be on 
duty that evening, did credit in every refpeif to ilieir Ipint and difcipline, but His Lordlhip defires to oiCr 
the tiioute of his particular and warmeft piaifes to the European grenadiers and light infantry of tire 
armv, and to the 36ih legment, who led the attack, and on that occafion furiiilhed a confpicuous proof that 
difciplined valour in foldiers, when direded b> a zeal and capacity in officers, is irrefillible. The adivity 
and good conduct of Lieuionaiit tjoionel Maxvieil, 111 the command of the pettah, for leveral days previous to 
the aflault of the fort, was m every refped highly cominendaole, but His LordUiip defires that he will ac- 
cc 't his paiticolar thanks for the judicious arrangements which he made for the alTaiilt, winch was committed 
to nis dilpnfal, and for the gallantly which he difplavcd in the execution of them. — He likewife returns his 
warmeft .icknowledgcments to Maj n Skelly, who undertook tlie command of the corps who commenced the 
attack or the bicach, and wlio by animating them by i is ow'n example, contributed effentialiy to our impor- 
tant fuccefs.— Licuten.rnt Colonel Stuart may be allured that Lord Cornwallis will ever retain a grateful 
remembrance of the valuable and ftea.iy lupport which that officer adords him, by his military experience 
and conftant exertion to promote the public Icrvicc; and although his Lotdfhip is unwilling to offend Genera! 
Medows’s delicacy by at'empting to exprefs his full fenfeofthc able and fitendly afTiftancc which hcuiu- 
formlv experiences from him, he cannot avoid declaring, that it has nude an iaiprdilon upon hii nn.ii that 
san never be effaeed. 
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little water. On the fouth-weft face there were rocks in it, which 
muil: have confidcrably facilitated an attack, had a breach been made 
in the oppofitc curtain j but this appears not to hare cfcapcd ob- 
fervation, as the glacis in that quarter covers the works miuh bet- 
ter than in any other. Here there is alfo a ravelin, which is without 
any fault; but the oppohte berme extends fo far beyond the work as 
to admit of a lodgment fhould an enemv get over the ditch ; ano- 
ther ravelin ftrengthens the caft face. There arc alfo luncts at proper 
diftanccs from each other all around the creft of the glacis. In front 
®f the- MjfoiC gate there is a work of confiderable flrcngth, with a 
large tank on its fouth face. The Delhi gate, with fomc little dif- 
tance on each fide, embraced in a kind of crefeent by the pettah, is 
defended by feven ftrong walls ; and caufeways, whi'.h as there are no 
drawbridges to the fort, terminate the ditch at either entrance, are 
the only pafiages that lead into the body of the work. Belides all 
thefe obflacles, the glacis, except that part diredlly oppoiltc the pet- 
tah, was bounded by a clofe and thick prickly hedge. 1 he impolTi- 
bility of procuring forage to maintain even the cattle for {laugh- 
ter, heightened the dlftrefs of the befiegers (i). But above all 
other difadvantages, that o<^a powerful army ftill in readinefs for 
motion, keeping our infantry buckled up in their accoutrements, and 
the cavalry at the heads of their horfes, was the caufc of much in- 
convenience to the troops, as it gave rife to frequent alarms, con-

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ftantly dcflroying their refi, and confcqaently occahoning difeafe, 
and heightening the bad effedt of every ficknefs and diibrder (2). 

Wheriveu gallantry is recorded, Bahauder PChan, Killedar of 
Bangalore, will ho’d a confpicuous place amongft the heroes of our 
times. True to his trail:, he refigned it ’with life, after receiving al- 
moft as many wounds as were indidled on CaTar in the capitol. In 
death his manly countenance wore a mild yet commanding afped. 
His appearance, refpedable from an old age of temperate living, was 
rendered venerable by a beard of coniidcrable length, every hair of 
which vied with filver in whitenefs; and his corpfc, fair as any Eu- 
ropean, covered with wounds, all received from before, and clofe to 
the point of attack, clearly declared that this refolute Mogul, befides 
a firm attachment to his Prince, poiTeiTcd the genuine fpirit of a fol- 
dier. Ifis remains were offered to the Sultaun for interment, but 
refufed with many acknowledgments of the attention: they were 
therefore decently interred according to the Mahommedan rites. 
Itisfaid that the Sultaun, in anfwer to Lord Cornwallis’s foldier- 
like offer, replied, that the Khan could be buried nowhere with 
greater propriety than in the neighbourhood of the place at the 
defence of which he had fallen. Muffclmans of the firft rank in 
our army attended his funeral with every mark of refpedl and atten- 
tion. At the lofs of this faithful fervant, and the feverity of the blow 
he had recieved, the Sultaun wept; but his reafonable grief was 
fucceeded by unreafonabL and unmanly vengeance, which he wreak- 
ed on his unfortunate prifoners.

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Out of about one hundred and twenty pieces of cannon captured 
at Bangalore, eighty-five of which were fit for Immediate ufc, fcveral 
were caft under the aufpices of Hyder; fome were Spanifh, fome 
French, and a few bore the Englifh ftamp. For this train there was 
ammunition fufficlent for at lead a twelve month’s fiegc found in 
four magazines; of thefe, two which arc under ground, are fubftan- 
tially built with the beft materials, and may be confidcred bomb proof. 
In the pettah there was an cxtenfive gunpowder manufadlory. Store- 
houfes, fouuderies, with public buildings of various delcriptions, ap- 
peared in confiderable forwardnefs at Bangalore, and a machine copied 
from a French Encyclopaedia, produced different famples of carabints, 
but very unequal in the bore. 

Here, a palace begun by Hyder, and at this time completely 
finhhed, is, if we except fome public buildings at Agra and Delhi, the 
moft airy and elegant of any in the Faft. In form it is an oblong 
fquare, with a terrace of eighty-four paces by thirty- two to the prin- 
cipal face. About the centre of the palace, this terrace for a fpacc 
of eight paces projecfls beyond the building on cither fide. Here 
the artift has exerted his utmoft fklll with fuccefs. The roof, fup- 
ported by two rows of wooden pillars, that communicate v/ith each 
other by a fcolloped arch, is painted with exquifite tafte; the pillars, 

which have eight equal fides, arc about twenty feet in height; the 
field throughout is nearly of a purple colour; and the whole is deco- 
rated with a variety of flowers neatly executed in gold Laf. Befidcs 
thefe ornaments, feveral galleries and projedlions magnificent in 
themfclves, but too difficult of defeription, give an air of grandeur 


to 
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to this palace that is feldom to be met with in any country. In one 
of thefe, to which four flights of flairs lead, there is a place with 
a canopy over it, for the Sultaun to fit on when giving audience. 
This rich throne is lacquered within all around; it is ornamented 
with gildings of various colours ; and the magnificence of its appear- 
ance is heightened by a beautiful fountain in front. The fides of the 
palace that tun eafl and wefl are half the depth of thofe in the 
oppofite directions; the workmanfhip is nearly the fame throughout 
the; whole, but the painting occafionally varies. Rich carpets co- 
vered the floors, fupeib, hangings decorated the walls, and ivory inlaid 
in figures of various fhapes might be feen in every quarter. On 
the frame of a door, in a wretched hovel adjoining this palace, the 
names of Gowdie and many other Britifh officers were carved. Here 
thefe gentlemen had been clofely confined in malTy irons, cruelly 
infulted, and otherwife illtreated during the former war. 

The only entrance into this palace is on the eafl face ; neat and 
commodious zenanas run all around the other fides ; but if we except 
what has been already deferibed, the buildings within this fort arc 
defpicable in the extreme. One univerfal confufion throughout the 
flore, ammunition, and provifion departments, clearly difeovered 
that the eflabliffiment for Bangalore, however well fupplied, was, 
from a deficiency of arrangement, flill in an infant Rate. In front 
of the palace, a large fpace, enclofed with a high wall, ferved for a 
grand parade. In this wall there are four gates ; one leads to the 
palace, another to the arfenaland foundery, and another towards each 
of the entrances to the fort. 

To determine the precile period at which Bangalore became a mi- 
litary 
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litary ftation, would be greatly hazardous ; but to affirm that it was a 
refpeftable fortrcfs upwards of forty years ago, and that it has been 
ftrcngthcncd piecemeal lincc, is fafc from various concurrent cir- 
cumftanccf. In the year 1655 it was reduced by Adil Shaw King 
ofBeejapoor; but before the clofe of that century, it was furren- 
dered to the arms of Aurungzebe. From that conqueror it was 

obtained in purchafc by the then Rajah of Mylbre. In 173® 
befieged by a large body of Marattas, without fuccefs ; but from ano- 
ther attack which was made about fifteen years afterwards, under Go- 
paul Row, its fafety was purchafed with a large bribe (1). Towards 
the Myfore gate part of the original works has undergone no altera- 
tion ; all around, however, except in that quarter, it has been impro- 
ved by feveral additions, which has fo thickened the wall, that a 
breach through it can never be effcfled with artillery. The eaft face 
is the moft regular, as to the width of the berme, or the height and 
breadth of the parapet; but, although of confiderable ftrength, nei- 
ther is fo complete on the oppofite fide. 

To the priiicip I aftors in this afi'ault fell the lead in the province 
of humanity. Attention to the wmunded captives fucceeded the fury 
of the florm. Both the fort and pettah, with a garrilon confifting of 
one European regiment, four native corps, a fmall party of artillery, 
and a confiderable number of lafears and pioneers, were given in 
charge to Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell; but when it became neceflary

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to examine the heavy guns, to repair the damaged carriages, to pro- 
vide platforms, and to make every preparation for the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam, this charge was transfered to Colonel Patrick Duff, 

On the fall of Bangalore the enemy decamped, and proceeded to 
the weftward with the utmoft precipitation. Struck with extreme 
panick at fo fudden a reverfe of fortune, had circumftances admitted 
of purfuit, the principal part of the Sultaun’s guns and flores muft, 
in all probability, have been taken; bat, when it is conhdcrcd, that 
the Britifh forces had nearly exhaufted their flock of grain; that their 
ammunition for the heavy guns had been almofl expended ; that cat- 
tle of every defeription, from a want of forage, died in hundreds at 
their pickets ; and that all communication with fupolies was cut off, 
unlcfs forced by a movement of the whole army, the fuccefs of our 
atchlevements, which could not have taken place at a more favourable 
period, exceeded the mofl fanguine hopes, and pointed to the pro- 
priety of not endangering the lofs of what we had already in polTeflion. 

The climate of Bangalore is extremely temperate and( falubrious. 
Situated, nearly. In the center of the penlnfula, and abounding with 
rePrvo’.rs of water, tlie Inr.ds benefit by the monfeons of either confl, 
without being deluged by the weight of their fall; the foil is fruitful, 
and produces the nccefiaries of life in great plenty ; cabbages, lettuce, 
and other European culinary wares, planted by Biitilh officers, throve 
in the gardens all around without any extraordinary attention; and cy- 
prefs, plantain, guava, with trees and fhrubberies of various deicrip- 
tlons, rifing in clumps in all diredlions, afforded abundance of 
(bade. 
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CHJPTER THE SECOND. 

f fl ^HE redufllon of Bangalore, whilft it afforded the Britlffi force 
a firm effabllffiment, and fixed the war on a folid foundation, 
in the heart of Tippoo Sultaun’s dominions, was at the fame time 
attended with the very befl; confequences to the fcveral operations of 
our allies. The capture of fo important a fortrefs, dllheartening the 
Myforeans wherefoever befieged, operated to the advantage of the 
confederates in all diredions. Darwar, Capool, with feveral inferior 
forts that had till now perfiffed in a refolute defence, as if flruck 
with the fuperior prowefs and taftical Iklll of their antagonifts, for 
the firff: time bethought of furrender (i); Polligars of all defcrip- 

(l) The ftrong fortrefles of Darwar and Capool, had long been inrrefted hj the Marattaj and the Niiam, 
and with fo little profpeO of fuccefs, that it had been more than once under the confideration of the Courts of 
Poonah and Hjdrabad, whether they fliould not convert thofe fieges into blockades, to fet their armies at 
liberty for more aflive operations j but the news of the fall of Bangalore, which feemed to have been uncxpedled 
by the garrlfuns of thofe places, fo effedlually intimidated them, that although in no fliape reduced to ex rtmity, or 
even diilrefs, they agreed to furrender.— Earl Cornwallis to the Court of Ditedloti, 7 th September, J73i.

tions transferring their allegiance to tiie fuperior power, In order to 
teftify attachment at an early period, flocked with provifions to the 
Eritifli camp ; and the enemy, confcious of inferiority from the be- 
ginning, flill continued to evince a determined refblutlon not to try 
his fortune in battle, unlefs accident furnlflaed him with fome un- 
forefeen advantage. Yet, notwithftandlng thefe and many other fa- 
vorable clrcumftances, grounds that rendered tlie adjuflmcnt of dif- 
putes highly advileable were not wanting- 

Amongst thefe, the (late of politics in Europe, flrongly prtfled 
to bring the war with Tippoo Sultaun to a fpeedy conclufion. Every 
information, about this period, confirmed an opinion, that a rupture 
with Spain, in which France mnfl; have neceffarily been Included, 
could not be avoided without much lofs of national reputation. In 
this event, fituatcd as the Britilh forces then were, our fcttlements 
in the eaft would be expofed, not only to the chance of invafion from 
the French Iflands in the Indian feas, but, Pondicherry, a ftrong for- 
trefs, garrlfcned with a confiderablebody of regulartroops, muft, from 
its fituatlon, have threatened die worfl; of confequences. To accom- 
modate difterences with the Myforean Prince without lofs of time, 
was therefore an objef): of tlie utmoft importance ; -but as none o£ 
his overtures had been addrelTed to the confederates jointly, although 
told all along that fuch only would gain attention, wliether to briinr 

O 

about an advantageous peace, or to effed a total fubverfion of empire^ 
a movement towards his capital became abfolutely neceiTary. 


Whilst 
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Whilst the lofs of Bangalore vvas frefli in his memory, the dc- 
teflation which his haughty and imperious demeanour had occafioned 
amongfl: the neighbouring powers, mull have preffed hard upon the 
Sultaun’s mind. He could not be ignorant, that a combination in 
which all ranks and clafles united, muft have arifen from a convic- 
tion that his conducl had been confidered in a light fingularly enor- 
mous. He clearly perceived, that the Native Princes, the Britifh 
Governor General, the managers for other European powers, their 
adherents, dependants and fubjedls of every defcription, were under 
the influence of one impreffion ; that, in order to humble his pride, 
ties of interefl, connexion, and religion, gave away amongfl; indivi- 
duals in various inftances ; nay, that all for a time fled comfort. 
He faw the examples of the feveral chiefs, Ipread like wildfire to the 
^extremities of their dominions; In Ihort, he had the mofl: ample 
proof of the hatred towards him being univerfal amongfl: the neigh- 
bouring nations, and, fo firmly rooted, that the feveral leaders however 
guided by prudence, found it difficult to reftrain their fubjeds. 

Under thele embarraffments it was natural to fuppofe, that a 
inovemeat towards his capital would Induce the Suliaun, to avert the 
threatening florm by proportionate conceffions, efpeclally, as he mufl 
have known, that this capital was unequal to a defence againfl a 
force which had already captured a fortrefs of much greater flrength, 
and, after being rendered flill more formidable by the co-operation of 
powerful arm.Ies and reinforcements, now in readinefs to join. But, 
the haughty Myforean, bearing up againfl all thefe difadvantages. 


w'as 
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was not as jet fuificiently humbled to become a fupplicant or 
fvutor. 

After, burying the dead and providing hofpltals for the lick and 
wounded, Bangalore, with a garrifon confifting of his Majefly’s y6th 
regiment, the i 4th Bengal battalion, the 2d battalion of Volunteers, 
the 2ift Coaft battalion, with the exception of one Company, then 
under command of Lieutenant Munro, and two Companies of Ben- 
gal artillery, was, as already mentioned, given in charge to Colonel 
Patrick Duff, whllfb the principal force continued its operations in tiie 
field. Amongft other advantages, the operations at Bangalore had 
encouraged a confiderable body of hotfe detached from the army of 
his Highnefs Nizam Ally Cawn, to advance towards the Britlfh 
troops. At once to favor a junftlon with this reinforcement, and to 
benefit by a confiderable fupply of men, money, and provifions then 
in readinefs at Araboor, the army fet out in a diredion firfl to the 
liOrthward, but foon afterwards changing towards the eaft. 

The very firfl movement on this fervice, afforded a frefh proof of 
the Sultaun’s inferiority in the field. As our army proceeded to- 
wards the Intended ground of encampment, on the 28th March, a- 
battalion of fepoys fent in advance, in order to fecure forage, dlf- 
covered the enemy at a very fhort diflance. Conceiving this to be 
our advance-guard he immediately took the alarm,, and, as ufual on 
cur approach, his nagger beat the fignal for departure. In an Inflant 
his whole force was in motion. His rear was purfued and cannonad- 
ed by our treops in front j but, the reduced ftate of our cattle,, the ce- 
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iKrity with which he moved, and ids dexterity in covering a retreat 
with lirge bodies of horle, which our cavalry were not adequate to 
oppofe, protecled his infantry and fecured his guns, excepting one 
hrafs nine pounder, of which the carriage had given way. Here a 
quantity of ammunition, with a fmall but valuable fupply of bullocks 
for flaughter, was alfo captured. That neither Commander had 
been acquainted with the movement of his antagonill; on this occa- 
fion, until nearly in fight of each other, was evident throughout the 
march, which, from the very great fatigue, was the caufe of a 
halt on the enfuing day. At this period, it was mofl: probably the 
intention of Tlppoo Sultaun, to throw his army in a fituation, which 
by intimidating the detachment of Nizam Ally, would induce its 

leader to fall back. | 

CoNTixuiNG our route to the northward, Deonelly, famous 
from having given birth to Hyder Ally Cawn in the year 1728, 
was our next ground of encampment. On the flrength and decora- 
tion of this fmall fort, the Sultaun appeared to fpare neither pains 
nor expence; European workmen thickened the walls all around with 
hewn flone, and materials of the very befi: kind ; baflions and cava- 
liers defended each angle ; a magazine conflruacd with judgement 
was finifhed in a fuperior ftlle; and a gateway, of which the foun- 
dation only had been laid, promiftd to render the place refpeaable. 

As a very large Pettah, Purrounded by a mud w^all, had been built 
at a fhort diftance, it is probable, that in order to procure an ef- 
planade, the dcftruaion of the old one was intended. Still, as

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Dconelly is commanded by leveral adjacei;t grounds, It will never 
be able to hold out againft a regular force. Here a fealonable fup- 
ply of forage induced the general to halt for a dav. 

Chinabalaeobam was on the ift of April (i) found in a ftate 
of repair, nearly fimilar to Deonelly ; but being nowhere com- 
manded, the fituation is preferable in a military point of view. 
It is furrounded with a good fauflebraye, a deep ditch, a covertway, 
and a glacis; which as it is railed much higher than thofe hltherta 
ften in Myfore, the wail is under better cover from breaching. Four 
angular bafllons and cavaliers w'ere entirely fnifhtd, but the reft of 
the woihs were very Incomplete. This fort was pnt in pcfttirion of 
fome friendly PoUlgars; the enemy, however, having fuddeitly tur- 
ned about, retook it by efcalade, and put the whole of the party ta 
the fword. 

Proceeding from thence to the eaftw'ard by eafy marches, after 
repeated contradidory accounts of their movements, a junction wl^b 
the Nizam’s detachment was effedlcd on the i 3th at Cottapilly (2). 
This reinforcement, which conhfted of about fifteen thoufand fight- 
ing men, all on horfeback, fet order and dlfcipllnr at defiance. It 
was commanded by Tedgewunt Sing, a Hindoo, nowlle dignified 
in appearance ; without refpeclablUty amongft his countrymen; with- 
out experience in w^arfare ; and, of principles at the beft doubtful..

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Arineduith fuords, fpears, pikes, matchloks, bows and arrows, 
with implements of d;.ll;ru£l;ion from every nation, their very appear- 
ance forbade the expectation of benefit or regularity. Each was prepar- 
ed to fight, according as his fancy or judgement dictated. One clad the 
right arm up to the elbow in fleel; another with both expofed had for 
defence a maffy breaft-plate ; fome truffed their fafety to fliields and 
bucklers; otlicrs were covered over with complete coats of mail; 
fome wore regular helmets of folid metal ; many had cafques with 
trappings, to fecure the neck and fhoulders : befides thefe, there 
ere feveral who without aught for defence, were armed with load- 
ed rockets. Each moved as if himfelf had been foie commander. 
In fhort, fcampering in every direction, they appeared like mounte- 
banks tilting their weapons In the air, as at a jufi: or tournament, 
and not like a regular force, feeking redrefs of wrongs. From a 
people of this defcriptlon, and under fuch a leader, but little could 
in reafon, be expeded. Yet, there were a few, who, on the principle 
which I'ometimes gives the day to an uidkilful gladiator, forbode ad- 
vantage ev’en from their irregularities. But, as In every Inftance they 
proved inferior to the enemy, their affiftance fell milerably fhort of 
the rrioft moderate hopes. Of this motley groupe, about two 
thoufand were attached to the referve, and put under the immediate 
ulreflion of Brigade Major Dalks, to whom, without any advantage 
whatfoever, they proved the fource of much trouble and vexation. 
Lieutenant Stewart, of the Bengal eftablifh merit, affiftant to Sir 
John Kennaway, accompanied this detachment of Nizam Ally. 

After 
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After a falute of feventeen guns, and a compliment from the 
line under arms to the Nizam’s general, the whole proceeded to 
Venkitaghery, and were there (i) joined by Lieutenant Colonel 
Oldham, having under his command about four hundred and fifty 
Bengal cavalry, feven hundred European infantry, and nearly four 
thoufand fepoys. With this reinforcement there was a large fjpply 
of provifions, which had been principally collefted by Captfin 
Alexander Read ; an officer, whofe indefatigable exertions have been 
pointedly acknowledged by his lupeiiors on repeated occafions. But 
from the villainy of the native drivers, or fome otlier caufe, to a fee r- 
tain which, a court of enquiry allembled, upwards of thirteen hun- 
dred bullocks, laden with grain, were captured by looties whilfi: on 
their way to join. Colonel Martin, of Bengal, a gentleman ad.anctd 
in years, high in refpeatabillty and fortune, ferved as volunteer with 
Earl Cornwallis from this period ; Lieutenant Colonel Rofs, of the 
Madras engineers, Meflrs. Hoare and Rlngfcot, with fome others of 
lefs note, here alfo joined the army. 

Strengthened with men, money and provifions, the Bririffi 
force dlreded its route towards Bangalore, on the 2 2d of the month 
This movement was produdlve of little worthy to be recorded. 
Small detachments from the enemy’s horfe, hovered on our Iklrts 
whether encamped or in motion ; but they did no milchlef befides 
cutting down a few native camp-colourmen. On all occafions they

fludioufly 
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fluclloLriy (i^fplciyed their contempt of our Hyderabad allies. 
Throughout this country, villages depopulated, gardens unprotec- 
ted by fences, houfes burnt down to the ground, whole fields of un- 
ripe corn torn away by the roots, trees not only robbed of their fruit, 
but Tripped of their very branches, nay, th.e whole creation piteouf- 
ly bemoaning the defolations of war, engraved the ruinous feene on 
the contemplative mind, and Tamped the remembrance of its hor- 
rid eiitiTs in the moT laTIng charaTers. But not to dwell on this 
dreary profpedl, after a march of feven days from Venkitaghery, 
and an ablence of juT one month from our late valuable acquibtions, 
the whole arrived on the 28th, in the neighbourhood of Banga- 
lore (2). 

At this Tage of the war, however, in order to give a juT idea of 
the calamitous Tate to which the aTaIrs of Tippoo Sultaun had been 
reduced, and of the fnocks that threatened to burT his empire afunder. 
It will be ntceTary to caT a retrofpedlive eye towards the operations 
carried on by the other branches of the confederacy, before the de- 
fcrlptlon of any movement agaiiiT Seringapatam is attempted. In 
the profecution of this defign, the arrangement which appears 
beT adapted for elucidation, is, to trace the military operations, juT 
as they were carried on by the feveral powers in alliance, according

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to thfi natural pofition of their refpeflive dominions. Quitting there- 
fore the exertions of Earl Cornwallis, agreeably to the plan propof- 
ed, the part which His Highnefs Nizam Ally Cawn took in the 
w'ar, comes next under confideratlon. 

Far from a certainty of exa£litude, with refpecl to the number 
of fighting men, that affembled on the plains of Hyderabad, towards 
the latter end of May 1790, even conjcflurc mufl be deemed 
dangerous. The defire of revenging the many Infults offered to their 
Prince, and of recovering their ancient pofieflions, was fo firong 
amongft the fubjefls of Nizam Ally, as that the \thck face of tiie 
country was covered with men in arms, with elephants, camels, horfes 
and military equipments of every description. This unwieldy mafs, 
moving in a foutherly direflion, after croffing the Kifina, reached 
Rachore, and pitched their encampment in that neighboui hood, for 
a term of at leafi; fix weeks. From titence proceeding fiiil towards 
the fouth, pofieffion was taken of Vanoo, with various ether bariier 
ftations, which offered little or no refiftance. 

After laying wafie the whole country, and being ftrengthened 
according to agreement (1), by two battalions of Madras fepovs, 
under Major Montgomery of that efiablifhment, with about fixty

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European aitiuery-men, under Captain Tutr, the grand army of 
Kizam Ally fat down before Ca pool, on the aSthof Oolocer, 1790. 
This 1 ligh rock, although fcarcely acceflible from nature, is fut' 
rounded at the fummit with a Prong wail, within which, feveral 
barracks and magazines are conPrufted. A lofty cavalier, which 
Pands in the centre of this enclofure, overlooks the other w’orks, 
and commands all around ; in every other part where the Pcepnefs 
will admit ot it, batteries and other dePnces are ereiPed ; and the 
lower walls, which are built with hard blue Pone and chunam, have 
baPions and out works, with a deep ditch. The Pettah was fcon 
taken poPePion of, and in lefs than fix days, the fiege was turned' 
into a blockade. One battery of fix twenty-four-pouaders, opened 
on the north face of the fort, and immediately after, another which 
had four guns of the fame calibre, played on the oppofite fide. 
Several PtirmlPilng parties, and failles, too tedious to detail, wete 
conPantly oppofed with fuccefs by Monfieur Remon, an enterprizing 
P'ronchman, in the employ of the Subah ; the cannonade altliough 
it had not cPeiPed a complete breach, appeared to have made con- 
frderable ImprePion upon the wall ; but fuch had been tire unfervice-- 
able Pate of the guns, that in one w'eek, all were completely difa- 
bLd, by their own fire alone. The probability of this dangerous 
event, although pointed out at an early period (2), had not been at- 
tended

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tended to by M.^iomed Jung, an unexneiicnced MuELlrnan, who 
then held the fupreme command. From various concurrent ttirnno- 
nies, this man’s obllinacy, which could only be equalled by his igno- 
rance, prev'ented all polnbiuty of convincing Lim that Lis oj inioirs 
were erroneous. Under thefe circumirances, it became neceffiry to 
draw a fupply of cannon from Rachore and Panguh at the latter of 
which ftations. His Higlinefs had determined to await the return of 
his army. 

From the dlfficukles attendant on a frelli equipment, it was the 
rniddle of January before the new guns were ready to open ; but as 
the battery on which they were chiefly planted, was erefled within 
three hundred yards of the fort on the wcflern face, a bieach of 
tweiity-feveii feet in width, was cff-ifhcd ; ftill a fleep rock of con- 
fiderable height rendered all accefs to the wmll in this quarter ex- 
tremely difficult. The cannonade was incefliant, until a flag hung 
out in the beginning of April, difeovered a difpofition to furrendcr 
( i). On the i8th, the place was given up by treaty, and about a 
w^eek afterwards, the example was followed by Bahauder Bunder, a 
ftrong rock, at the diflance of about three miles. In thefe forts

lead the reader to believe, that confiderable expeaations had been founded on the cxeitions of our Hyderabad 

allies at tlic beginning; however, as no requifition for troops, beyond the two battalions already mentioned, 

appears 
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near three thoufaiid fighting men furrendered to the army of Hi:i 
Higlinefs, and upwards of fifty pieces of cannon, with a confider- 
able quantity of provifions fell to the captors. 

Leaving Rachore to the left, this force moved on the ifi; of Afav, 
1791, towards Cuddapah. When they had advanced as far as Canool, 
after a halt of one week In tliat neighbourhood, news which con- 
firmed the furrender of Gunjecotta to Plattez Jee, an officer of 
merit and enterprize, was brought in from different dlrecllons. The 
main force now proceeded towards their late acquifitions, and forni' 
ing a junction with the fuccefsful divifion at Gunjecotta towards 
the end of June, the whole halted for the fpace of one month. Pro- 
ceeding again to the fouthward, and leaving Cuddapah, winch had 
now been given up, on the left, after a march of fix weeks, Gur- 
rumconda was befieged on the 15th of September. 

Here, as on a former occafion at Capool, the guns foon became 
unferviceable. How'ever, - this deficiency was remedied by a fupply 
of two eighteen-pounders, under Lieutenant RuflcI, of the Madras 


appears to have been made from that court, k is rcafonable to fuppofe, that Nizam Ally had determined at an early 
period not to attempt any hazardous enterprize, but Cuiucnting hiinfelf with retaking thole diltnC^s which had 
been lately wiefted out of his poireflion by Tippoo Sultaun and hL ihther, to await the rei'ult of our operations, as 
obferved at the clofe of the liift volume. A letter from the Adjutant Cener.U to Colonel Cockerel, runs thus* 
** In anfw’cr to the part of your letter, that ftates the djfcretional power granted by Earl Cornwallis to join the forces 
** of hisHighntfi the Nizam, in cafe they had croITed the Kiftna into the northern countries of the M)fore 
chief, und .’r the peflibility that his Highnefa had placed a reliance on being fupporud with a part or the whole of 
“ the detachment under your command, I am direfted to fignify as follows hem the Commander in Chief : That 
<< as Earl Cornwallis authorized you to halt the detachment eventually, and communicate with Colonel Kelly, com- 
** tnanding the troops in the centre diviiion, and with Captain Kennaway, the puoiic Minuter at the Nizam’s

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eftabUfnment, which had been employed in the reduRiou of Nimoy- 
droog ; thefe, together with two twenty-fix pounder?, and large 
quantities of ammunition fent by order of Earl Cornwallis from 
Bangalore, arriving in charge of Lieutenant Macgregor of Bengal, 
with a detachment of fepoys, gave additional vigor to the oper'tions 
againfl: Gurrumconda. 

Towards the beginning of November, the batteries opened a- 
frefli; and on the 6th of that month, a prafticable breach vvns 
effedted. About nine o’clock at night, tlie befiegcrs advanced to 
the If orm ; twelve Europeans under Mr. Nixon, a conductor of 
{lores, compoied the forlorn hope ; thefe, fjpported by all the artillery, 
grenadiers, and fix companies of fepoys under the diredlion of Cap- 
tain Andrew Read, got pofTeiTion of the lower fort, but not with- 
out much refiftance and lofs of blood. Two Killedars, with about 
three hundred of the defendants are faid to have fallen in the breach. 
Of the Madras troops upwards of thirty were killed and wounded ; 
amongfl the latter. Lieutenant Hall of that eflablifhment was num- 
bered. At this place a number of fepoys of the Company’s fervice, 
together with feveral liircarras in the employ of Earl Cornwallis, 
and Sir John Kennaway, were leleafed ; all of them had been de- 
tained in heavy irons. 

Although the befiegers had thus become mailers of the works 
around the bottom of the hill, the upper fort ftill continued in 
pofleffion of the enemy. Strong by nature, this fort was now 

{Irengthened 
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frrengtiiened by all who faved their lives In the ftorm of the Jcv/er 
wall ; it was acceflible only by cne confined paflage, which had 
been defended by nine gates of the befl: conilrudtion ; and was not, 
tlicrefore, to be taken without much lofs of rime. The profecution 
of the fiege was confequently given in charge to Haffez Jee, with 
about five thoufand fighting men, of which number nine 
hundred were mounted ; but the principal force, which had now 
been joined by about tw’enty-five thoufand fighting men, under the 
Prince Seconder Jaw, attended by Meet Allum, and Sir John 
Kennaway, moved towards the Padnagdirgum pafs, in order to 
ffrengrhen a convoy then on its way to the grand army, with 
1 /ieutenaat Colonel Floyd. 

As this force proceeded, information received on the 2 2d 
left no room to doubt, that Gurrurnconda had been retaken 
about the 20th of the month. Led by Hyder Sahib, one of the Sul- 
taun’s Illegitimate fons, about ten thoufand fighting men, chiefly on 
liorfeback, advanced to attack Hafiez Jee. In order to fave fome 
Vakeels that imprudently refided without the works, and to do 
away the difadvantage of fighting between tw'O fires, this refolutc 
warrior determined to advance on the enemy, at the head of his horfe. 
Of his firfl onfet nothing could withfland the fhock ; but overcomi^ 
by fuperlorlty of numbers, be fell under a multitude of blows, and 
with him the greatefl part of his detachment were cut to pieces. 
Under the young Prince of Canool, fupported by Rajah Joute Sing, 
the combat, however unequal, w'as for a time fiercely maintained ; but, 

overpowered 
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overpowered by a multitude, after the Rajah had been fevercly wound- 
ed, the Prince yielded to his untoward fate and reluflantly gave 
way. He, however, managed his retreat with fuch dexterity, that lie 
proteded his w’ounded friend, and got poffeffion of Muddawier, a fmall 
fort W'hich he maintained until he found an opportunity of joining 
Secunder Jaw, on the 24th of the month. Such as preferred a 
chance of prote£lion from within to the fortunes of the field, communi- 
cated a fatal panick to the whole of the defendants. The enemy 
prefling in cloie purfuir, entered the w'orks along w ith the fugi- 
tives; the garriibn of the upper fort fallied at the fiime inihant ; 
and, as the attack thickened from all fides, the route was general 
and compleat. At the head of the infantry, whilfl: attempting to 
encourage them, the Rajah Paparow, and his brother were amongft 
the firft that fell ; in ihort, but few efcapcd this bloody maflacre, 
and thefe owe their exiftence to dexterity in feigning the appearance 
of death. Here a confiderable quantity of trealure, with a large 
fupply of provifion and ftores fell to the captors. 

Contented for the prefent with thisinftance of fortune’s favour, 
Hyder Sahib returned towards his father, and having taken the fa- 
mily of Cummer ul Been out of the upper fort, he left a reinforce- 
ment of men and provifibns in Gurrumconda. But this flrono- hold 
was doomed to be the fcite of further contention. On Chriflmas day, 
about the hour of ten, the Madras detachment flill under Captain 
Read, fupportedby Secunder Jaw, again attacked the Myforean 
garrifon and foon became mafters of the lower fort, without thelofs 
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t)f one man ; indeed, it is laid, there were none wounded. The 
enem}^ however, fufTered a little, although their retreat into the 
upper fort was very precipitate ; they were- piirlued with much in- 
trepidity to the very gates. During the attack, and for leveral days 
after, there was a con/lant difeharge or cannon from the top of the 
hill ; and feveral of thofe that fouglit under the unfortunate HafFez 
Jee, quitting their lurking places amidf!: the jungles, prefented fpec- 
tacles miferable to behold, ail of them being deprived of lome limb 
or other. 

The army of Nizam Ally Cawn advancing to the fouthward, 
left the lower fort of Gurrumconda, with a force much fupetior to 
chat which had been lately cut off, in charge of Afled Ally, and took 
a final departure about the middle of January i 792. As the Brltifh 
forces were at that time employed in the reduiflion of feveral Droogs 
that rife amongfl: the jungles, between Bangalore and Seringapatam, 
it was recemmended to the Prince by Earl Cornwallis, to advance 
but flowly with his army, as it would be impoflible for fo large a force 
to approach within feveral miles of the ground upon which the Bri- 
lifh troops were obliged to encamp ; therefore, after halting for fome 
days in the neighbourhood of Bangalore, the Hyderabad forces pro- 
ceeded by eafy marches, and formed a junSIon with the grand army 
towards the latter end of the month- 

A DEGREE of caution that may be faid to have bordered on fear, 
marked all efforts made by a confiderable force from the Marratta 
ftates, which was employed in the diffridls between the Klffna and

The leader of this armament, conlcious of inferiority, and conceiv- 
ing that the Britlfla nation might, from want of fuccefs or lome other 
canfe, be forced into a kparate accommodation, dreaded offending the 
Sulcaun beyond the probabiiity of reconciliation. However nume- 
rous, the eaftern Marratta divilion, trufling for protection more to the 
powers in alliance than to their own irrength, they contented them- 
I'elves with taking poffcflion of Gudgenagur, and feme other barrier 
ftations, at the time their Hyderabad allies laid fiege to Capool, Gunje- 
cetta, Cuddapa and Gurrumconda ; but they refolved not to attempt 
any hazardous enterprize, unleE fupported by another branch of tire 
confederacy ; indeed it is well kncun that by themfelves they effected 
nothing worthy of notice. The operations of the Marrattas who af- 
fembled under Purferam Bhow, were widely different; but as the 
infults to which this Prince had been fubjected, rouftd him to power- 
ful exertions., not lefs than the perfonal injuries he had fuldained, it 
will be neceflary to detail his exploits at greater length. 

Early in the month of September i790> after being joined by 
two battalions of Bombay fepoys, under Captain Little, agreeable to 
flipulation, about twenty ihoufand fighting men, headed by the Bhow 
in perfon, proceeded to beflege Darwar. As this force advanced, 
leveral Inferior ftations furrendered, without oppofitioa ; but a ftrong 
party that was pofted in advance, in order to cover the fort, was not 
dlflodged without confiderabls lofs. In this aftion, which took 
place on the 31ft Oflober, four fepoy grenadier companies, and 
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the eight Boinbjy b.itt.ilions, under Ceptaiu M.'.cdonalJ, commen- 


ced the attack with ^reat freadiaefs ; and bein<T well fimnortcd bv the 
A'larrattss, coatiuued to advance on the enemy until they jrave way. 
The fugitive; quitted, the held with much precipitation, and leaving 
tlteir guns to t’le conquerors, they fled to Darwar for flacker. In 
this aflion the lols, avlhch ci-rounted in all to r.bout one hundred and 
twenty ki”"'! and avounded, fell nearly equal on the Bombay and 


hTarrnttn troops. Of the enemy upwaids of two hundred were fiain. 
Lieutenants Maxwell and Wynne, of ('’..ptnin Litue’s detach, meat, 
Vvcic anaongfl the wounded. 

Dakwar, garriloned by fsven thor.i.md i;gi',n:'ig men, was now 
CiclVly inveflcd, but without fuffering any material injury fer a con* 
hdcrable Icngtli of time. Agalall this flrong hold, It w.is on the 
I 3th of December that the hrfl projee: of importance was attemp- 
ted. Under Appa Sahib, fon to Purferam Bhow, the Bombay bat- 
talions, aflifled by a numerous Marratta force, afl’aulted the Pettrh, 
They carried the lower works by efcalado, and drove the enemy into 
the upper ones ", but the diviiion under Captain Little excepted, tne 
whole, unable to depart from their wonted habits, betook to plun- 


der. 

The garrifon of the upper fort, taking advantage of this circum- 
flance, fallied from dluerent dlreftions and drove the Afarrattas in all 
quarters. The difeipline of a few faved the whole from deflrubtlon. 
Emboldened by fuccefs, the Myfereans dealt flaughter on every hand, 
and the utmofl efforts of the Bombay troops was required to cover 
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the retreat. This fiiiall body, however, contiived to carry off three of 
the Sultaun’s guns. Captain Little was him felf woundu! ; Lieutenant 
Former, with about thiitr iepoys, ffared a flmllar fate. Amongft our 
ilain, which amounted to about half that number, there was no man 
cf rank; but the confuhon in which the Mairattrs attempted to 
efcape, fubjefled them to a lofs far more conhderable, although it 
could never be exadlv afcertalned. 

After the befieging army had been flrengthened by one regiment 
of Europeans, a battalion of fepoys, and a detachment of artillery 
and lafcars from Bombay, under Lieutenant Colonel Frederick, Dar- 
war was furrendered by capitulation, on the 4th April, 1791(1). Re- 
ports generally believed fay, that the articles of this capitulation were 
ffiamefully violated by the Bhow’s troops. The terms of furrender 
were highly honourable to the Killedar, Bndder ul Zemeen Cawn. 
With fecurity for private property, he had the promife of a paffport 
for his garrhon, their fire arms, and public treafure to Simoga, a fort 
which theSultaun held on the northern bank of the Tumbudra; but 
before they had advanced any diftance, befides being forcibly Gripped 
of their whole property, feveral lives are fald to have been taken ; and 
the venerable Killedar, although he efcaped with life, fuffered a num- 
ber of fevere wounds.

an officer of Major Montgomery’s detachment toa friend in Bengal, datedffffi Apfil, iyg.f 
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The fbort period which ti.ipfecl betAveeii the fall of Darwar, and 
the jun£lion of Purferani Bhow with Earl Cornwallis, was emploved 
by the fornier in providing magazines, and feccring a fafe communi- 
cation with his own country, by occupying a chain of ports that 
rtretched in a direfl lint- from the vicinity of Serlngapatam to Dr.r- 
war. But the failure of an expedition which foon afterwards took 
place againrt the enemy’s capital, rendered it nectfiary to abandon this 
chain, as it led fo far to the wtrtward, for another, which rtretching 
by Sera and Roydroog, could be maintained with much lefs chance 
of danger. However, as thefe circumrtances will be more fully de- 
tailed in due time, the reader is conduced to an attempt at the ful- 
filment of a promife that was made in the firrt volume. 

The confidence which tlie appearance of Lieutenant Colonel 
Hartley’s detachment In Travancore, lb early as April i 790, artbrded 
CO the Ram Rajah and his fubje£ts, was clolely followed up by the 
mort vigorous exertions of the Britilh forces on both fides of the 
penlnfula. The unbridled ambition of the Sultaun, by a premature 
attempt to commit an a£l of injurtice in flagrant breach of the treaty 
of Mangalore, having given juft caufe for war during the period of 
a vigorous government, called forth the only power whole influence 
in India could forge fhackles anywife capable of reftraining that 
ambition. 

His reftlefs temper hadno fooncrconfcntcdtothe treatyjuft mentioned, 
than he meditated an extenfion of conqueft: from his northern neigh- 
bours, which he foon carried into execution ; confequently fquabbles 
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and bickerings, in which he was generally fajcclit.il, eafneJ hetwccn 
Iiim and thele powers for a period of nearly two ycarr. 1 !:e time 
that intervened between thefe troubles and the late war, be eiraploje-i 
in preparation for the accomplilhment of tlicfe latent Ichewes of 
conqueft which have fince been attempted againli: the King of Tia- 
vancore, and which he well knew mufl: ultimately have ernbroiLd 
him with the allies of that prince. Whilfl the Sultaun by thi 
ereSion of fortreffes out of number, daily acquired internal flrength, 
he invigorated his whole fvlfem by principles of iound government, 
and by an (Economical management of refources to which thofe of 
any neighbouring power, if ftate exigencies are confidered, bore no 
comparifon. However bigotted to the tenets of the Koran, the vaft 
number of Hindoo temples recently decorated ihrojjghout his do- 
minions authorizes an ailertion, that his enthuliafin gave way to his 
ambition, and that his zeal to propagate the Mufiblman faith, did 
not occafion fo many inftances of barbarity, as his rage for conqueif, 
and an innate cruel and revengeful difpofiuon. Although patli.no- 
nious m a high degree, numbers of his confidential Hindoo fervants, 
who during the war fell into our hands, acknowledged him a lenient 
and indulgent mailer; nor have we to bordl of many InHances where 
his people were Induced by our flattering profpeas of fuccefs, to 
throw off his yoke and Ihelter themfclves under the benign influence 
of Chrlflian rulers. On the contrary, with the exception of a 
veiy few dillrifts, the inhabitants of Myfore have invariably laiti 
waffe rhdr country. They dellroyed their habitations, and flying in 
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evti j dlrt<5l!c:7, they drove t.hclr cattle into the moll hidden recedes, 
t urning their grain, although famine muft have been the inevitable 
conlequencc. 

Checking the frauds of intermediate agents by fev^ere and ex- 
cm[)lary punifhments, the Sultaun proteded his ryuts, who were 
chiefly of the Hindoo religion, from the enormities of black collec- 
tors ; and wherever it became necelTary to hold out an offenlible rea- 
Ibn for the inhuman crueltieswhich he frequently committed, the 
cloak of religion was always fpread to fandify the tranfadion. Al- 
though fo parfimonious, that it was attended with the utmofl difficul- 
ty to prevail upon him to dilcharge, with any degree of punduality, 
the arrears due to his troops, yet their attacinnent to his caufe, was 
fuch all along that they paid the mofl implicit obedience to his man- 
drCfs in the worft of tiines. 

In all favorable fituations, particularly contiguous to Bangalore, 
he wasemployed in ereding new forts with broad and deep ditches, with 
excellent covert ways and glaCis, and flanked with Art ng baflions. 
As thele were built of the bed materials, under the diredion of Eu- 
ropean workmen, they mud have been intended as places of lafety 
for the furrounding inhabitants, whild the danding army diould be oc- 
cupied in the conquedof didant countries. Fortunately, however, he 
commenced his career at a period in itfelf too early, and rendered dill 
more difadvantageous to his purfuits from the internal didradjons that 
agitated the Houle of Bourbon. Befides, he could not poffibly have 
exptded, that any negociation of our Governor General, could have 
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united powers fo difcordant, as the feveral chiefs of the peninfiila, fca: 
the o”erthro\v cf his Houfe. 

Sexsisle of the part which Great Britain would take in the caufe 
of her allj, and fearful of the confequences, it is faid that in the laflr 
council of war which the Sultaun called before his attack of the Tra- 
vancore lines, more than the majority of his confidential lervants op- 
pofed the ineafure; but none fo pointedly as his favorite Buckfhee, a 
Hindoo, to whom he facetioufly obferved, that his was not the pro- 
fefllon of arms ; that although he fought his opinion, he was not 
obliged to abide by it ; rod, cautioning him to provide ample refources, 
he declared his intention to mareli with the light of the aifuing day. 
His progrefs in the profecution of that defign has been already detailed, 
and tlte recovering of about forty guns out of the Panlanl river, by 
Lieutenant Colonel Hartley, clearly dlfcovers the precipitate manner 
in which he for a time abandoned his trophies and profpecfls of coii' 
queft* 

The advance of Major General Medows into the Coimbatore dlf- 
tri»fl in April i 790* rendering it neceflirry for the Sultaun to withdraw 
from his intended invafion to the protedion of his own dominions, 
the Bombay detachm'^nt remained in Travancore w'lthout being fent 
on any material exploit, until ordered in the enfuing September to 
relieve the Madras battalions which had been left in charge of Palll- 
gautcherry. Soon after this fervice was efFeded, truftlng the fecurity 
of our fouthern acquifulons to Major Cuppage, with two fepoy batta- 
lions, and a confiderable body of troops from the Rajah of Travan- 
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core, Colonel Plartley returned to the Malabar Coaft, As he ap- 
proached Callicut on the 10th December, information was brought 
into camp, that about fourteen thoufand ot the enemy were ffrongly 
polled in a jungle at the dillance of about ten miles, and that tney 
were under the command of NIohub Cavvn with Hooffen Ally Cawn, 
then phuldar of thofe diftrlfts. At the head of His Majelly’s 75 *^^ 
regiment, the 7th Bombay battalion, and one of native grenadiers. 
Colonel Hartley let out in quell of this enemy, who trulllng to fu- 
peilority of numbers, and the natural llrength of their polition, did 
not decline the encra^cment. However, after a warm conflifl they

were driven to a village, where they made a mofl obllinate defence; 
but compelled at length to give up this new poll, they fled with 
precipitation to Trliica'ore fort. 

Here the grenadier fepoys entering with the fugitives, Hooflen 
Ally Cawn was taken prifoner, but Mohub Cawn having put him- 
felf at the head of fome horfe, efcaped by flight. A victory fo 
complete, could not be in reafou expefted over fuch fuperiority of 
numbers, without lofs of blood ; yet our fulFeiings bore no proportion 
to the advantages gained, cr to the length of the adlioa. In Colonel 
Hartltv’s detachment, there was no man of rank flaln ; Captains 
h.awman and Blachford, with Lieutenants l owel and Stewait, 
were amongll the wounded. This brilliant viflory, was followed 
by the immediate evacuation of Furrucabad, a new loit in the vici- 
niry of Callicut- 
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Ab.jut tlie time t!j it Ti utcintit Colonel I redei i-k adva'iced tc 
t’a" aTfrance of Porforam Biiow, Major Griisra! A b^rcrornky, with 
His M jcfly’s 77‘B. regi.neat, the i atb bittalioa of fepoy?, and 
fame artille'v and lafcars, proceeded- to the Aljlabar Coaft on the 
aeriiai of this foxce at Teiliclierry, carl/ la December 1790, one- 
and all of the nati/e princes who had paid implicit obedience to the 
v.fill of Tippoo Sulraun, ever hnee his acceffion to the IVR fo ean 
throne, made a ready and fuicere declaration of allegl.ince to the 
13 ’ritifli soveniment.' The redaftioii of Cannanore bv that General,, 
on the I 6th of the month, which was Don fjcceeded by tlie fur-, 
render- of Eillapatam, without lofs of blood., left no part of tlie 
rich and 'fertile, diflrlds. that flretch from the Decla to Travancore, 
under the fovereignty of the ufurper's foin Tiie ajiproach of 
Colonel Hartley’s' detachment on.the laft day of the year, enabled 
the Governor of Bombay to profecute the plan of operations, which -, 
he had at an early period concerted with Earl Cornwallis ; and in . 
order to forward a jumStion of our force atj the enemy’s capital, by 
the nearefl route, nothing which in luflry, judgement, and zeal could , 
effeft, had been neglcdted throughout the, feveral departments of our, 
weftern army. 

The difficulties of equipment for weighty military operations from ■ 
the Malabar Coaft, are widely ditferent from thofe that offer in Ben-, 
gal and the Carnatic. . The Nairs who in . general fpread along the 
weffern ffiores, do not fubmit to labour like the inhabitanrs of other 
countries, far Icfs Is that degree of condefcenfion to be expeffed from 
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tlie rich ?nd ufjrious Moplahs.. The confi.ieJ nature of Bomhay 
fjrbids the expedlatlon of a-i adequate proportion of ca.np-fo!lowcis 
ffona that quarter, coiifeauently o ar priudpil d petiderice re led on 
what fupplies could be procured f. om the Mira’^ta ft itrs; bat as t!)at; 
people have an unconquerable averfion to expeditions bv fea, howe- 
ver well inclined to the public caufe, the inlular fituatioa of our wsf-- 
tern prcfidency, offered a formidable barrier to their exertions. 

Notwithstanding thefe difadvantages, an army which con- 
fided of His Majedy’s pjd, 75th and 77th regi:nents, cue Bom- 
bay regiment of Europeans, the 2d, 7111, loth and 12th battalions 
of'Eombay fepoys, the 14th battalion of Cond fepoys, and two d .nl: 
battalions, with a proportion of artillery lafcars and pioneers, proceed- 
ed to the eadward on the 2 2d February, 1791. F'rom the moment 
that Earl Cornwallis afi'umed the fupre-me command of the troops in 
the field, one uniform plan of approaching the enemy’s capital by. 
the neared convenient route was laid down, and invariably adhered to - 
by both armies. Whatever advantages- might have been derived from- 
diverfions or attempts to cut off the enemy’s fupplies, fatal experi- 
ence had tiught us the danger of dividing troops, and of throwing 
them at a didance from the main fcene of aftion. The Sultaun had 
now become too formidable to be fought in detail, and any good 
which could poflibly have arifeii from traverfing dlftant countries, in 
order to cripple his refources, could in no fort balance the chance of 
injury to which detachments mud have been expofed, from the rapB 
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dity of his evolutions, in confequence of fo decided a fuperiority in 
cattle. 

The beft and fhorteft road from the Malabar Coafl to Scringapa- 
tam, is that which leads through the Coorga country. There is a 
fafe conveyance by water from cur fcveral fea-ports, by the Keeway 
river as far as Hiacore. From thence to the top of the principal 
Ghaut, including the rife, is twenty-one milef, but from the rug- 
geduefs of the country, and clofenefs of the jungles, it is a journey 
which cannot well be performed with artillery in lefs than three davs. 
To Periapatam from this fummlt, the diflance is not Ihort of thlrtv'- 
fix miles, the country is difficult to penetrate, and conrequently cai>- 
iiot be pafled over in a fhorter period of time, than the other divilio'i 
of the pals. From Periapatam to Seringapatam, the dilfance is nearly 
tlie fame as to the Ghaut, but the road is better bevond all comm- 
rifon. 

After their communication with the Coafl had been fecured, with 
infinite labour the battering guns, firld pieces and {lores, were got 
up an immenfe range of mountains, which rifing almoft perpendi- 
cular, feparates the ancient dominions of Myfore from the poffelfions 
of the Rajahs, who time immemorial have Inhabited the Malabar 
Coaft. By fixing tackles to large trees, that ^row all over the face 
of this range, a fervke W'hich otherwile appeared impracticable was 
confiderably facilitated; but befidcs other difficulties which tlrey had 
fo encounter, the making a road for heavy guns through a forefi; of 
fixty miles, where the wnole why is cloldv interwoven widn thick 
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jungles, or over foft paddy fields, is a Arong proof of the indefa- 
tigable exertions of the army at large. 

Besides the difficulties attendant on afcending at Poodicherum, 
and defcending at Sedafier, this Aupenduous barrier, for a diftailce of 
about thirty miles, appears from nature to bid defiance to invafion. 
All the rivers tnat water the Malabar coaA, and fome of thofe that 
enncn the fbuthern diAricts of the Carnatick, take their rife on thefe 
mountains, which although in general covered with almoft impene- 
trable jungles, are here and there divided by vallies of extraordinary 
fertility. A tribe of the Hindoo religion called Coorgs, a people in 
their maimers and appearance fiagular as the country itfclf, inhabits 
■thefe w'ilds from the confines of Bedanore nearly to the fouthern ex- 
tremity of the table land. 

Habituated from an early period in life to hunt the deer, the 
hog, and the fox, as well as to guard againft the aflault of the cle- 
plianr, the tyger and the bear, the principal boaA of the Coorgs 
is in the dexterous management of their arms, yet they are by no 
means negligent with refpefl to the cultivation of their lands. From 
me heighr of the mountains that rile on all hands, the vallies are 
conftantly watered by the breaking of clouds around their fummits, 
fo that the country, however wild in appearance. Is a granary which 
j'eace and induftry muft render inexhauftible. Nor were the advan- 
tages, W’hich miglit iiave been derived from thefe circumftauces in 
the event of befieging Seringapatam as at firft intended, fufiered to 
pafs in negleiA. Tlie weflern force continued for a time to colleft a 
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flock of provifioiis hi the Coorga country, which, if it became re- 
quilite, might eafijy be brought forward from thence, after a jundliou 
of the two armiea;, an emplo;mient than which none more ufeful 
could poffibly attrafl their attention. 

Although tlie equipments of our weftern force for the firfl 
camp;iign, were not fo- complete as thole at the heads of departments 
could have, wilhed, the e::ert:ons that effcfted fo much, rather than 
any deficiency, raifes admiration. The hardfhips attendant on want 
of conveyance, had already been, feverely felt at Bangalore;- but 
whether a Britifh army can at all travel ft the plains of Hindoflan,. 
wun (lores and provifions adequate to momentuous military underta- 
kings, without feme dcpendajuce on afiiflaiice, from local coatingeit- 
cies, is a matter which admits of much doubt; nor is it hazardous to. 
affirm, that the wifdom and addrefs of. Earl.Cornwullis, . i;, coticilia- 
ting the Briujaries, and in fecuring their fer vices by p.-otcclion and 


liberal payments, contributed to our ultimate fuccefs, not lefs than 
the exertions of the fcveral fubordiaate prefidencles, Ifis own fuperior 
policy, and. happy arrangement,, or the extreme valour and ri/id dif- 
ciphus of his -troops. Without the aid of thefe Ind'jflrious carriers, 
even the united, force which Bengal, Madras, and Bombay liad fent 
abroad, although it amounted la all. to about forty, battalions of in- 
fantry,. and fix. regiments of boric, together with the myriads of our 
Poona and Hyderabad allies, would fcarcely have enabled us to ad- 
vance to Seringapatam, fo as to fit down for, the reduaion of the 
pbee with any certainty of fuccefs. 
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Untamed as tlie elephants and tygers that inhabit the 
weftern barrier of the Jvljforean dominions, the Coorgs fpurn- 
ing a foreign yoke, maintained perpetual hoftilities with 
the Houle of Hyder, ever fiuce his firft attempt at their fub- 
jeclion. Repeatedly have they been reduced to fly- their country,, 
but never have been brought to acknowledge a mafler, who aimed' 
not only at the converfion of their principles, but at the extirpation 
of their race. Their prefent Prince, whild a captive at Seringapa- 
tam, after being compelled to endure the painful rituals-of the crefeent, 
found means to make his efcapej but the difgrace to which he had 
been neceffitated to fubmit, rivetted his mind to juft revenge. 

Sensible of the advantages which his aliiftance muft have afford- 
ed, the Sultaun at an early period of this war, for tire firft time 
fought an alliance with the Chief of the Coorgs-; and, In order to 
tft.iblifh a fricndll'.ip between them on a folid' bafis, he- is faid to 
have oftered one of his daughters ia marriage. Mercara, the capital 
of thofe wilds, liad been for a length of time in the pdTeflion of the 
Myforean Prince. It was dcfely invefted by the Rajah at the time 
the Britilh army pallid through his- dominions ; but in the true fpirit 
of chivalry, he with much profeffion of gratitude, refufed aflidance. 
On a prior occafion. In return for fervices rendered this Prince, during 
his captivity, by ari officer who had been lent with a detachment'to 
relieve Mercara, he not only fullered the whole party to elcapc-, al- 
tliough completely in the power, but he permitted them to throw 

their fuccours into the place. However, to do away any unfavorable 
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impreffion to which a conduct of this nature might give rife, he ex- 
plained his motives to the perfedl fatisfadion of General Abercromby. 
He fiated, that this return for fv^rmer kindnefies could avail the Sul- 
taun nothing, for that it would contribute to Icfien his magazines of 
provllion, without retarding the fall cf Mercara many weeks; and 
in the metaphorical fllle of liis country, protefted that he had but one 
heart, and that it was locked up in a ftrong bo:-:, cf which the key 
had been fent to tlie King of En dand. 

The policy of Hyder in the eflabllfhment of his houfe, was uni- 
form throughout. Fomenting the quarrels of his neighbours, he 
conftautly overthrew the ftrenger of the contending parties, by tak- 
ing the weaker under his protediou ; and, whilft fo decided a fuperi- 
ority enfured the deflrudion of the former, the latter became an eafy 
prey to his ambition. It was thus that Ire feized, and for aline 
held, not only the country of the Coorgs, but Bedanore and all the 
diftriils of the Nal.-'s, even to the confines of Travancore. The 
barbarities that took place in quelling the fubfequent Infurredtlons, 
particularly thofe inflicled on the Coorgs, however fhocking to hu- 
manity, only ferved to heighten the dilcontents of that people and to 
whet their revenge; nor is the period diftant, at which, after colledlng 
the whole force of their nation, they fell fuddenly and filently on a 
brigade of the Sultaun’s troops, then efcortlng a rich convoy from the 
Malabar Coaft towards Seringapatam. The remains of this corps, 
unburied as our army paiEd the place, liy fcattered all over the feene 
of atlion, and fully confirmed llte trutli of this relation. 
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Oppressed and weakened by repeated ftruggles to recover their 
rights, the whole force of the Coorgs at the commencement of thia 
war amounted only to about five thoufand fighting men. Defolated 
from repeated invafions, their neglccled fields, fometlmes, 
fcarccly yielded a fulficiency for the maiatainance of their cultivators; 
yet fo fincere was the Rajah in his endeavours, and fo punddual in 
the performance of his engagements, that confiderable advantages 
were derived from his afiiftance; the firft inftance whereof, appear- 
ed in an early and valuable fupply of bullocks. This piece of fer- 
\ice was clofely followed by the mod: fpirited exertions fo forward 
the traniport of our equipments acrofs his country. Unaffeded in 
his manners, he cultivated the acquaintance of our officers, and as 
his heart w^as a flranger to guile, he was readily admitted to their fo- 
cietj without difiruffi 

The detention of the Coorga Rajah at Seringapatam, although it 
excited Ills indignation andjunlfiid his vengeance, was fiill attended 
with confequences that ultimately turned out hig'ily advantageous to 
his intereft. Compelled to abandon the prejudices of his education 
and religion at an early period, his mind was prepared to receive in- 
firudion from every channel of information, to which he could find 
accefs. Adive, by nature, and dtfirous of intelligence the regularity 
of our fliipplng, attraded his particular attention on repeated vlfits; 
but it was on horfe-back only, that he acknowledged the fupeiior ad- 
vantages, and confequently appeared in our drefs. The attachment of 
the Coorgs to his perfon was heightened by his fuffirings, and their

rcadiiiefs to ojev his commands, proved of the mofl: eflciiti-il benefit 
ill peffing through his doroiifions. 

As t’le wcftrrn army deicended into tne plains of rvlyfore at Srda— 
fier on the i 5th of M-'y, they diftiaflly heard a canonade in the di- 
reclioa of the enemy’s capital ; they encamped on the following day 
at a (hort diftance from Periapatam, an estenfxve country fort, which 
had been difmantled and abandoned by its garrifon ; feveral baflions 
had been blown up, but an iron twelve-pounder, avith its carriage and 
yokes complete, flood at the gate- way. Here, after throwing the 
I 2th battalion into the place, in order to fecure the general hofpital 
and public fcores, the encampment was changed to a ftrong ground' 
ca the fouthwefl: face, wb.ere they continued for fome days, in psr-- 
f.d readinefs far coiuiibuting to a fpeedy termination of the war. 
To a well regulated camp, and happy arrangement in the detail of* 
duty, evety thing nectfaiy to good order and protection was added. 

The troops were divided into three biigades. The advance com-- 
pofed of the two flank battalions, with his Miy'efly’s 73d and 75th 
regiments, was commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Hartley. 7 'hc 
7'’th regiment, the 2d, loth and j 4th battalions of native infantry, , 
under Colonel Balfour, formed the i ft b'-igade ; and the Bombay re- 
giment, with the 7th and 12th battalions of fepoys, were called the 
fecond. The whole encamped in one line on riling grounds, where 
the two briga-ues on the right were covered in front by a low fw'am- 
py valley of confiderable width, which was ftrengthened with jun- 
gles, and the other extending towards the fort, was completely pro- 
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jtcled on the left by the i 2th battalion. BcvonJ the Avampy val- 
ley in front, there was an open dry height on which the piquets of 
tlie army were polled. 

Skcured froin intuit by the flrength of their pofuion, and ready 
to acb their part in w hatever meafures fhould be judged moit advife- 
able for bringing the war to a clofe, our wetlern force awaited 
orders in this encampinent. But as all their operations had a cloic 
rt^rence to thole ot the other divilion,and as no juft idea of thAr move- 
nrents after this period can be conveyed, without pi'cvious acquairrt- 
auce with the operations carried on by Earl Connvallis, it will be 
necdlary for the reader to return to the grand army, which has been 
left at Bangalore, from whence It was to proceed towards the 
enemy’s c.apitrd. 
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CHJP^TER 'THE THIRD. 


A lthough the havock amon^ft our cattle, fio:n a fear city 
of forage or fuftenance of any kind during the operations at 
Bangalore, had been in fo:ne degree reirredieJ by the fupplies which 
l^lcutcnant Colonel Oldham had brought from tire Carn.uic, yet, the 
bullock department was in a ftaie miferably inadequate to the tranf- 
port of neceflarles fufficlent for the fiege of Serlngapatam. This defi- 
ciency rendering it requifite for Earl Cornwallis to call forth the exer- 
tions of individuals^ I ), public Ipiiit, zeal in the caule of their coun-

to the fuccefs of the important object thearmv is now procceiing to attempt. Tucnuinber of public cattle and 
eatriaiic bullocks m paruculir, having trom various caufes dimi.jiihed to a very alarming degree wit; m rhelc 
two Utt ment is, and there being very little reafon to hope that the contractors can replace the dcficicn. y with 
fo muen expedition as the prefent emergency requires, it is dirciSled, that the commanding oriicers of ti e ic- 
ferve, and of the .iglit an.i Ic-t wing ao feparateiy afl'cmblc the commanding officers of brigades and regt nents 
UiKicr their commani. as fnon aa convenient* and from an infpeition of the prelcnt ftate of corps, do allot tor 
each rcgimtnr, in conjunction with th.e commanding officers of btigades, as finvdl a proportion of camp cqui* 
page as poflibic.

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try, and pcrfonal attachment to the General, was dlfplaycd to a very 
confpicuous height. Even amongft our Nizamitc allies, the exam- 
ple (hewn by the Brkilh troops had fo good an cfFe(f!l, that for a tri- 
fling rcwaid their principal people afforded confide:able affiftance; but 
uithout any advantage whatfoever, ar.d, with all the chearfulncfs of 
men affing for the advancement of their own private fortunes, the 
very iubalcerns of the Britifn army might be feen with from twenty 
to fixty cannon balls dail^ piled up at their tents (l), at a time when 
they laboured under every difadvantage that dearth of cattle, defer- 
tiou of fervants, and J'evere duty, could create. 

But although many difheartening circumflanccs oppofed the dc- 
fign, others that counterbalanced them prcfTcd the General to at- 
tempt an attack on the enemy’s capital at an early period ( 2 ). The 
propriety of bringing an expenfive war to a fpeedy conclufion, vari- 
ous rumoufsof a rupture with the Houfe of Bourbon, an expc6lation 


TiMnrttrs anS all other officer^!, and perfonj or th^ ft<fr, will bi: difpofed to ftive the utmoft afllftaacc, by re. 
riutiiis as iiuiuh as the buftnefs ct the.i ftation will allow, their own camp equipage on this occaGon. What- 
ever camp equipage can by this means be difpenfed with, is to be fent to Bangalore, wheneyer the army take* 
up Its politicn neat it ; and the public cattle wbich can be fparetl in confrquence, are to be fent, with their 
prorortiot! of drivers, to the conimiirary of ftores, as foon after aspoffible; but as this meafure mayftill be in- 
lufRcient to cqaip tlic uiny f> amp'y as the Commander in Chief would with, he heGtates not, on fuch e- 
meigtiicy, to call forth the fpontantous eajrtions of all the officers of tile army : trufting, that they will be 
P'evailed upon to depoGt, alfo, every article offuperGuous private baggage they can pofBbly fpare, in the gar- 

rifon of Bangaloie; and to apply whatever means of carriage they have in their power to command, to the 
fervice of the public, either by transferi ng, for the few days they can be required, their carts or cattle, to the 
commiGarv of Holes, with the driveis of them ; or, if more agreeable, by taking up from the park,’ fuch a 
number of loads as they can Gnd conveyance for, retamnig the ciiarge and dircSlon of their own cattle and 
fervai.ts, and uGng their moft careful endeavours to return again to the park what they take charge of wh-n the 
army arrives before Seringapaiam. It is hoped the officers of the Bengal eftabiifbrocnt. who have cattle for 
the carriage of their camp equipage or private propeity, will appiy, in like manner, fuch proportion of them 
as may be in their po.vci, to t'.ie fervice of the public. 

(i) C. 0. aS/A iv,,. Lord Cornwallis takes this public method of expreffing the high fenfe he 

entertains of the zeal ot the officers of this army, and of the troops m general, in their exertions to fupply, to 
the Ufinon ot their ability, the deficiency of carriage for public ftores and provifions.

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of deriving ciTential afliftance from cur allies, a certainty of the north 
caft monfoon’s near approach, and the probability of finding with 
General Abercrombie a fupply of grain fufficient for the fiege, fu- 
perceded everv other confideration, and with the candid and liberal 
v/;U for ever A’lllify the meafure. 

After the utmoft ftretch of exertion, Earl Cornwallis found it 
irnpOilible to move from Bangalore with provifions fufficient to laft 
for more than twenty days, and that only for his fighting men his 
Lerdihip, in order to facilitate the tranfport of food, iiTucd as much 
grain as the foldiery could carry, without a charge on that account; 
and as liquors could not be procured at any price, officers were, in- 
dulged with permiffion to draw from the public fiores an allowance 
■ equal to what has always been granted to the privates (3). Through 
uncommon adlivity the train had been put in a ftate of complete re- 
pair, and drawn cut on the cfplanade, during the abfence of the army ; 
but, bcfidcs the number of cattle requifite to move our fiores, am- 
munition, fifty-two field pieces already in camp, together with a few 
howitzers, bullocks fufficient for the draft of fifteen battering guns, 
could only be procured. 

fa) Earl Cornxval/h i* the Eight [tonourah/e IF. W. Grenville., dated z\Jf cf 1791. — Our fuccefs 

at Bangalore has tended to cftablilh, in the general opinion of the natives, the J.iperioiity ot the Bntifh arms; 
and it has, in particular, made an imprefTion on the minds of our allies, which I am pcrfviaded will contri- 
bute to induce them to ul'c vigorous eicftions in protccuting the war to an honourable conclufion. At pre- 
fent we can only look for the fpeedy accoinphfhmcnt of that deiirablc object, by proceeding to atMck the e- 
nemy’s capital, which I clearly forefee will, from the near approach of the feafon of the periodical rains, and 
\.bc ri-inger of a fcarcity of provilions and forage, for the large bodies of troops that are to be employed, beat* 
tk.Tidcd with fo many difficulties, that npen any otlicr occafion I fhould have thought it advileable to have de- 
fen ed the attempt to the end of the enfuing monfoon. Having, however, been informcil of the ciiiical fitua- 
tion ^fpoliticil affairs in Europe, and being fenhble that the finances of the Company require the adop- 
tion of tbofe n’eafuies that arc moft likciy to bung the conteft to an early dccifion, I have ihought it my^ 
duty to hazard the undertaking : Jud having received tlic ftioiigeft alTuranccs ot exert'ons from tl.e c ists ot 
the Nizamis cavalrv that are now witn me; anu the M^ra^tas having alfo proinifed an h^iariy co-opera- 
tion againft the common encinv, i am encouraged toenteAaiu fanguiiie hopes, that all cbffades will g.ve 
way to our efforts, and that the enterpnze will luccecd.

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Thus equipped, after being joined by the 76th regiment, the 14th 
Bengal battalion, and the fecond battalion of volunteers from Banga- 
lore, the army, confiding of one regiment of European cavalry, five 
regiments of native cavalry, three battalions of artillery, feven regi- 
ments of European infantry, ten battalions of Coaft fepoys, with 
feven battalions of fepoys from Bengal, and fourteen thoufand irre- 
gular horfe, marched on the 4th of May in a wefterly direction, 
over a country which from the raggednefs of its furface, occafioned 
the lofs of feveral carts and much baggage. In order to obftrudl 
our advance, the dire£l road by Chinapatam, and Ramgherry, had 
been ftrengthened with redoubts and batteries, at this time occupied 
by the Sultaun’s principal force. A movement to the northward, 
by Magree, and Bumanelli, befides thwarting the intention of an ear- 
ly jundion with General Abercombie, as it would lead wide of the 
fords fuppofed paffable, below beringapatam, was exceptionable from 
being threatened by Savandroog, Outradroog, Hooleadroog, and fe- 
veral ether hill forts; it became therefore necefiary to advance by 
Cankenelli, and Sultaunpet, a route which inclining to the fouth- 
Vv^ard, led through a valley fo jungly and uneven, as to render it im- 
poifible to convey any adequate idea of the difficulties which the army 
had to encounter. 

Following the policy of his ffither, when attacked by a fimilar 

confederacy in 1767, Tippoo Sultaun now contrived to reduce to 
affies, not only the villages in this diredion, but every vefiige of 
draw and forage above ground. From the roughnefs of the road?, 
heavy rains, and the lo.v Hate to wtuch they hau been already re- 
duced, the cattle exnaufted in their yokes, fell down in hundreds ; 

and 
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and notwithftanding the extent over which our army of ncceffity 
ranged, not one inhabitant could be found, to act as a guide, or to 
difcover where the grain had been concealed; but it is difficult to de- 
termine, whether this mufl: be attributed to inviolable attachment to 
their Prince, or to the aeflivit) of a party fent to drive away the vil- 
lagers by his command. It is certain, however, that our pufillani- 
meus allies, cither under the influence of fear, or adtuated by fomc 
deteflable Afiatic chicanery, refilled all entreaties, and could not be 
prevailed on to face this enemy, although in a tenfold proportion as 
to numbers (i ). 

Pressing onward, after palling Gopauldroog, one of the Sultaun’s 
principal fcltes, for excerclling his Invention to infllfl; cruelties, with 
Ibme other hill forts of lels note, and leaving Cancanelly (2), and 
Sulraunpet (3) in the rear, the army quitted the jungles, and took 
peheffion of Mallavelly (4), a done fort in which a coniiderable 


(1) llarl Cortfwallis to thf Court of Sfptemhtr 1791 It foon appeared, that only a fmall 

Tiumber of the enemy's irregular liorle had been appointed to attend to liiat road ; but by an extraordinary 
activity cn their part, and a moft unaccountable fupinends and want r-f exertion on the part of the Nizam’s 
cavalry, which neither my reqmlitions nor orutrs cuuld overcome, \ve luilVred fonie lols, both in baggage and 
followers, on the march; not only the villages vvere laid in allies but all the inhabitants of the country, on the 
whole of the road to Senngapaiam, w'crc aho, with the molt unrelenting barbarity, carried off, and more com- 
pletely removed oeyond our reach tlian could have been fuppoled to be practicable.

(2) CancaneUi, a fmall mud fort of noftrcr.gth, is fituated in a heauiiful and fertile valley, which is nar- 
rowed by jungles and hills on each lide, and watered by a conftam and clear ftream. In this fort there was a 
machine for boring mufquets, with fevcral an\rls, forges, and other articles necclfary for a loundery. As the 
army approached Cancaneili, the enemy's horle v« cktted our rear guard; but our allies, inftead ot attacking, 
pulhed to the front on all hands, and could not be prevailed uovnto face about, untrl beyond the reach ol danger. 


fj) Sultaunpet is an extenfive village fituated in a fertile plain. The road to this place was by no means 
bad, yet the public cattle were fo completely difabled, that notwithftanding great quantities of ftores had been 
left behind, and feverai carts deftroyed, the rear guard was not at its ground, of encampment till nine at niglit 
In pairing a narrow defile the enemy was fo daung as to render it nccell'ary to unUmeji foms of the guns, and 
to hre feverai rounds of grape.

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fupply of grain was found; yet, the quantity loft on the marcli ren- 
dered it neceflary, at this period, to reduce the iflue of rice ( i ) for 
the troops to one half the ufual allowance. Here delightful plains 
all around, whilft they furnifhed a pleafant contraft to the clofely 
interwoven thickets through which we had lately pafled, afforded at 
the fame time abundance of pafture for our half-famifhed cattle (2). 
This favourable change, together with a heavy fail of rain, occaiioned 
a halt for one day, during which the Cauveri was examined at diffe- 
rent fords, but found every where impi' ffible. 

As there was no place of ftrength near the capital to the north- 
ward, in which the heavy guns and ftores could be lodged in fccurity 
for a few days, with a moderate garrifon, Earl Cornwallis was in 
hopes he might be able to ford the river, with the whole of his army, 
below Scringapatam, and to effecl a juuftion with Genenl, Aber- 
crombie before he fhould find it neceflary to approach near to the ul-

viduals from polling guards, or giving the fniallefv interruption, cither to the foldiers or followers, in carry ing 
off the grain that they can find eiti er by fcatchiiig or digging in any placts where tliey may think pioper 
to ufe their induftiy, under the pit teetion of the piquets or detachments of this arn y. Thi, orner is not to 
interfere with the general inftrutlions which the quartcrmafter-geneial has received, to prefetve the forage of 
all new encampments, as far as it may be potTible for the public departments. It is to b: confidercd, by the 
field officer of the day, as an objetl of his attention, to protect as m any villages in the day tiT.e as he conve- 
niently can, without expofing his pods to any material hazard. The provoft marihali is not to go on with ti e 
advanced guard, nor to confine any peifons, on pretence of their going into villages, «r fearching houCes, until 
further orders.

How- 
ever, from obfervatlon, and other intelligence, it foon appeared, that 
the bed cf the Cauveri, for fome diftance below the capital, was fo 
deep, rocky, and uneven, as to render the conveyance of heavy guns 
over it utterly impracticable; even the ford of Arickery (3), at which 
place the army arrived on the 13th, although reckoned by far the beft, 
was after the moft particular examination, reported impaffable. But 
as the account wliich Lord Cornwallis has given of the tranfaftlons 
at this period, is fo full, as to require neither elucidation nor com- 
ment, it is here fubjoined, without any attempt at alteration. The 
language of his Lordlhlp runs thus; “ After minutely re-examin- 
“ ing every perfon in the army, who was acquainted with the river, my 
*• cxpedlations of being able to form an early jundfiou with General 
“ Abercrombie refted iolely on aflurances, that the ford near the village 
“ of Caniambaddy, about eight or nine miles above Seringapatam, over 
“ which it was pofitively alTerted that Hyder Alii had frequently paf-

“ ticable. In the mean time, however, i conceived, that Tippoo had

Upon my arrival on the ground which was marked for the en- 
“ campment at Arickery, I faw a confiderable body of the enemy 
“ at the diftance of about fix miles in our front, who were drawn up 
** with their right to the river, and their left to a mountain of a 
** very rugged and inacceflible appearance; but I confidered them in 
«« no other light, at that time, than a large detachment, fent to ob- 
** ferve our motions, without any defign to wait for our approach. 

“ My intention to pafs the river at that place, if the ford could 
“ be rendered prafticable, and the hopes that were at firfl held out, 
“ of the fuccefs of our working parties, occafioned my halting on the

charge of the encampment, provifions, ftores, and heavy artillery.

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“ We had fufFercd greatly during the preceding week, by rains 
“ uncommonly frequent and heavy fo early in the {ctioa; but un- 
“ luckily, on that particular night, we had for fcveral hours the moft 
** violent thunder, lightning, and rain that I have Icen in this part of 
“ India. 

“ The ground of our encampment having been interfc£l:ed by 
** feme ruined villages and inclofures, and feveral deep ravines, much 
“ valuable time was loft before it was poffible to form the troops in 
“ the order of march which was direded ; and, owing to the heavy 
“ rain and cxcefSvc darknefs gf the night, I was obliged to halt lb 
“ frequently after I had begun to move forward, cither on account 
*■* of many of the regiments loling at different times the line of march, 
“ or of the weaknefs of the gun bullocks, which were fo jaded and 
“ exhaufted by the feverity of the ftoirn, that I had only advanced a 
“ few miles when the dav bc^an to dawn. 

“ All hopes were th.en at an end of being able to execute my 
“ original plan ; but having accoroplifhed the part of the march that 
“ had been deferibed to me as the moft difficult, add having the ut- 
“ moft confidence in the valour and difeipline of the King’s and Cotn- 
“ pany’s troops, I determined to perfevere in endeavouring to force 
“ Tippoo to iiay.ard an aclion on ground W'hich 1 hoped would be lefs 
“ advantageous to him than that which he had chofen; with the ex- 
“ pedbation that a complete vidlory might not only relieve many of 
“ our temporary dlftreftes, but tend to bring the war to a very fpec- 
“ dy conclufion. 


** The 
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“ Thi: army, therefore, continued its march, and the movement 
“ had been fo entirely unexpedted by the enemy, that we had begun 
** to defeend the heights on the Eaflward of the deep ravine that I 
** have mentioned, and at the diftance of four or five miles from the 
** left of their camp, before they took the alarm. 

After fome movements, the objedt of which could not for a 
“ fhort time be clearly afeertained, it appeared that Tippoo, not- 
“ v.'ithftanding that wc were advancing by a route for which he was 
“ not prepared, did not decline to rifk the event of a battle in a 
** new pofition. He detached immediately from his main body a large 
corps of infantry and cavalry, wdth eight guns, to occupy the funi- 
“ mit of a rifing ground about two miles from the extremity of his 
“ left, which terminates to the northward in an abrupt precipice in the 
middle ofa pia'n ; and though the afeent is broken by large rocks, 
fome intermediate lefTer heights rife gradually for about a mile and 
“ a half or two miles, from a valley that was in our front, and 
“ which continued to the Cauveri, and divided the ridge of hills 
“ that we had crolTcd during the night from another fteep ridge, 
“ confiding principally of two large mountains (on a projedling point 
“ of the fouthernmoft of which hands the Carigat pagoda) running 
nearly at right angles to the former, at the diftance of about a mile 
and a half, and extending very near to the Cauveri, oppofitc the 
“ illand of Seringapatam. 

“ Whilst the corps was on its march, topoflefs itfelf of the 1am- 
“ mit that I have mentioned, Tippoo was employed in changing th» 
“ front of his army to the left, covering his left flank with the deep 
“ hill, which had been in his rear, and his right flank with the ravine 
“ which ran along his former front. 

“ The dlfpofition on our fide for a£lion could only be made on 
“ the afeent of ths heights, to this fumrait of which the enemy’s

“ Oua^, march was. therefore continued in that dtredlion acrofs- 
the valley, through which ran a continuation of the ravine, which 
covered the enemy’s- right; but, owing to the depth of that ravine, 
“ the weak ftate of the gun bullocks, and the near approach of a largSi 
body of the enemy’s horfe, that, though repul fed in feveral at-- 
“ tempts, appeared to be prepared to take advantage of the leaff diror->. 
“ der in . any of our battalions, it was upwards of two hours after the- 
paflage of the head of the column, before the whole infantry could ' 
crofs to the fame fide of the ravine with the enemy, and confe- 
“ quently before the difpofition for affion could be completed; and 
“ during that time we fuftered fo.rne lofs from the. guns on the height, 
oppofite to the head of the column, but were feverely galled by a 
“ well-direflcd though diftant fire from the artillery of the enemv’s . 
“ main body, which had forrned nearly parallel to the diredlion of our - 
“ march. 

“ Under thefe difficulties, and under the difadvantage of the 
** want of all fatisfadlory local information beyond what could be 
“ feen, of the intended field of battle, arid of the adjoining country, 

“ nine battalions were formed oppofite to the enemy’s main body, 

“ in a firft line, under the command of Major General Medows and 
.Lieutenant Colonel Stuart ; four battalions in a fecond line, un- 
der Lieutenant Colonel Harris ; and five under Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Maxwell were deftined for the attack of the enemy’s corps on 
« .the fummit of the hill upon our right : This attack had been un- 
avoidably poftponed until the other parts of- the difpofition could

''-'be made, and by that means 1 ippno iliculd be citedluaily awed, 
'* and. prevented from making -any attempt on the flank or rear ot 
“ thofe troops, whilfl: they were moving forv.'ard to drive Ins detach- 
ment from their poft. Our -own cavalry, and the Nizam’s herfe, 
were left cut of the reach of the cannonade ort the delcent of the 


“ rifing gx-ound on the.oppofite fide of the ravine, in readinefs to 
** take advantage of any confufion they might obferve in the enemy's 
“ army-j and orders were given to Lieutenant Colonel P/Iaxvvell, 
“ after fucceeding in his attack, to leave only a fufficient force to 
retain polTeflion of the fummit.of the hill, and to advance imme- 
diately vyith the remainder of his corps, and endeavour to poflefs 
himfelf of the mountains which, covered the left ilank of the-main

*‘'A BQCicY height afforded confldcrable proteilion to the troops 

“ from the enfilade from the hill on our right, during the time that 
“ was neceffarily employed in making the -difjpofition, and forming 
“ the lines j which being accomplifhed, I began the adlion,. by or- 
“ dcring Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell’s corps to attack the hill on our 
“ right, and upon obferving that he had without much lofs or diffi.- 
“ culty, completely fucceeded, I moved forward with the main body 
“ of the army,, and . the action foon. became general along the 
“ whole front, 

“ The enemy’s cavalry that had harraffed us, and frequently at- 
**' tempted to break in upon the infantry, whilfl the column was 
“ pafling the ravine, -made no fland after we were prepared to advance. 
“ Part of -it retreating to. the well ward of the ridge on which the Ca- 
rigat pagoda ftands, with the infantry , that had . been driven from 

“ th« 
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“ the hill by Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, and the remainder falling 
into the rear of the main army. Their infantry on this occaficn 
“ ihewed a much better countenance than ufual, which perhaps 
“ may be principally attributed to Tippoo’s own prefence and excr- 
tions amongft them ; but, in a fliort time, they began to waver, 
“ and foon after, upon the cavalry moving towards their right, and 
three battalions of Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell’s corps advancing 
« rapidly to gain the heights on iheir left, they entirely gave w.iy. 

“■ At this moment our own caval.y m^de a gallant charge ; but, 
“ after difpcrfing and almoft deftroying a fmall body of infantry that 
made a very determined refiftance, were foon obliged to fall back, 
“ from a more confidcrablc body of infantry, that had rallied and made 
“ a ftand on a fpace of broken rocky ground, extremely difadvantage- 
“ ous for cavalry ; and at the moment of their retreat, and whilft 
** the whole of our firft line was impeded by it, the Nizam’s horfe 
who had followed Colonel Floyd acrofs the ravine, with very 
“ good intentions, but very injudi clou fly, threw themfeKes in an un- 
“ wieldy mafs, into the front of our left wing, on a piece of ground 
“ lo rugged and rocky, as well as fo near to the enemy’s batteries 
“ on the iflaud of Seriiigapatam, that they could not a£t with effica- 
** cy in front, and continued to prevent our line of infantry from 
“ advancing; by which means an invaluable though fhort fpace of 
“ time was loft, which enabled the enemy to avail thcmfclves of the 
“ vicinity of the batteries upon the ifland, and, by retreating to their 
** proteftjon in the utmoft confufion, to favc their army from 
“ entire deftrudion. 


“ Fatigued 
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** Fatiguid and cihaufled as the troops were by the badnefs 
<* of the night, the tedioufnefs of the march, and by their long and 
“ extraordinary exertions during an exceffive hot day ; and covered 
“ as the beaten enemy were by the works on the ifland, and by the 
“ guns of the fort, nothing more could then be attempted : and the 
“ army accordingly, after the arrival of the tents from Arickcry, en- 
** camped jull beyond the reach of the cannon on the ifland, and 
“ nearly on the ground upon which the adion had terminated. 

“ Thrie of the enemy’s guns were taken, on the hill that was 
“ attacked by the corps under the command of Lieutenant Colonel 
“ Maxwell, and one gun, with a great number of flandards and co- 
“ lours, were taken from their main body. Their lofs in men wa? 
“ very confiderable, but the number could not be afeertained (i). " 

That the enemy fhould have made a better ftand inthisadion 
than on any former occahon, cannot be wondered at when the extraor- 
dinary advantages of their pofiticn arc confidcred. Superior in num- 
bers, and individually valorous, they could not have been driven 
from hills, rocks, and ravines, fuch as they occupied, but by the uni- 
form exertions of troops linked together in Arid difciplinc, and hold- 
ing the moil implicit confidence as well in their leader as in one ano- 
tlier. Although a total defeat within the range of cannon mounted 
on the outworks of his capital muft have made a deep impreffion, 
not only on the Sultaun, but on the minds of all the troops whom he

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beaded, yet, notwithftanding the vidtory was fo complete, the 
penetration and judgment by which it was acquired, pointed to the 
propriety of refting fatisfied with the advantages already obtained; and 
of abandoning all flattering hopes from an attack on Seringapatam, 
until the attempt became lefs liable to failure. From the fufferingi 
of a well-fought day, after a night fo uncommonly fevere, it became 
advifable to defift from aftion or purfuit until refreihed from fatigue, 
and ftrengthened by the additional force then at Periapatam; and in 
order to fecure in quietnefs the -ground on which the battle had 
been fought. Major Frafer with his own regiment was diredled to 
carry a pofl; which the enemy flill occupied, on the fummit of the 
higheft hill. This fervice was cfledted, and the camp equipage 
having, arrived in -the night, the -troops refted until the i8th of the 
month. During our -encampment on this memorable ground, the 
pioneers were employed in burying the ilain, whilfl: the wounded 
•were treated with every poflible attention, 

. FitoM'ths field of battle two marches brought the army to Cam- 
ambaddy : -but, notwithflanding the prclTure for time, the miferablc 
ftate of the cattle rendered a halt for one intervening day abfolutcly 
indifpenfible. The -whole country, ^ where rocks and ftones had 
not been removed, was from, an inceflant deluge of rain fo foft, 
that the wheels of the carnages funk -down to the axles ; confequent- 
ly large detachments of fighting men were necelTitated to pull at 
the traces; but although they performed fervices to which bullocks 
in their .befi; Hate muft have been very unequal, fome of the heavy 
guns, difuniied, from -the nature of the country, flill remained at a 
confidcrable difiance in the rear. Advancing flowly, from thefe cir- 
cumifiancqs, the troops in front alarmed an extenfive encampmen-t, 

which 
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which had been pitched clofe t j the ford at CaiiiaaPcaJdy, on each 
oi tiie fiver. I'o take advantage of this difcovery, the advance, 
lirciigthened by a brigade of fepoys under Colonel Cockerell, imme- 
diately puilied forward ; the expedition, however, with which the 
Alyforeans decamped, although it occafionea confiderable lofs in 
eroding the river, left nothing to their enemies belides a few bullocks 
loaded with grain. To wards nine at night, after the moil ievere fatigue, 
the rear guard reached the intended ground of encampment (1). It 
was not until now that we felt in full force the bad effed of the unavoid- 
able delay which the redudion of Bangalore, and our fubfequent 
jundion with the Nizamites, had of necefllty occafioned. In truth, 
at this period, but little was kaowm relative to the changes of the 
weather in that country. 

Here, amongft other caufes, the latenefs of our arrival, the fe- 
verity of the monfoon, the deficiency of provifions, and the very ex- 
traordinary inadivity of our allies, difeovered the futility of attempt- 
ing the liege of Seringapatam ; until a more favourable feafon, frefli 
equipments, and an addition of ftrength, fhou'd aftord better profpeds 
of fuccefs. “ It was not, however,” fays Lord Cornwallis, “ till after 
“ I had received the reports from the different departments on the 
“ following morning, of the general wretched condition of the pub- 
“ lick cattle of the army, that I faw the impoflibility of moving the 
“ heavy guns and dores from the fpot where they then were; 

« and that it became neceffary for me to decide on relinquifhing 
“ entirely the profecution of the plan for the campaign, in which

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** General. A bercfomby had been inftruited to co-operate. I then 
« loft no time in communicating my determination to General 
** Abercromby, who had advanced as far as Periapatam; and dirccfl- 
« cd him, after defending the ghauts, with thetrorps under his com- 
“ mand, to put them into cantonments on the coaft of Malabar du- 
“ ring the rains, and until the proper feafon fhould return, for re- 
“ commencing our operations.” 

Thus necelfitatcd to abandon the enterprize, orders were Iftucd 
on the 2 ad of the month, to buift three twenty-four and eight eigh- 
teen-pounders, to bury and deftroy all military ftores for which 
conveyance could not be procured, and todiftribute the whole of the 
public gram amongft the troops. T. wo brigades fent acrofs the river 
on the 24th, in order to intimidate a large body of the enemy then 
on its march to the weftward, from any attempt againft the Bombay 
army, having been re-called, Earl Cornwallis moved from Cuiiam- 
baddy on the 26th, in the direction of Bangalore; but as the'deligus 
of General Abercromby, from their immediate conncflion witli the 
plans of Earl Cornwallis, had undergone a total alteraticu at this pe- 
riod, it will be neceffuy to detail the effecb which a change cf mta- 
furcs at head quarters had on the operations at Peiiapat.'im, before any 
dtfeription ot our return to the eaftward is attempted. 

Whilst theweftein army remained above the ghauts, a total want 
ofhorfe, the cautious condutS of the Suitaun, and the naked fr- 
tuation of the country, however dilcretional his powers, left no 
opening for General Abercromby, either to diftrefs the enemy, or to 
add to his own fame. The body of Mylbrean cavalry which had been 
Iccnonthe 23d, from Caniambaddy, no wile affected by the move- 
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rocnt of Colonel Stuart acrofs tbc river, approached on the evening 
of that day to the (kirts of the encampment at Periapatam. As this 
was the firft appearance of the Myforeans before tlie Bombay troops, 
the cattle of that army grazed until then without moleftatlon ; and as 
the native drivers, who arc never on their guard until they have 
experienced danger, fuftered conllderable numbers of them to wan- 
der at a diAance, notwithAanding the moA pofitive injundtions to 
the contrary, fome were unavoidably captured. 

The encampment of the enemy having been feen at no great di{- 
tance, towards evening, in order to prevent farther lofs, It was determi- 
ned to attack this force at break of the enAiIng day; but the arrival of 
a meAenger from Earl Cornwallis about fun-fet left the General no 
longer at liberty to purfue rny adlive meafu res, except fuch as in his 
opinion appeared ncceffiry for condudling his troops to the coaA, 
At an immediate confultatlon of the principal officers, it was judged 
advifeable not to advance on the enemy, but to fall back about tlie 
hour of eleven. luArudlions to that effict w’ere confequently com- 
municated to the heads ot departments without a moment’s lofs of 
time. The tents were ordered to be ftruck; the baggage maAer, di- 
redfed to aAemblc his people about nine o’clock, on the main road 
which led to the ghaut, was commanded to proceed with all poffilde 
difpatch; and the furgcon-general, in particular, after being furniffied 
with cattle to lupply the deficiency of doolies, had, with the earlleA 
notice of the intended movement, Aridt cautions regarding a timous 
removal of the fick. 


Although 
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Although the monfoon docs not in general fet in with full force at 
this feafon of the year, ftill, towards the middle of May, heavy rains 
occafionally fall all over the Malabar coaft. Hitherto the weather, in this 
quarter, had been clear and open; unfortunately, however, on this night 
it rained cxceffively ; it was dark and difmal; and to add to the natural 
torpor of the followers on fuch occafions, all of them, conceiving that 
the movement was intended to elfedt a jundlion with Earl Cornwallis 
on the enfuing day, confidered the rear as the fituation of moft fafety. 
The heads of departments excepted, there were fcarce any amongll 
our troops \\ho did not expeft to advance; confequently few indeed 
were felicitous about baggage. The fervants of all were negligent. 
From thefe circumflances, from the inclemency of the weather, the 
badnefs of the night, and the reludance with which the publick fol- 
lowers came together, difficulties and delays arofe that could not have 
been guarded againft, as they were totally unexpedled. In ffiort, it was 
day-break before the 12th battalion offepoys, which was ftationed in 
the rear, took up its ground on the road. 

The ftores, with the principal part of the baggage, had by this 
lime gone on towaffis the pals, but that of fome olficers moving in a 
contrary dlreflion, from caufes already affigned, was taken by the ene- 
my; a number of tents were fo heavy, from the rain, that thev (hared 
a fimllarfate; however, from the diffike of retreat, and various 
Ioffes, as feveral of this army fuffered fome difappointment or other, 
murmurs prevailed; but in truth, the lofs which chiefly deferved to be 
l. mented, was the capture of Etifign Alackie of the 77th, with about 
fixteen men, who, through fome unaccountable neglea: in the hofpfital 
denartment, were left to a mercilefs enemy. Towards eight o’clock 
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bodies of horfe which made their appearance in the rear, were kept in 
check by a company of the 1 2th battalion; yet as they contriv- 
ed to wound two or three followers, \^hole groups of that daftardly 
people threw down their loads and took to their heels. The day 
clearing up, the troops, after a march of eleven miles, encamped at 
the muddy tank in the Cooro;a country. 

The movement from this tank to Ahmoonah, about ten miles, 
was performed without much difficulty;but the dragging of the 
heavy guns on the 26th, for thirteen miles, the difiance from thence 
to the top of the pafs, was attended with the utmofb labour. Here 
as the troops defeended on the 28th, the gullies which in advancing 
had been filled up \vith earth, from iheinctllant pour of rain became fo 
miry, as to render the conyeyance of heavy guns utterly impraclicabic. 
That, and the ruts made by water-coarfes in a road originally fieep, 
narrow, and difficult of paffiage, pointed to the propriety of not 
wafting the troops in attempting to drag heavy guns; efpecially as 
thefe troops muft have been expofed to the moft inclement weather, 
and unavoidably without any fhelter. Four heavy pieces of ord- 
nance w-^ere confequently buried on the top of the pafs. Indeed, 
even the tranfport of the field pieces took the hard work of fix long 
days. However, after the moft extreme fatigue, which befides much 
injury to the troops, had almoft deftroyed all the cattle, the field 
train andftores arriving at Iliacore, they were fent from thence to the 
coaft by water : and the feveral corps having finilhed their fatigues for a 
time, about the loth of June, they were cantoned ia Biliapatam, Ca- 
nanore, Durrampatam, and Tcllicherry. But- to return to Earl 
Cornwallis. 
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At the clofe of the firft match from Caoiambaddy, his Lordfhtp 
was agreeably Ihrprized with the arrival of about forty thoufand 
Marratta horfe, accompanied by two battalions cf Bombay fepoys, 
under Capt. Little, of that eftablifliment. There was alfo a crowd of 
irregular infantry. This immenfe reittforcement, headed bv Hurry Punt 
and Purferam Bhow, belides upwards of twenty pieces of cannon, with 
nn adequate proportion of ammunition, had with them provihons raid 
fupplles of every defcrlption in abundance; but, Taking adyantnge of 
our neceffitles, in a two-fold degree, they produced the articles moft 
wanted, with a very fparing hand, ferewing up their prices to a mofl 
exorbitant height, whilfl: they lowered the value of our coin a rupee 
in every pagoda; indeed, fiiver was the only coin which would pafs 
current amongfl them for near its value; and, as our troops had been 
for a length of time paid in gold, the exorbitant prices at which they 
fo’d grain, and their diminifhing the value of our fpecie, slmofl pre- 
cluded the poffi’oility of our becoming purcliafers, fo as to relieve thedif- 
tiefics of our followers. 

The dcftrufllon of our gui:s became now matter of concern to 
all. Infllgated liy revenge, the chiefs diicovered an uncommoa 
degree of eagernefs to profecutc the war ; but they felt confcions it 
was to the tardlnefs of their own movement to co-operate In the re- 
du^ion of the capital, they could alone attribute the ref jite which 
muft of ueceffity be allowed to the Sultaun ; however, that the time 
which ought to be employed in repairing misfortune might not be 
wafted in unprofitable regret, Earl Cornwallis, accompanied by 
Major General Medows, held a conference with the Maratta leaders.

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on th« ui tentg pitched bttwecii the two encampments for that 

purpofc; here, according to his Lordfliip, “ as it was of great cou- 
“ fequence, to cultivate a good undei {landing with them, I {aid very 
“ little on the ju{l grounds which I had to complain of the latent ts 
“ of their arrival, and contented myfelf, at the firll meethig, wnth 
“ obtaining a knowledge of the luture of their Inftructicn.s, and of 
“ their future intentions. 

“ They made the moll explicit declarations, that thev were ordered 
“ by the Peifhwa, and it was equally their own inclination, to a6l 
“ entirely in concert with me; and in the courfe of tw'o or three 
“ conferences, it was not only fettled, that all the confederate forces 
“ ihould keep the held in the M) fore country, daring the rains, but 
“ they alfo acquiefeed in a general arrangement that I propefed, for 
‘‘ the difpofitlon of the armies, the principal objedls of which were 
“ to give me an eafy and fafe communicatio.n with the Carnatic, to 
‘‘ enable me to draw from thence the fapplies of artillery and {lores, 
that would be necedary for prolecuting the operations of theenfu- 
ing campaign, to fubfiil the allied armies, as much as might be 
“ pofl'ible, at the cxpence cf the enemy, and to endeavour to deprive 
him of the revenues and relburcts of all the northern parts cf his 
“ dominions. 

“ 1 rAvxNG Hated to the Maratta chiefs the danger of attempting to 
“ maintain the communication with their own country, by the route 
“ to the weftward of Chittledroog, by which Purferam Bhow had 
“ marched from Darwar, they agreed to relinquifli it, and to be fi- 
“ tisfied with that by Sera and Roydroog, which I recommended as 
“ preferable, on condition that I would delay my march to the caft- 
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“ ward until the detachments which Purferam Bhow had left upon 
his route could join the army, or be fent back acrofs the T umbu- 
* ■ Ufa, to which, upon their affurances that we llioald be abie to pur- 
chafe from the grain dealers attached to them, a futlicicnt (Quantity 
of grain to fubfiil our troops and followers for fome time to come, 

“ I confented. 

“ In order, therefore, to effedt thefe purpofes, we halted frequently, 

“ and having loon after the junflion of the Marattas, fent back to the 
“ Nizam, all thole of his troops that had, either from thelofs or the 
“ weaknefs of their horles, become unfit for fervice, the confedeiate 
“ force moved together gradually, though flowly, tow^ards Banga- 
“ lore, and upon our arrival within about twenty miles of that place, 
“ it was thought advifableto acquiefeein Purferam Bhow’s vvilhts, 
** to move, with the army under his own immediate command, to- 
■“ wards Sera, to fecure that communication, and to polLis himfelf 
of the adjoining country, according to the plan that had been ar- 
“ ranged ; Hurry Punt, with his divifion, and the Nizam’s cavalry, 
remaining with our army.” (i) 

Sensiule that the fufpenfion of his ruin depended on lowing dif- 
fentioa amongfl the confederates, and on keeping them at the utmofl 
poffible dlftance from each other, the Sultaun, by means of his irregu- 
lar horfe, and faithful villagers, contrived that out of about forty mef- 
fengers difpatched at diftcrent periods by the Marattas, vvhilfl; on 
their way to join, notone fhould reach the Britilh camp. Far from 
negledlng the efientlal point of communication with Earl Cornwallis, 
hircarras in fucceffion were from time to time difpatched, by Hur- 
ry Punt, as well to camp, as to Bangalore; and had any of thefe made

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their appearance, we fhould have avoided all the p^lic and private 
evils which enfucd ( I ). Surrounded by enemies, and diflieartened 
from recent defeat, it required management in a fuperior degree to 
convince the Sultaun’s people that their refpite from the impending 
deftrudion was not nearly at an end ; and although a falute fired at Se- 
ringapatam on the 26th was faid to announce fomc advantage gained 
by Saved Sahib, over the rear of the Bombay army, the real intention 
muft have been, to buoy up thefpirits of his people from finking un- 
der circumftances of accumulated diftrefs. 

However Incredible, that two large armies fliould march near three 
hundred milts towards a third engaged in the fame caufe, without any 
mutual communication or Intimation of each other’s approach, yet to 
this very fortuitous clrcumftance the Sultaun oved pofleffion of his ca- 
pital; for, had a junrflioii of the Marattas with the Britilh armies been 
cftedled before the dcfl:ru£lion of our battering guns, his whole force 
mufi; have been (hut up in the ifland ol Seringapatam, to the total de- 
ft ruflion of his cavalry, and utmoft dlftrefs of his people at large. As 
an addltioiul prep to tlie remains of his tottering empire, a flag of truce, 
accompanied with a prefent of fruit and vegetables, conveyed propo- 
fals for accommodation from the Myloreaii ruler to Earl Cornwallis, 
on the 27th; but the prefent was returned untouched, and in the fame 
manly fpirit of perfeverr.nce. It was ftill declared, that no negociation 
could be entered upon unlefs the propofals came addrefled to the con- 


{>). It is raid, that one of thefe metTenfiers delivered his difpatches at Bangalore, for which the Punt pro- 
duced Colonel Oldham’s receipt, and that it was forwar.led from thence to Earl Cornwallis early m May, but 
intercepted on its wav by the enemy.

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fedcracj', and until a general releafe of all the Britlflt fubjedls in the 
Myforean dominions was granted. However, trufting that he could 
breed difcord in t he league, he could not be prevailed upon publickly to 
acknowledge its exlfltncc, and flill perfifting that no Brltlfh prifoners 
were detrinde In My fore, he flatly objefted to a truce that had been re- 
curred to as a preliminary which of neceflity muft have preceded ac^ 
commodation. 

Although fan taftical figures, like thofe that have been defcribed 
in the detachment of Nizam Ally were not to be feen in fuch num- 
bers amongfl: the Marattas, yet their appearance, upon the whole, 
refembled that of a banditti, anxious to fliare the fpoils of Seringa- 
patam, rather than of a regular force, determined to humble an over- 
bearing foe. In confequence of the jundtion, however, our affairs 
wore a very different complexion; naturally enterprizing, our new 
allies ridiculed the Subah’s troops for inadivity; their foraging parties 
ranging to a confiduable diftance, brought in large fupplies of cattle; 
the neceflity of a precipitate return to Bangalore was done away ; fa- 
mine was no longer to be dreaded; but the Nizam’s troops, whole 
attendance, independent of political confiderations, we had every reafon 
to deprecate, flill gave us room to regret their prefence, as they rufhed 
into the Maratta camp, and bought up all the grain and proviflons 
they could find. It was on the ground where this junftion took place, 
that Hyder drew out his army, in 1772, when upwards of fifty thou- 
fand Marattas, under Madharou, advanced to attack his capital ; but 
the Myforean was defeated with fuch llaughter, that upwards of twen- 
ty thoufand of his men were left cn the field of battle; however, fo a- 
bundant were his refources, even at this early period, that he, in a few 

months. 
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months, appeared again in the field, with a powerful army. On 
the ground where this battle was fought a neat tomb was eredled to 
the memory of Seif Sahib, an officer of rank, who there was mortally 
wounded, by the thruftof a fpear, in the loins; the remains of his Ton 
Budder ul dien Cawn, who was flain at Sattimungulum, were deDofi- 
tedclofeto thofe of his father, under the Milgottah pagoda (i). 
Whilfi; the army remained in thefe diflridls, a quantity of grain cap- 
tured in Nagmungulum was given over by Purferam Bhow to the 
thirteenth and twenty-eight battallions of bengal fepops, who had 
been detached for that purpofe. 

Moving leifurely, as well to favour the advance offeveral convoys 
that the Marattas expeded, from the Sera diftrid, as to weary the 
enemy into a compliance with reafonable terms by helping toexhauft 
his fupplies, the armj on the i8th eroded the Madcor river, a beau- 
tiful dream then about knee deep, and encamped in fight of Hoolia- 
droog ( 2 ). This fort, fituated on the fummit of a high circular rock, 
is nearly furrounded by an extenfive pettah. Colonel Rofs, the chief 
engineer, attended by the 6th brigade, was direded to fummon Hoo- 
liahdroog. It was of great ftrength, but the appearance of fo powerful 
an army within three miles induced the killedar to furrendcr, on a

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promife of fecurity for private property and perfonal protection to the 
multitude that it fheltered. The terms of capitulation were 
rigidly adhered to; but our allies following their wonted hibits, 
attempted to plunder the crowds of inhabitants, as they returned to 
their villages. Sepoy detachments, however, fentto protedl them, 
were true to their truftj audit was not until feveral lives were loft 
that the plunderers could be prevailed upon to defift. 

During former periods of public difturbance in Myiorc, the in- 
habitants took refuge in diftridts at a diftance from the invaders, on 
the tops of high hills, or in the midft of thick jungles ; but the compL-te 
cftablhhment of new raafters in every diredfion, now reduced fuch as 
refufed allegiance to the neceffity of feeking protection around the for- 
tifications, confequently, the villageis fwarmlng under cover of the 
guns clung to the feveral droogs, and in particular to this rock, like bees , 
around a hive. Here they were induced to confidcr themfelves in fe- 
curity, as the only accefs to the [.rinrip;.! work, is, inget.er.d, by (in- 
gle fteps cut obliquely in the f.ce of the folid rock, at one part of 
which the akent is by a lidd-r a'oout twenty feet in Ie’'g:h, and 
through a natural arch, which a few reloliite men mlghtdefend againft 
the alTault of whole armies. This Irill, which meafures upwards of 
a hundred yards in height, is about one mile in circumference around 
the bale (i). 

(i) If guns of a Urge calibre were placed on the weftern extremity of a range of hills wliich (land to the 
eallward of this rock, the (hot would in iny opinion, reach the works , but as its bafe is on eve y fule, cxicot 
where it is accelTible by the ladder, narrower than toward the top, it might refill an enemy who neglect'd 
that advantage, for a length of time.

Pettahs in general, and this one in particular, ap- 
pear, conftruded moie for tile convenience of providing garrifons with bazar's, and for procuring a 
maintenance for tiie Killedar, and other public ofifcers, than for niennhrning or defending the principal 
fortificatiBn., o . r r 

Amongst 
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Amongst a number of captives that were bound in chains of va- 
rious conftrudUons, at Hooliadroog, feveral who had their ancles faf- 
tened afunder by a heavy iron bar of about eighteen inches in length, 
had from habit acquired a ftraddling amble, which, when liberated, 
they couid not for a length of time alter or amend ; fome from having 
been clofely pinioned could move neither arm; others had acquired 
a ftoop, from which they were unable to ftand erc<fl; in Ihort, as 
mofl of them had been confined in this wretched ftate for a period of 
about ten years, there were few indeed who had not loft the power 
of fome limb or other. Here, after fecuring feveral thoufand head 
of cattle, with large quantities of grain, the guns and tanks werede- 
ftroyedj and the works were blown up, and otherwife difmantled. 

Moving from thence by eafy marches, on a road which v/inded 
round a variety of eminences, covered with jungle, or led through 
valli-S interftdled by numerous ftreams, the army, after ftimmoning 
Outradroog ( 2 ), and reconnoitring Savandroog (:5), without any prof- 
pedt of fuccef , encamped on the iiihofjuly, at a ftort diftance 
fo the w.ftward of Bangalore (4). During this movement, the Sul-

fiiion to furrenders but the kllledat afterwards fent an aiifwer woich was couciied in tenns liighly proper. 
!!• declared by a melfenger, that he could not fer a moment think of a lurrender ; tliat as a confidential 
u-ivant, entrufted with a ftrong hold, he could not after eating the fait of Tippoo Sultan, for upwards of 
twenty years, deliver it up, until his mafter wou d (hew the example at Seringapatain : that as the children 
of an indulgent parent, the people were determinetl to hazard their all in his fuppoit ; even their lives, or what 
was ftill more near and dear. 1 his (imple, but determined anfwer, left them in unaiilurhed poffdhon of the 
place for a while. 

(3) On the 29th ef the month, under cover of the 7th and 13th Bengal fepoy battalions, the chief engineer 
reconnoitred Savandroog, on the north face, and tiom the weltvvard. The next day, his Majtfty's^zr regi- 
ment, accompanied by. the 13th, 14th and 16th battai.onsof Bengal fepoys, with ihe 9th co ft oattahon, march- 
ed in order to protedl the engineers, whiiftthey examined the hill from the fouthward; after feveral minute view, 
of this immenfe rock, the troops returned to camp.

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taun attempted nothing againft the main force of the confederates 
In order to fecure forage, as well as to a /old a country confined by 
much brufh-wood, our allies made a circuit of fcveral miles, through 
open diftri(fls to the northward. Three battalions of fepoys were or- 
dered from the left wing with Captain Archibald Brown, to 
ftrengthen a convoy under Captain Alexander Read, which efcorted 
towards Bangalore a body of brinjaries, then threatened by a party 
of Myforean cavalry in the neighbourhood of Venkitaghery ; and, 
as it had been judged advlfable, during the monfoon, and the time 
neceffarily emplo3'ed in frefh equipment, to flralten the enemy within 
the lead: poffible bounds, the army of Purferam Bhovv retired to- 
wards Sera, and the other diftrids which had been wreided from the 
Sultaun, in that diredion. Amongft the horfes of our Nizamlte 
auxiliaries, but few were at tliis period in a jflatc capable of keeping 
the field ; the greater part of them were confequently permitted to re- 
turn home; whilft the fquadrons under Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, 
equally in want of being recruited, were direded to proceed to the 
Carnatic. Much to the credit of Lieutenants Turner and Grant, 
who commanded the body guards of Earl Cornwallis and General 
Medows, It mufl be acknowledged, that their troops were in a very 
different ftate; they therefore continued with the army, without 
any refpite from fatigue. 

Agreeable to the plan which had been concerted amongft the 
leaders of the allied forces, it was now judged advifeublc to open a ' 
communication with the Carnatic, by whichever road wus reckoned 
the moft eafy of accefs. The able exertions of Sir Charles Oaklcyhad 
fo ftconded the defigns of the Governbr General, all along, that no- 

thingt 
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thing remained but to determine on the moft judicious route for con- 
veying the frefh equipment to Bangalore. The diredlion of the 
Mugly pafs, although advantageous on many accounts, led fo far to 
the northward, that it muil have either difunited the armies for its 
protcdlion, or allowed a greater range to the enemy than was necef- 
fary. 'I'he Padneigdirgum pafs had long been confidered practicable, 
amongft the fenior officers on the Coaft, provided a lufficient efta- 
blifhment of troops fecured the diftricts in the vicinity of Venkita- 
ghery ; but it was known to be exceffive fteep, and difficult of draft 
for heavy guns. The footpaths by Cuddapanatam, Cungoody, Neel- 
ghery, Maiicandraog, and Alumbaddy, were confidered totally im- 
practicable for the conveyance of a battering train. In ffiort, after a 
minute examination of the whole range, from the entrance at Mugly, 
to the Cauvery river (i), the paffage which leads by Oodiadirgum and 
Paheode was confidered by far the moft ealy of accefs. In addition 
to other recommendations, peffieffion of this pafs, whilfi; it confined the 
enemy within the leaf! poffible bounds, muft have threatened any de- 
tachments which he might think proper to employ againfl our acqui- 
fitions to the fouthward. 

Throwing the fick, and one half the tumbrils of the field pieces 
into Bangalore, the army marched with four battering guns from 

0) Whi'.ft the army halted at Moodayampelly, about the begirnirg of Aiiguft, the 13th Bengal and 
jyth Coaft battalions, were detached on this fervice, under the command ot Capt, Norman Micieod. It was 
intended alio, that a llronj- party of the Nizam's h«rfe Ihould have accompanied the fepoys ; but as ufiiaJ 
very few could be found, with inclinations to proceed. 1 his detachment advancing to the fouthward, palled 
Dcnamcottah, an extenfive village, protected by a mud fort and inhabited folely by weavers, on the 4th ol the 
month. As the troops made their appearance at this place, the villagers, abandoning their cloths, cotton and 
other valuables, fled in every dircaion. On the 6th tfe battalions delcended by a narrow pafs into a 
fmall valley et.clofed in jungles. Here they took polTctrion of a pagoda fortified on the top of a hill It 
•was called bj the natives Mollygerrydirgum. It had a pettah crowded with people, and a gieat number of 
cattle which were driven away for ihe ufe of the army. As the guns could not be carried any further, from 
the badnels of the roads, ihe ayth battalion returned with them to camp. A detachment from the thirteenth 
proceeded to the bank of the Cauveri, and fully afeertained that there was not any road to the fouthward 
of the Pallicode pafs, by which troops with guns could enter the Barrahraahl. A party of Polygars attempt 
ed to oppofe the lepoys in their piogrefs, but they were driven back after a flight Ikirmilh. In all this track 
there appeared but one pathway which was accelCble even for loot paflengers. Satisfied on thefe points, 
the battalion returned to camp. ^ 

tfience^ 
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thence, and on the 1 5th encamped near the village of Satrum, having 
previoufly detached Major Gowdie, with his brigade, to fummon 
OulTore. This fort is a paraliellogram of confiderable flrength:its 
defences had been far advanced in their repair. Inilead of baftions 
on the ramparts, it had feveral circular towers. A deep ditch, about 
eighty feet in breadth, with which it was furrounded, might be filled 
at any time from a large tank which had a fluice on the eafi: face, clofe 
to the gatej but like mofi: of the lefier forts which are fpread over the 
plains, it was commanded from a neighbouring height. Ouflbre was 
abandoned on the approach of Major Gowdie. The garrifon blew up 
one of the angles ; fortunately, however, they failed in their attempt on 
the magazine, through fome interruption in the train. After depo- 
fiting the guns, this poft, with the fecond battalion of volunteers, 
and Captain Glafs’s company of artillery, was given in charge to 
Captain Thomas Welfh, of the Bengal eftablifhmcnt. As a wide 
road, with an avenue of trees, ftretched from the fort to Bangalore, 
and towards Kiftnaghcrry, it was certainly intended as a place of 
great importance. 

The horrors of api teous tale told by the inhabitants of Ouflbre, 
in their own Ample but pathetic flrain, cannot be heightened in re- 
lation. Piqued at the bold meafures of Earl Cornwallis, and in or- 
der to prevent deteftion in falfe aflbrtions, the Britifli forces had ad- 
vanced hut a fhort way into Alyfore when the Sultaun iiTued a 
mandate for the aflaflination of three Europeans who had been pri- 
foners in this fort for feveral years. The fadl is too well authenti- 
cated to admit a doubt. A manufcript written in the Engliih lan- 
guage by one ofthe fufferers was found in the arfenal. It detailed 
carpenters work which this unfortunate man had been ■ neceflitated 
to perform. Hio name was Hamilton. He had been an officer in 
the Britiffi navy, butdefpairing of freedom, he contradled an intimacy 

with 
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with a companion of the other fex, from which a family fprting, 
that naturally impelled him to every honeft endeavour for their 
maintenance. 

When the bloody mandate was about to be put in execution, the 
people furrounding the houfe of their killedar, with prayers and 
lamentations intreated to fparc the whole, but for the life of Hamil* 
ton they were clamorous. Befides the ties of a family and connex- 
ions, he had become perfedt in their language; he improved the 
mechanics in their feveral occupations; his advice was the guide in 
all common tranfadfions ; he was umpire in matters of difpute ; in 
fliort, as he dignified a fuperior underftanding by a life perfedfly 
harmlcfs, he was univerfally known by the diftindfion of father. 
Hamilton was for a time given to their intreaties; but the other two 
were beheaded with the fabre. His reprieve was of fhort duration. 
On the fall of Bangalore his doom was irrevocably fixed; and, afpe- 
cial mefienger, habituated to the feene, was forbid the prefence 
until he faw performed the murderous office. Their behaviour in 
death W'as diftindfly told by witneffes nowife interefled in colouring 
the narrative. It was manly and firm. After paffing fome minutes 
in fervent prayer, they bent forward, refting their hands upon their 
knees. The heads of the two former were fevered from their bodies 
at the firft: blow; but with Hamilton it required repetition. Their 
graves were pointed out to feveral Britifli officers. Their remains 
confirmed this relation; and, a lock of hair from each head, which is 
now in the writer’s polTeffion, will, when depofited in a Eritilh .'■cpo- 
fitory, contribute to ftamp the appellation of tyrant on Tippoo Sul- 
taun amidfl thoufands as yet unborn. 
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Ths army, proceeding from Ouffore, towards the Palicodc pafs, took 
pofleflion of Anchittydlrgum on the evening of f the i8th. On the 
aoth Neelghery (i) and Ruttonghery fubmitted without refinance, 
but the garrifon of Ryacottah refufing tofurrender, Major Gowdie, with 
his own brigade, after carrying the lower fort in a fpirited aflault, got 
pofleflion of the upper one by capitulation. Ryacottah is defended bv 
three difl-in£t fortifications, each of which admits of a feparatc defence. 
The principal work, towards the fummit of the rock, is nearly of a 
circular form ; that in the centre, conffrudfed on the face of the hill, 
js acccflibic only by one narrow paflage, which is exceflivc ffeep and 
tugged; and the pettah, or lower fort, bcfides the advantages of its 
own works, is proteded by the guns of the other two. Confident, 
from the ftrength of the place, and the numbers by which it was dc_ 
fended, the killedar not only refufed to furrender, but fired on the fia®- 
that condodted the firfl: fummons. Early on the morning of the aoth, 
a detachment coafifting of about three hundred and fifty men, with a 
biigadc of guns, advanced under Captain Oliver, to attack the pettah. 
The gate was foon blown open; but the garrifon, ffrengthened by the 
nclghbouilng inhabitants, fired brifkly from the top and center works. 
Major Gowdienow led the attack In pei fon ; animated by his exam- 
ple, the troops enreied, and took pofleflion of the fecond fort ; fliJl the 
enemy occupied the upper work, nor could they be prevailed upon to 


J-',} who was rent with a «agto fumm.n Neelghery, apprwtched the fort, he was fired upon and 

killed by the enemy. 1 he place furrendcred m the courfe of the day, and the man by whom the h.yildarhad 
been flam hemg demanded, he was immediately giren up; but as it appeared that he was totally unacquainted 
with the natu.eofa flag of truce, heefcanedpunilhment. Fearful of their mailer’s difpleafure, almoft all the 
Myforean forts or more (hot before their fubmiflion. The quantity was in general regulated by their 

degree ot ftrength ; but fetj ef them diretled the.r guns fo as to do much execution. On a former occafion one 
of their garr.fons propoied not to dcliTet up the p»ft until acenain number of guns had been difeharged.— See

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capitulate, until a reinforcement was feen, conducting forne additional 
heavy guns to the befiegers. 

Kenchillydroog, Tyandroog, Chinroydirgum, and Oodiadir- 
gum, with fevcral inferior hill fortj, offered little or no oppofition, at 
a change of mafters. Confidcrable quantities of grain, ftorci, and 
cattle, were found in and about thofe caflles, all of which were occu- 
pied by the feventh Coaft battalion, under Captain Chafe, or difman- 
tled of their defences. On this fcrvicc we had to lament the fall of 
Lieutenant Crie, of the Madras engineers ; a few fepoys were alfo 
fiain ; but the number wounded was confidcrable.

CHAPTER THE FOURTH. 

A lthough the Myforcans were thus hemmed In on all 
hdcs, they occafionaily found means to buift through the 
hirrounding multitude. Their horfe, deprived of the range necefliiiy 
to feed in, were enfeebled from want of forage beyond the fufierings 
of the mofi: fevere fervice, yet their exertions were wonderful ; what- 
locver of the couittry’s produce was fpared in pity by the difeiplined 
troops, was confumed through the ravages of unfeeling followers. 
Of that vaft empire which at the commencement of holfilitics, ac- 
knowledged the fuperiority of Tippoo Sultaun, Bednorc was the on- 
ly province which had not now been laid waflc by cither of the pow- 
ers in alliance ; and in order to draw fuppiics from thence, as well as 
to check the depredations of Purfsram Bhow on the diftridfs around 
Chittledroog, the Sultaun moved to the northward, with his princi- 
pal force, whilft a flrong detachment endeavoured to recover the pro- 
vinces which had been vvrefted out of his pofleflion at the beginning 
of the war. 

As 
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As the inr.v under General Medows fell down along the northern 
bank of the Cauverh towards the clofc of the fril; camoai'^n, a laree 
reinforcement oi fepoys crolfcd that river, in order to fecure our ac- 
quiftiens to the fouth ward . Charged with the defence of thefe dif- 
t.idiS,, Major Cappage, after examining the poll at Coimbatore, di- 
rected that the heavy guns, ammunition, and ftores, fhculd be remov- 
ed to Paligautchcrry. Coimbatore was rxt ccnfidcrcd tenable againft 
difciplined troops with artillery : it was intended folely, as a check on 
irregulars and horfe who might threaten to molcil Mr. Vincentia 
Corbet, whilfl; employed in colledling the revenues (i). The four- 
teenth battalion of Coaft fepoys having been therefore withdrawn, it 
was ordered to cfcort tlic convoy from thence to its place of dclbina- 
tion; and a body of T ravancorcan troops being placed in the pettah. 
Lieutenant Chambers, of the Madras clbablifhmcnt, with his own 
corps of topaffes, was left in charge of the whole. 

Grsat quantities of damaged powder, with a number of guns 
which had been tonlldercd unfcrviccablc, were found in Coiinbatore. 
Of thefe guns three llocd a proof. Mr. Chambers, therefore, con- 
trived to mount them on carriages that he patched together from 
wheels and fragments which lay fcattcred about the fort. Two three 
pounders, with one four pounder, were thus put in a, hate of com- 


{ 1 ) lam direiled by Major Cuppage to communicate to you the following inftruftions as a guidance for your 
conduU in the command of the troops and poll at Coimbatore, to which the Commander in Chief has beea 
picafed to nominate you. Coimbatore is to be confidcred as a poll of proteflion againll cavalry, or other 
force of the enemy that may appear befoie it, without having the means of attacking it, with any probability 
•ffuccefs, in oppolltion to the reliftance which may be made with efilS by the troops under your orders. 
Major Cuppage dees not conceive it in the power ofthe enemy’s whole force to poflefs themfelvesof Coimba- 
tore, without bringing heavy cannon againll it, which he defines may be underftood as the interpretations of 
the words mean.

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pletc repair ; on an application to Major Cuppage a fupply of five 
hundred Ihot was furnilhcd from Paligautchcrry ; to thcle two hun- 
dred fionc ones were added by fome of the topafles who had been 
employed about guns whilfl in the fervice of Mahomed Ally j and as 
Mr. Chambers conceived that extraordinary exertions might pofliblj 
keep out an enemy for fome days, the whole garrifon fet to work at 
a barbet battery, which had been begun by a regular engineer on the 
pettah face. 

Towards the firfl of May, 1791, the troops intended for the de- 
fence of Coimbatoi-e, were reduced by detachments (2) and other- 
wiic, to one hundred and twenty topafles, with two hundred of the 
Ram Rajah’s fepoys. From thefe, fmall parties were repeatedly 
fent out, to fcour the country; but, oppofed by Cawder Ally Cawn, 
an adlive dewan w’ho had been appointed by the Sultaun to the Satti- 
mungulum difiridl, and without the countenance of an European 
leader, they were as often driven back. On the lothof the month. 
Captain La Combe, an enterprizing Frenchman in the employ of the 
Rajah, made offer of his fervices at Coimbatore. Under this zealous 
officer, about one hundred men were pufhed on in advance ; they at- 
tacked and beat back the dewan, and continuing in the field, they 
kept his people at a diftance for the refl of the month. However, 
before the firfl week in June had elapfed, reports of the defeent of an

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army by ths Guzzlehatty pafs. Induced Mr. Chambers to recall 
Captain La Combe with his party (3). 

E A« L Y on the i 3th of this month fifty horfemen rcconnoitcrcd Coim- 
batore, and the pettah all around. Immediately after, a lafcar who 
had been made prifoncr, 'but found mcansto efcape, came in and gave 
corredf information of the enemy’s ftrength. It confifted of two 
cufhoons, each about one thoufand men, with eight pieces of cannon, 
the heaviefl of which was an eighteen pounder; there was one four- 
teen, one twelve, and five four pounders, a number of the Inhabitants 
with g'njal pieces, one thoufand horfe, two elephants, four camels 
loaded with rockets, "and a multitude of polygars, all under the com- 
mand of Meer Buckfhee Shadavaddly Cawn. 

About 10 o’clock In the morning of the i6th, a party of infan- 
try, fupported by upwards of two hundred horfe, charged the guard at 
the pettali, and put them to the rout. The exertions of Captain La 
Combe, however, reftored order, but it required no fmall degree of 
perfuafion to prevail on this people to enter the fort. Several atuongft 
them, preferring a chance of efcape to Paligautcherry, betook to the 
hills ; the reft were prevented following with the utmoll: difficulty ; 
Indeed a total want of lubordlnation and diicipline has, on almoft eve- 
ry occafion, fubjcfled the Travancorean troops to defeat from an 
inferior force, unlefs when headed by European officers. After pitching 
his encampment to the northweft of the pettah on this day, the My- 
forean leader fummoned tire fort verbally ; he demanded immcdiat©

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poflcflicn of the place, on pain of death, without exception of wc;; i 

or children. His threats were difregarded, and a determined r:iu- 
fal was fent for anfwer. 

A DISCHARGE of mufquctry opened from both fides on the 17th, 
and as it continued for the whole of the enfuing day, Mr. Chambe;s 
found it necedary to withdraw fome fwiveis which fired en barbette. 
Whilft his people flood to thefe fwiveis, fcveral were wounded by ginjal 
pieces, from the tops of houfes in the pettah; another fummons on 
the 19th had a refufid fimiiar to the firfl; but as the next day cleared 
up, a battery which had been nearly finithed in the courfe of the night, 
was obferved within four hundred yards of the walls. A party was 
immediately ordered to be in readintfs to florm this work ; but before 
it advanced, a third fummons made its appearance, with offer of terms 
highly favourable. The refufal of this, although conveyed in a mil- 
der flrain, was equally determined as on either of the forn.er occa- 
fions. Hoflilities inflantly re-commenctd. After firing feveral ihots 
at the battery, the party fallied, but galled on their approach by 
mufquetry from the tops of houfes, they were obliged to return without 
accomplifhing their intention. 

A DESERTER Completely equipped, who formerly ferved the Com- 
pany, but had been taken with Colonel Braithw'aits. now came in, 
and informed the garrifon that the batteries would epen upon them in 
the courfe of the evening. Accordingly, about dufic, a French 
twelve pounder and tw'o long fixes began and fired inceffantly until near 
eleven o’clock; they commenced again at four next m.orning, and 
continued until fix in the evening. Upwards of two hundred fliots 
entered the works; feveral of thefe flruck the magazine : it b;cam', 
VoL. II. B b there- 
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therefore, ncccflary to fill up the mtervals of the inclofures. In ad- 
dition to this labour, the troops found much employment during the 
night, in repairing what damage had been done to the cavaliers and 
baftions. 

Early on the aad another battery for three guns was in readinefs. 
Here, eight fcaling ladders, capable of allowing four men to mount 
abreafl, were diftindlly feen. A fmart cannonade continued from the 
firft battery all the forenoon, virith much more effect than hitherto j 
fevcral rockets were thrown into the fort ; yet as all the draw roofs 
and other combufiible credions had been pulled down, little damage 
enfued. When the following day broke, the new battery opened, but 
ceafed to fire towards nine o’clock, as one of their guns had by that 
time been difmounted ; the other battery, however, continued through- 
out the day. The garrhon employed the night in repairing the da- 
mage done to the works, and the befiegcrs continued to impede them 
with (hewers of rockets. 

A THi • D battery of two embrafures was nearly completed by day- 
light on the 24th, within two hundred yards of the baftion on the 
north-weft angle. The whole fire of the garrifon was pointed in this 
diredion ; but as there were no guns of a calibre fuificient to receive 
(hot of a greater weight than (our pounds, and as the powder was in 
quality miftrably bad, the damage was trifling through the day. The 
continuance of our fire, however, prevented their ilrengthening the 
battery in the dark. A difeharge of cannon, mufquetry, and rocketr, 
war kept up all the neat day and night without intermiflion. At .hi. 

period 
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period of the fiege ftveral cafks full of combuftibles v/cee planted on the 
ramparts, in order to annoy tlie enemy, in the event ol their attempt- 
ing an efcalade. 

As a fourth battery within one liundred and fifty yards of the half 
moon threatened the befieged on the 26th, three mines were opened 
in that diredliou. Here the enemy did not prefs on in advance. They 
contented themfelves, on this and the two enfuing days, in opening 
approaches to their batteries, and making them coinmunicate with 
each other. The fire of the befiegers flackened a little ; but the gar- 
rifon, conceiving that this indicated an intention to lull them into 
fccurity, continued indefatigable in their exertions. The mines were 
loaded, the gates were blocked up with earth and ftones, and as fhot 
run fhort, although there was abundance of powder, the hammermen 
were fet to making iron Hugs, to fupply the deficiency of bails. 

Under an increafe of fire, from c.uinon, ginjals, and linali arms, 
t!ie Vlyfbreaus advanced their works on the 29th and 30th, whilft 
the garrifon redoubling their induftry, oppofed them with Ihowtrs 
of grenades from the guns. By means of fwivels mounted on arrack 
carts the fire increafed from within alfo ; and the befieged, grubbing 
the weeds from the ditch, bound them into falcines for repai. lngths 
breaches. On the 31ft a refoluu party of the enemy that advanced 
in order to capture feme bullocks whilft they watered at the tank, 
occafioned an alarm in the ganifon ; but as it brought on a fmart fire, 
the enemy fuffered a repulfe, accompanied witli the lofs of a few 
daring men. By the beginning of Auguft the batteries of the belieg- 
ers were all completed. Befides other mifehief, they difmounted 

a gun which flood in one of the cavaliers ; and as their fire had been 

deftruifl:- 
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dfcftru£livc as well as conftant, the cafualties within inrreafed faft. The 
garrilon now mounted a Malabar gun, from which they managed to 
throw feveral grenades. On the 3d, how'ever, this new fourcc of de- 
fence burft, and wounded feveral men; on the 4th and 5th the befieg- 
ers advanced their approaches to within fifty yards of the ditch ; their 
file increafed in fury ; and as the garrlfon had information of large 
reinforcements to the enemy, from the diftridb of Sattimvingulum and 
Denaguncottah, a general attack was hourly cxpedlcd. 

The cannon-de from the north-weft was fo heavy on the 6th, tnat 
large pieces of the parapet and revetment of the curtain came dow ti. 
An adtive ferjeant of topafles, with leveral of the people, were 
wounded on this day. The befiegers fuffered in their turn. The 
ncarnefs of their bam ries enabled the girrifon to take fuch certain 
aim, that every (hot entered their embralures, and obliged them to 
draw their guns under cover of tlie merlons, to re-load. The necef- 
fities of the befieged thickened; their ammunition was nearly ex- 
haufted ; their wounded were numerous, and without medical affift- 
ance; almoft all the table and other linen within the works were cut 
up for cartridges ; and, to add to the wretchednefs of the proipeef, 
the Travancore.in3 grew clamorous for furrender. 

The befiegers flackened in w'orking at night, about this period ; 
but their guns opened at. break of day on the 7th, and battered Incef- 
fantly, until twelve o’clock. In two hours afterwards they re-com- 
. menced, and continued to play without intermiffion until fun-fet, 
when about twenty yards of the parapet gave way. A fourth fum- 


mons 
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mons now made Its appearance. The Cawn condefceiided to reafbu 
with his antagonlft, on the impropriety of holding out any longer, a- 
gainfl: fuch Tiperiority of force. He argu.-d, that regard for the fa- 
milies which he knew were in the place ought to induce Lieutenant 
Chambers to capitulate ; but if the garrlfon ftlll perfifted, he protefted 
that no living creature fhould find mercy. To this it w'as anfwered, 
that the Ldders had been diflindly leen, and that the beheged were 
Jdtermlned to ftand the affault. A letter received on this day, from 
Major Cuppage, promifing relief, confirmed the refolute, encouraged 
the timid, and ftrengthened the confidence of the fteady. 

The cannonade opened with the light on the 8th, and continued 
throughout thatand the two enfuing days, until funfet. The befiegers 

now working inceflantly in the dark, advanced their approaches to 
within twenty yards of the ditch. Emboldened from a want of flints 
amongft their antagonifls, the bad quality of their pow'der, and a con- 
fumption of bullets which the fmiths were unequal to fupply, they 
threatened to florm without delay. The garrifon, however, having re- 
paired fome fwivels, planted them on polls funk into the ground, fo as 
to enfilade the breach, and ufed every means that could favour a re- 
folute refiftance. Befides the calks loaded with combultibles, as alrea- 
dy mentioned, they covered the ramparts with large Hones and miffiJc 
weapons of various kinds. In Ihort, nothing was nsgledled, to ren- 
der the defence defperate. 

A GENERAL aflault, whlch took place about four o’clock on the 
morning of the i ith, was announced by an univerfal roar of cannon, 
mufquetry and rockets from the trenches and all around. The garri- 

foil 
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fon, flying to their ftations in an inflint, returned the fire with much 
brlfkucls. Regardlefs of danger, the ditch was immediately crowded 
with the enemy ; they planted their ladders with compofure, and 
mounted the parapet on theeaft and loutli faces at five diftiadl points. 

La Combs was in charge of this quarter, with his fepoys. He was 
nearly overpowered by numbers ; but ilrengthened by a party of to- 
pafles from Lieutenant Chambers, he redoubled his exertions. His ac- 
tivity and valour encouraged the defendants to wonderful feats ; and the 
people, following his example, clofcd with the aflailants all around. At 
this critical jundlure a (ubadar fet off one of the combufiible calks. 
This new inftrument of deftrudion terrified the Myforeansou all hands ; 
they put about ; the defendants, following their advantage, threw Ihow- 
ers of flones on the enemy; one and all of them retired from the 


ramparts; they abandoned their ladders, and took Ihelter in the ditch, 
and under a wall on the crefl; of the glacis. To the northward, and 
from the weftwarJ, however, they fiill advanced with much fpirit. 
Driving in the troops that defended the half moon, they carefully- 
avoided the mines. Numbers of them prefled to the gate; but 


their principal force in this quarter, planting their ladders againft the 
curtain, clofc to the foutb-weft baftion, fcveral got to the top. Here 


they were manfully oppofed by Mr. Chambers, with his topnlTes. 
As that officer, fighting amldft crowds, ftralned every nerve, his peo- 
ple gave ample fopport. Fortunately, too, the curtain was flanked 


with foffic fwivels, that played with 


good effedl; and, as fireballs and 


rockets expofed the movements of the alTailants to full view, 
were compelled to retire with confidcrable flaughter. 


they 


The 
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The day now clearing up, the difcomfiture of the enemy was foon 
complcated. Towards hx o’clock they abandoned the attempt all 
around. With the utmoft fpeed they ran from the works in every 
dire£rion ; ftill, all of them affifted in carrying off their wounded and 
flain. Notwithftandlng thefe efforts, fuch was the carnage, that 
upwards of two hundred bodies were found on the glacis and in the 
ditch. The lofs fuftained by the garrlfon bore no proportion to that 
of the aflailants ; only fix men were flain, and the wounded fcarccly 
doubled that number. Twenty-five ladders, with a number of fwords, 
and pieces of armour of different defcriptions, lay flrewed about the 
tvorks ; but the defeat was rendered more complete by the fortunate 
appearance of Major Cuppage, who, on being apprized of the enemy’s 
defigns, moved to raife the fiege. His approach was the fignal for 
the garrlfon to fally. The inftant the Myforeans beat to arms, La 
Combe, with eighty topafTes and fepoys, entered their trenches. Al- 
though under a heavy fire of mufquetry and rockets, he took polTcf- 
fion of their batteries, put their guards to the rout, and as one eighteen 
and one twelve pounder had been already limbered, they were drag- 
ged into the fort. The overthrow of the befiegers was rendered flill 
more perfedl. 

News of the enemy’s defeent into Coimbatore having been con- 
veyed to the Travancorean minlfler, who thenrefided at Calicut, he 
immediately detached Captain De Crock with a battalion of the 
Ram Rajah’s troops, to Pallgautcherry. On the fame occafion the 
fpirited exertions of Mr. Maclcod, the then colleaor of Madura, 
brought forward about three hundred and fifty polygars and revenue 


troops. 
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troops. Quitt ng the enjoyment of domcftick happinefs, in its bcft 
fliape, this patriot, in defi.ince of hardfhlps, headed the fighting men 
of his difl;r!(ft in perfon. So loon as information of thefe aids liaJ 
been received. Major Cuppage detached Captain B. Vigors, with a 
battalion of Coaft fepoys, to Chatram, in order to favour a commu- 
nication with the befieged ; and in a few days afterwards, the people 
under Macleodand De Crock formed a jundbion with the Madras troops. 

This force, which in all amounted to about one thouCnd fight- 
ing men, advanced with four Iron four pounders, and two brafs fixes, 
towards Coimbatore. Approaching the enemy juft as they bad fuf- 
fered the repulfe from Lieutenant Chambers, Major Cuppage conti- 
nued to heighten their dlftrefles. The two flank companies of the 
I 6th battalion, fupporting the party already deferibed under La Com- 
be» drove the enemy from r.ll their pofts in the pettah. As ufual, how- 
ever, their horfe drew up on a rifing ground, evidently with a view 
to cover the retreat of their infantry ; but a few fliot from the fix 
pounders, made them alfo fall back. The rapidity with which the 
Cawn moved oft, the extreme fitigue which the bullocks had under- 
gone, the approach of night, and the neceflity of attending to the 
garrifon, rendered purluit ineffectual. 

It was ten o’clock next morning before the neceffary arrangements 
for purfuit took place at Coimbatore. About that hour Captain La 
Combe having joined Major Cuppage, with as many men as the gar- 
rifon could fpare, the whole advanced after the enemy, and by a ra- 
pid movement, obtained Vellady, a diftance of twenty-one miles, with- 
out a halt; and as feveral wounded men, and fome camp equipage. 


were 
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were taken In the courfe of this march, it is highly probable, that if 
circumflances had admitted an immediate purfuit, the whole corps 
mud have been difperfed. The viftors proceeded to the banks of 
the Bevani; but as the river was nowhere fordable, and as the enemy 
had alreadv fecured the boats on the oppofite fide, they began to take 
heartj and, after eroding the river, they took pofi: at Dcmiccoitih. 

The principal object of the detachment being thus effected, the 
Major pitched his tents on the fouthern bank. The Myforeans, 
ficreened from view by thick woods, brought two four-pound ;rs to 
play cn the encampment, before their approach was obferved. The 
party confequentiy changed ground : they fell back from the Pevani, 
proceeded by eafy marches to Coimbatore, and having put that 
pod in as good a date of defence as circumdances would admit, the 
corps difperfed to their feveral dations. Mr. Macleod returned 
with his polygars to his occupations at Madura. De Crock remained 
with Majoi Cuppag: at Paligautcherry ; whild La Combe continued 
to aflld Lieutenant Chalmers at Coimbatore. 

Pi? ESSE D as the Sultaun had been on all hands, at this dage of the 
war, he could not brook the failure of an expedition, to the luccefs 
of wliich he looked forward with the utmod confidence. Without 
lofs of time, he detached a much larger body of troeps, under Cum- 
mer ul diea Cawn, towards Coimbatore. The approach of this force, 
about the latter end of September, left but a fliort interval for Mr. 
Chalmers to refrefla his garrifon, and to repair the breaches which 
had been made during the former fiege. Different reinforcements 

had, however, increafed his drength to feven hundred fighting men ; 
he had alfo the two pieces of cannon which were captured from the 
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enemy at their late failure j and as he was now fupported by upwards 
of forty regular fepoys, under Lieutenant Nalh, of the Madras cfta- 
blilhment, he was if poflible more determined than ever on refiftance. 

The Cavvn, ha/ing under his command lix regular culhoons, 
encli about one thoufand ftrong ; upw'ards of five hundred liable 
horie, in low condition; twelve fix pounders; two eighteen poun- 
ders; four mortars; twenty camels loaded with rockets, and a num- 
ber of irregular troops, fat down to the north vvefl of Coimbatore, on 
the 6th of Odlober, and took poffcffion of the pettah without oppofition. 
They changed ground to the louthward on the following day, and 
on the 8th, they attempted to drive in a fmall pa.ty which occupied 
the bank of a tank clofe to the poll. Lieutenant Nafli, with his 
own fcpovs, a party of topafTes, and a company of Travancoreans 
with a gun, were fent out in order to prevent their getting pofTefTion 
of this bank. A fmart adlion, in which the enemy were lepeatedly 
repulfed, took place; but as feveral reinforcements increafed their 
number to upwards of eight hundred flrong, it was thought pruduit 
to wiihdra ,v the whole of the gariilon within the woiks. 

On the 12th a battery of two embrafures, which opened from the 
bank, nearly oppoiite to the center baflion on the fouth face, was fi- 
Icnced by the fire of a fourteen pounder from that baflion, and from 
an eighteen pounder on the cavalier. Two eighteen pounders, which 
opened from freih embrafures cut in the fame bank, to the eaflward of 
the others, on the 14th, were difabled by guns which thegarrifon 
brought to bear on that quarter. A third battery of three embra- 
fures opened on the 15th, a little to the right of the firfl, and 
foon afterwards two guns from a fourth played on the fouth eafl 
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angle baftion. The fire of thefe batteries brought down the wall 
very fall j but as forne embrafures on the eaft face bore in their direc- 
tion, two guns which opene from thence attradsd the fire frorh the 
point where it had rood efFed, and enabled the garrilbn to counterad 
the enemy’s dehgns, by ereding a fubflantial battery for the heavy 
guns, on the fouth curtain. 

From this period until the 2 ^d, the bcfiegers continued to advance 
bv Tap, under a conftant dlfcharge, either of cannon, rocket?, or inuf- 
r^uetrv ; whilft tlie defendants, from the bad qualltv of thdr powder, 
■were unable to prevent their working. To oppofe fix pieces of cannon 
with "which they covered the approaches, none but the fhot from the 
two larged guns in the garrlfon, could reach their batteriec ; and as 
twelve pound balls w'ere the larged in the place, the aim of thefe guns, 
from the difproportion of the diot to their calibre?, could not be 
taken with any degree of certainty. About the middle of the month a 
letter from Major Cuppage, promifing relief, found its way into the 
garrifon. Although much harraflVd with condatit work and duty, 
this communication threw the whole of the defendants into the hio^hed 
fpirits ; the gates, which had been blocked up with large dones from the 
beginning, were now cleared away, and every preparation was made for 
Co-Operating with the troops expedled in the field. 

A SECOND letter, received on the 23d, informed the garrifon, that 
two battalions of Madras fepoys, one from Bombay, and two of Tra- 
vancorean troops, with fix field pieces, advanced under Major Cup- 
page, in order to compel the enemy to raife the fiege. On the arrival 
of this force, at Madagherj, Cummer uldien Cawn, leaving part of his 
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troops in the trenches, approached Major Cuppage, with intention to 
determine in battle whether he fliould be left to profecute his original 
plan without moleftation, or be forced to abandon the defign. So 
foon as the Myforeans were difeovered in motion, the detachment 
flruck its encampment and prepared to fight. In order to alarm 
"Major Cuppage for his poft at Paligautchery, and fiill more for a 
large convoy of bullocks which was then on its way to General Aber- 
cromby, the Cawn made a movement to the right of the detachment, 
which threatened to have poflefljon of the pafs for its objed. By this 
manoeuvre, it was left for Major Cuppage to chufe whether he fiiould 
abandon the idea of relieving Coimbatore, or riik the equipment of our 
wefiern armyj and as the latter objed was confidered by far the 
moil; important, it was immediately determined to fall back; a mcafurc 
upon which opinions have been various. 

On the firfl: movement of Major Cuppage, the polygars and rocket 
men of the enemy began the attack on his right flank, whilfl: the fla- 
ble horfe advanced to charge his rear in folid columns. The flank com- 
panies were entrufted with this fiation. Their valour and difeipline 
were put to a fevere teft. When hard preflbd, the battalions flew to 
their affiflance. In repeated attempts the horfe found they could make 
no impreffion ; and as the Cawn faw that all his endeavours could not 
occafion tne fmallcfl coafufion, he determined to abandon the pur- 
fuit, and to profecute his operations at the fiege. The lofs on this 
occafion was confiderable on both fidcs. Of the detachment three 
officers and about fifty fepoys were wounded. Amongft the llain, wdiich 
amounted to about half that number, there was no man of rank. What 
the enemy Caffered his never been exaftly afeertained; but, from the 

number that were feen to fall, their lofs muft have been very conii- 
derable, efpecially in horfes.

The firft communication which the garrHon had with Major 
Cuppage after this a£fion, left no further room for Mr. Chalmers to 
expeft any relief. The enemy returned to the fiege, and carried on 
their approaches with redoubled exertions. All the ammunition in 
the fort, which Iiad been originally bad, was now nearly expended ; 
a wide breacii was rendered cafy of aflault from the nearnefs of the 
trenches; Lieutenants Chalmers and Nafh, with the ftore ferjeant and 
feveral privates, increafed the wounded on one and the fame day; and 
as the people in general had their families in the place, all of them 
intreated their commandant to propofe a capitulation. Mr. Chalmers 
confcnted, and terms fnnllar to thofe which bad been granted at the 
furrender of Daraporam and Permacoll being readily agreed to, the 
Cawn was put in poffeffion of Coimbatore on the 3d of November. 

Under a pretence that it was neceflary for the Sultaun to ratify 
tlie treaty, the prifoners, inftead of being fent to Paligautchery, ac- 
cording to agreement, were, afrer a confinement of thirteen days, 
forced away to Seringapatam. Before he would confent to move, 
Mr. Chalmers ventured to remonffrate ; he refufed to march in any 
other diredlion than that which was fpeclfied by the terms of agree- 
ment; and as he had been already deceived, in order to have an ex- 
planation of this ftrange condudf, he requefted an audience of the 
Cawn in perfon. 

Whilst on his way to that officer, he was furrounded byfrcfh 
guards, and clofely confined by himfelfin a fmall hovel : from thence 
after a farther detention of two days, he was compelled to march to- 
wards Seringapatam. On his arrival at this capital, he was oonfined 
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two months in a bullock liable, which rcfified neither wind nor wa- 
ter, and on the wretched allov/ancc of one mcafure of rice, w'ith ten 
ca^ per day, to maintain himfelf and family. An infant fon foon 
fell a viciim to this barbarous treatment. Lieutenant Nafh, with the 
reft of the garrifon, underwent indignities and cruelties nearly fimilar 
to thole which Mr. Chalmers was compelled to endure; nor is there 
the leaft room to doubt, that all of them owe their lives to the dif- 
comfiture w hich the Sultaun fuffered at his capital in the following 
February, and to the fpirited remonftrances of Earl Cornwallis ref- 
pcHing their treatment. Thefe fadls, however unimportant, in the 
grand fcale of this war, are related with more than common minute- 
nefs, in order to fhew what the exertions of individuals may effeift 
in the worft of fituations. 

At the time that Lieutenant Colonel Floyd proceeded to recruit 
the cavalry in the Carnatic, Captain Oram, with his own battalion, 
moved in advance tow'ards Vinkitaghery. A few days afterwards 
the feventh Bengal r.rd twenty- third Coaft battalions marched in 
the fame diredtion, ur.d'T the command of Captain Rattray, w'ith 
all the carriage cattle that could be fpared from the army. The 
two laft mentioned corps returning with about five thoufand bullock 
loads of grain, pafled towards Ouflbre on the icth of Auguft; and 
on the 13th Captain Williamfon, with the 28th Bengal battalion, 
and two volunteer companies that protected one hundred and four- 
teen elephants from their firft fetting out at Lucknow and Cawn- 
pore, efcorted thofe anim.als, which had been loaded with treafure 
at Madras, into camp. Upwards of fix thoufand bullocks carrying 
rice and otlier provifion, above one hundred carts, with fwarms of 
epolies, accompanied Captain Williamfon’s detachment. This im- 
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menfc fupply advanced through the Barahmahl valley, and enter- 
ing the Myfore country by the pafs at Pailicode, approached the ar- 
my unmolefted, under cover cf the forts which had been lately ac- 
quired in that diredlion. 

On the i 6th of the month Captain Williamfon’s detachment re- 
conduded all the elephants and fpare cattle towards Ambore, along a 
route, which winding amongft hills and jungles, leads by Rvacortah 
to Kiftnaghery. This paflage into the Barahmahl, although it had 
been widened by our pioneers, was found much more difficult of ac- 
cefs than that by Pallicode. Thence it was never afterwards attempt- 
ed with cattle, throughout the war. Captain Oram, with his own and 
part of the fifteenth battalion, was pc Red at this period, in the neigli- 
bourhooti of Kiftnaghery, to watch the movements of that gari- 
fon. Thefe two divihons formed a jundlion ; they proceeded to 
Ambore, and after being joined by the firft battalion of CoaR fepoys, 
the whole efcorted a fecond convoy, confiRing of fonie camp equipage, 
provifion, and Rores, to Bangalore, about the middle of September, 
This diviiion was accompanied by the heavy guns from Oaffiire, 
under the particular dlrccRou of Captain Glais of the Eiiig.il a; til- 
lery. 

A VAKEFL fent by the Sultaun to treat for peace arrived at one 
of the outpoRs about the middle of AuguR. This negociator was 
fo particular about the mode of his reception, as to create fufpiciens 
refpe(Ring the intention of his miffion, and the fincerity of ii, maf- 
ter’s propofals ; particularly as his credentials were addreRed to Earl 
CoriiwaUls only. His name was AppajeeRow : he was of the Hin- 
doo religion, and by birth a Maratta, but fo little refpefled by his 
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countrymen, that it became neceffary to protect, his peifon with a 
guard. The twenty-fixth Bcngil battalion was lent on this duty. 
Sulpe£tcd of intrigues, he was dlfmifled without a hearing on the 
23d, when the battalion returned to its flation in the line. 

Thb communication with Bangalore, having, in conlequcnce of our 
movements (i), been confidered open, feverai gentlemen vifited their 
friends in that garrifon. On one of thefe occafions Mr. Hume, fur- 
geon of the 36th regiment, was unfortunately captured by looties on 
the 24th, as he was returning from thence to camp; nor has any cer- 
tain account of his fate been as yet obtained. Another unlucky cir- 
cumftance happened about this time. A body of horfe, about one 
thoufand in number, and headed by a defeendant of the former pro- 
prietor of Nundydroog, having feparated from the confederates, in or- 
der to keep the ancient poffcffions of his family in quietnefs, a 
detachment under Cummer ul dien Cawn furprized their encamp- 
ment, and put moft of them to death, in the neighbourhood of Chi- 
napalaboram. The few that efcaped fled for fliclter to the walls of 
Bangalore ; yet, notwithftanding their irregular mode of warfare, this 
was the only ferious blow which they fuftained whilll adting in concert, 
with the reft of the allies. The Marattas, although not fo rude as. 
the people of Nizam Ally, had feveral quarrels with our troops. 
In one of thefe a fepoy of the feventh Bengal battalion was put to death ; 
at another time a private of the thirty- fixth had his hand cut off by 
the blow of a fword : but the culprits were conftantly delivered up 
for puniftiment to the leaders in whofe divifions they ferved.

As the equipments fora fecond attempt on the Sultana’s capital,, 
were now in great forwardnefs, it was judge! advifeable by Earl 
Cornwallis to lay oren our communication with the diilridls of Ni- 
zam Ally. Belidcs the interruption which our fupplies from the do- 
minions of that prince might fuffer whilfl Nundycrcog and a 
whole chain of hill forts continued in the hands of the enemy, no 
material advantage could be derived from the northern brinjaries, or 
from the herds of polygars by whom thefe romantic wilds are inha- 
bited. Gowdic’s brigade, flrengthened by a detachment of artillery', 
with four iron twelve pounders and two mortars under Major Mon- 
tagu, marched ou this fervice on tlie i 3th of September. On the 
1 3th they were joined by tlie fourth and part of the third and liitecnth 
battalions of Coaft fepoys under Captain Alexander Read. This lail 
reinforcement had been for a length of time moft advantageoufly em- 
ployed in the colledlion of grain. 

Raymanghur, a hill fort of confiderablc Rrength, was fum- 
moned on the 17th, but the killedar refufed to furrender. Batteries 

erefled with uncommon rapidity were then in confidcrabie forward- 
nefs ; their cfFea was therefore tried towards evening. A well di- 

reded fire foon made imprefiion upon the wail ; and as fome fliells 
thrown into the place with much judgment contributed to heighten 

their confternation, the garrifon fub.mitted at diicrction (2). Am-

Kottah ; the latter known by the name of Moongam Ally. 
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bagydipgum and Chill umcottah, two neighbouring hill forts, opened 
their gates to a party detached under Captain Alexander Read, on 
the firjft fummons (i). After the two divifions had again formed a 
jundlion, the whole detachment proceeded without lofs of time to 
Nundydroogj and on the aad, towards noon, the grenadiers carried 
the pettah, and a conliderable portion of the hill by affault (2), Re- 
ports, however, of the approach of Cummer ul dien Cawn to fupport 
the northern hill forts, induced Major Gowdie to move off frona Nun- 
dydroog, and to take poll at Chinapalaboram on the 24th. Four 
days afterwards the detachment again fat down before the hiU, with 
every preparation for the fiege, and on the 29th Captain Norman 
Macleod of the Bengal cftablhhment, with his own and the tenth 
Coaft battalion, efcorted to Major Gowdie two additional battering 
guns, four mortars, with a quantity of grain and hores. 

(i) Gov/dU t$ Major Cleft, aift September, 1791. You will be pleated to aequaim hi* Lordlbip, 

that I made a march of nine miles to this place. After coming to my ground, 1 received a letter from Captain 
Andrew Read, of Gurrumcondah, expreffing his apprehenfions of the approach of Cummer ul dien Cawn. From 
this information, and-other reafons, I have determined to alter my plan, and proceed no further weltward. 
From very good authority, 1 underftand they have in Nundgydroog between two and three thoufand fighting men. 
To attack it, thus cireumlianced, would be madneft; indeprodent of this, Major Montagu is of opinion, that 
the twelve-pounders cannot breach the walls. Captain Read and his detachment has again joined me. The 
two hill fort, of Ambagydroog and Chillumcottah furrendered to him yefterday without oppoiiiion. He informs 
me, that my- prefent ftatioit will cover flvethoufand brinjarries proceeding to tite grand army. The killedar of 
Rahmangur is a venerable old nun; he requeited permiflion to proceed to the Cuddapah country, which 1 have 
granted him. He was fo wretchedly poor, that I was obliged to give him two bullocks, one to ride on, thei 
other to carry his little baggage ; and I furnilhed him with fifty rupees, to pay his expences on the road. 

Anfiutr in Cyftxr,— Major Chjr to Major Gervdic. 

I am direded by Lord Cornwallis to inform you, that Captain Macleod, with his battalion, and a Coaft 
battalion, will march tomorrow morning from Bangalore, to join you, with the ordnance and ftores Major 
Montagu has applied for. Under his efcort two hundred bullock loads of rice, and a fupply of arrack and lalt 
will alfo proceed. This detachment, goes from hence with rice for their own confumption to the loth of 
October inclufive.— 2jd Stfttmhtr, 1791. 

(*) Major Gvuiiit to Major Clojc, SeftemhtT, 1792 — You will acquaint his Lordlhip, that I marched 
with the flank companies of she detachment, at ten laft night, for the pettah of Nundydroog, and completely 
furprized it at dav break this morning. Zeal for the fervice, in this inftance carried me farther than I int^ed 
Captain Read and Lieutenant Mackenzie, of the engineers, with altonilhing refolutwn mounted the httl" 
and made a lodgement within one hundred and fifty yards of thefiiftvgate ; but the placets of fnch wonderful 
ftrength, there being three walls, one abovethe other, that I have given up the idea of keeping poileifion. of the* 
poll, and lhall wsthoraw the troops immediately after dark ; with a full conviction, tnat thispaMj-themoith'' 
face of the hill, is not to be taken, lhavehada very heavy cannonade and mufouetry on me the whole day 
On leaving the pettah an hour lines, my lofs was only one European and three fepeys woundedJ I Ihali halt-:

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Thus ftrengihencd, the works went on with much fpirit; abun- 
dance of materials for pickets, fafcincs and gabions, were cafilj pro- 
cured from jungles all around i and a battery conftrudtcd for fix guns, 
in the face of the hill, by Lieutenant Mackenzie, of the Madras en- 
gincerSj was. compleated on the 2d of 0 <ftobcr. With unparallelled la- 
bour and exertion the guns were got up this llccp hill in the courfe 
of the two enfuing nights (3). By means of tackles fixed to polls funk 
into the ground, and to ropes fixed around rocks and trees, this fatigu- 
ing fervice was carried on in the dark, under the diredlion of Major 
Montagu ; but fituated as the battery lay, it is highly probable that 
no degree of exertion in the troops, or of fkill in the diredlor, could 
have overcome the difficulties that intervened, but for the affifiance of 
elephants, the wonderful fagacity of which animal is highly confpi- 
cuous in his. performance of the moll fevere talk in perfedl filencc, when 
noife would expofe him to danger. A mortar battery which had been 
laid out on the pettah fide, to the weft ward of Nundydroog, was in 
rcadinefs about the fame time with (he other. The latter opened on 
the 4th without effe£l,from the height of the hill, and the former on 
the following, day was found unequal to breach the waif, as the Hones, 
which were- all of an oblong form, and had been laid Icngthwife, from 
their hardnefs- not only refilled the Ihot, but frequently broke them 
to pieces. 

The progrels of our operations at Nundydroog having' been daily 
reported to Earl Cornwallis^ it was left to his Lordlhip cither to aban- 
don the defign, or to advance up the face of the hill by regular ap-

proachcs. The latter alternative was immediately adopted. Orders 
were fent to profecute the fiege with the utmoft vigour ; Captain Kyd, 
of the Bengal engineers, was diredled to join Major Gowdie’s detach- 
ment j and a trench which had been dug for the foundation of another 
wall, forming a fafe cover to the befiegers, it was occupied in the firfl: 
inftancc. This advanced poll lay parallel to the enemy’s outer wall, at 
the diftance of about one hundred yards. Here Captain Read and 
Lieutenant Minden were both wounded. 

With the moft unremitting perfeverance in exceflive labour, a bat- 
tery for eight guns was compleated much higher up in the hill than 
tne firft, on the 1 1 th ; but from the fteepnefs of the road by which 
the guns mud have been conveyed into it, each required two elephants 
and four drag ropes crowded with men to bring them forward. After 
fummoning the fort (i), it opened on the enfuingday with excellent 
effed, and foon filenced all the guns which bore in its diredlion, except- 
ing one that fired in Hank from the fouth ead angle, and did much 
damage ^2).

but a fupply having arrived on the i6th, from Bangalore, it re -com- 
menced with much brilknefs.

Maeleod. As if they expedled an aflault, the enemy were more than 
ufually alert; their fire from gihjals and Itnall arms inflifled fome feverc 
wounds, and a blue light difeovering the aflailarits to the garrifon juft as 
they left the parallel, a heavy difeharge of mufquetry and rockets 
opened ; ftones of immenfe Weight, too', rolling down from the works 
at the fammit of the hill, with aftoniftiing velocity, were ftill more 
formidable to our troops than all the other defences.

Lord Cornwallis having been witnefs of the extraordinary obftacles, both of nature and art, which 
were oppofed to the detachment of the army that attacked Nundydroo^. he cannot too highly applaud the 
firmnefs and exertions which were manifefted by all ranks, in carrying on the operations of the {lege, or 
the valour and difdpline which was difplayed by the flank companies of his Majefty’s thirty fix'h and feven- 
ty-firft regiments ; thofe of the Madras fourth European battalion; the thirteenth Bengal battalion of native 
infantry; and of the third, fourth, tenth, fifteenth, and twenty feventh battalions of Madras native infan’- 
try, that were employed in the alTauIt of laft night, and which, by overcoming all difficulties, elftiSed the 
ledudion of that important fort. 

His Lofdftiiif is highly fenfible of the zealous and meritorious condufl of Major Gowdie in the com- 
mand of that detachment, both at the attacks of Raymanghur, and in carrying on the arduous operatioii 
of the fiege of Nundydroog, for which the Major will be pieafed to accept his beft acknowledgments. The 
whole of the officers arid foldiers whocompofed that detachment appear fikewife to be juflly entitled to the 
ftrongeft expreffions of his approbation ; and he particularly dclires that his warmeft thanks may be prefen. 
ted to Major Montagu, for his fuccefsful eflorts in bringing the artillery into the batteries, and for the abi. 
lity'with which it was afterwards ferved. 

To' Captain Robertfon', of the feventy firft regiment, who commanded the European flank companies that 
led the aflault, and to Captain Maeleod, who fupported the Europeans with the flank companies of the native 
regimem, for the ghllahtry arid judgement with which they diftharged the duties of their refpeftive fituations. 
To Captain Read, for his alinoft unexampled perfeverance in carrying on an approach, andellablilhing a parallel 
near to the enemy's work on theafeent ofthe hill, which was calculated to facilitate the fuccefs of the aflault. 

To CaptainKyd, his Lordfhip’s aid-de-camp, for the zealous and able profeflional afliftance which hegave 
as engineer ; and to Lieuteirant Mackenzie the fenior engineer upon duty, forthe fkill and indefatigable induf- 
tiy which he uniformly exerted, both at Raymanghur, and during the whole of this ficgc. Although the 
fervices of pioneers arc Icfs brilliant than thofe of the' troops, they are of peculiar value in all fuch operations, 
and his Lordfhip thinks himfeffcatlerl uport, itr juflice to Lieutenant Dowfe, and all the non-commiflioned 
officers and men of tl e pioneci corps, as well as to Enfign Siokoe of the engineers, who afllfted with fo much 
ability in directing tlieir labours, to dccUie that their behaviour on this occaCbn has deferved his higfteil 
••mmendation." 

Lord Cornwallis cannot lufficiently exprefs the fenfe of his obligation to General Medows ; but he re- 
quefts that he will be afl'ured, that he conCdersthehandfome manner in which the General undertook the tem- 
porary command of a detachment fo inadequate to his tank, and the conduit ofthe aflault, both »s a mark of 
perfonal friendfhip to himfelf, and as an additional proof of his caincfl defire to promote the honour and 
iBtereft of his ccuiury.

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The cnemv made but a feeble refiftance. N')twithftaiidiii<’' tbe

many dlfadvantnges which our loldiery had to furmount, they foon 
got pofleffion of the breaches ; after one difcharge of mufqnetrv thev 
prefic.l forward, and clofdy purfuing the runaways, they prevented 
their barricading the inner gate, and entered the upper woiks without 
the lofs of one man. The fears of the defenders led them to feek 
Efcty in vaiious alternatives. From the ncarnefs of our encampment 
on the preceding day, numbers became clamorous for furrender ; the 
active and young in a mutinous mood defcendlng the rock by means 
of ladders made of ropes, efcaped through the jungles; and fevcial 
abandoning their pofts, fled for Ihelter to the principal pagoda, where 
they were foon followed by the kiliedar and bucklhee. On gaining 
pofleflion of the place, mercy and mildnefs rendered the fit nation of 
the prilbners as comfortable as circumflances could poflibly admit • but 
the dejefted kllkdar could not be diverted from the lownefs of fpirits 
into which he had been thrown by the fall of his pofl. He was a 
MufTulman of high trufl, about forty years of age. Naturally of a 
penfive and melancholy turn, he could not be perfuaded from mufing 
on tae fudden lofs of a fortrefs which had been confidered impregna- 
ble, and which, whilfl m a very imperfed flatc, and wdth a feeble 
garrifon, withftood all the efforts of Hyder for three fucceffive years, 
and yielded at laft to famine only. 7 he buckfhee, of the fame reli- 
gion, but fom=what farther advanced in life, was one of thofe who a 
few jears ago was employed on an embafly to Conftantinopic.

The vklors obk-r.ing by dr.y light the dilli.ulties hie h they 
o erc.ime in the i.iy'nt, were ftruck with ah:oniihme.'.t at tiieir won- 
Gtrful fjccefs and good fortune. Iode:e.iJ-nt of the woik?, f.om the 
natural advantages of the hill, a few refolnte men tnlglic have made 
this acquifitioii wotthy of the high confidence which the Sultaun 
repoferd in its ftre '.gth. Neither pains ncr expence had been fparecl 
In rendering the rock impregnable. It is inaccaiiible all around, 
except by one Jdeep and rugged pafTage, which is fo-tilied with two 
flron Walls and a number of towers. The labour in raifing thefe 
hio-h w'^alls and outworks with hewn fdones of much harduefs, in

fuch a fituation, mufl; have been er.Ccfiive, tedious, and expenfive; 
and as the foundation of a third wall had been laid out, it is reafon- 
able to fjppofs, that Nundydroog was fixed on as the pillar to which 
the Sultaun’s chain for fupporting his ambitious projedls agalnfl the 
ijoith, mufl have been fafleiicd. 

To the foutiv.vard and weflv/ard of this flrong hold, the country 
is fertile, well cukivated, and full of villages. Although the inhabi- 
tants had abandoned their houfes, as they had not hitherto fuffered 
any material dlhurbance, cunf derr.ble concealments of grain were dlf- 
covered by the followers in there directions ; and as nothing could 
furpafs the confidence of the enemy in the flrength of the place, con- 
trary to their wonted cuftom, not only the towns, but even large 
quantities of forage, efcaped the ravages of fire. Cormalghur, or 
Calarumcunda, another hill fort at the diftance of three miles from 
Nundydroog, furrendered on the firft fummonr. Taking advantage 
VoL. II. E e of 
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®f thcfe circumftances, our allies remained in this plentiful neighbour- 
hood for a while. Major Gowdic, after leaving Captain Read, with 
Ills own detachment, in charge of Nundydroog, forwarded three heavy 
guns, under an cfcort of a fepoy company, for the ufc of the Nizam a 
army, then befieging Gurrumconcah, and proceeded with the reft 
of the troops in the dlrcdion of Bangalore. 

On a retrofpeiftive view of the feveral important icrviccs performed 
by the divifion under Major Gowdle, during a period of little more 
than three months that it aifted by itfelf, they cannot be deemed un- 
worthy of a very confidcrable (hare of the applaufe fo juftly beftowed 
on detachments from the army. The furrender of Ouflorc, the 
ftorming the pettah, and center fort of Ryacottah, the fall of that 
ftrong hold, the capture of Raymanghur, the yielding of Ambagydir- 
gura and Chillumcottah at diferetion, the redudion of Nundydroog, 
and the confequent fubmifllon of Cormal Ghur, in conjundion with 
the other pofts, completing a chain of ftrong fortifications acrofs the 
country, gave entire protedlon to the brlnjarrics and northern polv- 
gars in their movements to the fouthward as far as Bano-alore • and 
exclufive of other fcrvices, whilft with the main force, muft ever 
entitle that body of troops tc a moft refpedabic mention from all 
candid writers. The fall of Nundydroog opened our communication 
with the poffeflions of Nizam Ally, without much riik of interruption ; 

and diiheartening the garrifon, it ftrengthened the confidence of the 
troops that befieged Gurrumcondah. 


Whilst 
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Whilst the grand army was thus occupied in covering the ope- 
rations againfl the hill forts which ftretched from Bangalore towards 
the dominions of Nizam Ally, a detachment that feparated from the 
force under Cummer ul dien Cawn, as he defeended into Coimbatore 
at Guzlehatty, crofTeJ the Cauvery at the foot of the mountains. 
This divifion, headed by Bunker Sahib, fon to Budder ul Zemeen 

Cl vn, the late killeJar of Darwar, advancing to the northward with 

addrefs and rapidity, entered the Barahmahl valley by the Tapoor 
pafs, and occafioning confiderable alarm amongft our parties in thefe 
diflridls, after throwing a killcdar of great truft, and an additional 
force into Kiftnaghery, they threatened the convoys which, approach- 
ed Amboor from Fort St. George. On receiving intelligence of Bun- 
ker Sahib’s approach, in order to proteft a fupply of cattle which 
grazed in the vicinity of Vaniambaddy, Captain Oram found it ne- 
cefiary to withdraw his battalion from Tripatore, a poll at which 
he had been ftationed, with a view to keep open our communication 
with the Pallicode pafs. 

Tins enemy, which the fears of the inhabitants had greatly exag- 
gerated, together with fomc plunderers who appeared in the diftrids 
to the louthward of Ouffbre, induced Earl Cornw'allis to detach 
Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, with His Majefly’s feventy-fourth 
regiment, the feventh Bengal and firft Coaft battalion, towards the 
Barahmahl vally. Tripatore, with all the principal villages in this 
quarter, had been already plundered. Irritated by the ill treatment 
which his father experienced from another branch of the confede- 
racy, the Myforean leader commanded, that cattle of whatfoever 

defeip- 
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defcriptlon fhould be driven £,vvay in the dircdlion of Serin »apatam ; 
and that the whole produce of the foil fhould be fwept off towards 
Penagra, a mud fort which ftands near the fouth end of the B.trah- 
mahl valley, and at no confiderable diftance from the entrance at 
Tappoor. 

1'hither Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell dircdlcd his courfe. 
The place was demanded by a rcguldr iuiniriDas, but the garrifon, not 
contented with a refuial, aggravated their obdinacy by firing on the 
flag. As the fort was of no llrength, the infult met with a juft and 
inftantaneous puniftiment. It was immediately attacked all around, 
and carried by efcalade, without the Icfs of one man ; indeed there 
were but very few wounded j the enemy fuffered confiderably before 
a ftop could be put to the carnage. Enraged at their violation of the 
rules pradlifed amongft civilized nations, the affaihnts made free ule 
of the bayonet; nor was it pofiible to ftop the eftufion of blood, until 
nearly two hundred lives had been expended. Tlie place was dif- 
mantled of its defences, and the detachment proceeded towards 
Klftnaghery. 

Here they met with a very difterent reception. On the yth of 
November, towards eleven at night, two diftindi: divifions, compofed 
of Europeans and fepoys, advanced by feparate routes to attack Kift- 
naghcry. One was commanded by Captain Wallace, of the feventy- 
fourth regiment; the other by Captain Rattray of the feventh Bengal 
battalion. Thofe two parties ftormed the pettah, and were fuccefs- 
ful at the fame period of time. The enemy fled to the upper works, 
and the aflailants, conceiving that they might enter with the fugitives. 


pro- 
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proceeded up the rock with the utmoU expedition. Althcuch thus 
clofcly purlued, the defenders contrived to ilrut up their gates. A- 
larmed by the noife of the attack below, all of them flew to the 
ramparts. Every attempt at efcalade was fruftrated by an immer-le 
quantity of ftones, which inceifantly pouring down the rock, fweut 
away the ladders and thofe by whom they were carried. As one 
party -was driven olF, another returned to the walk; ftraining ever/ 
nerve, they repeatedly renewed their eifbrts; but as a bright mco.i 
difeovered every nrovement, the adlivity of the defenders made coi;- 
fiderable flaughter, and pointed to the propriety of withdrawing the 
troops. Thus abandoning the enterprise, the retreat wnas efTedtccl 
with compoiure, and after deftroying the pettah, the whole returns .1 
to their encampment before day-light. The lofs was conlhlerabh; 
on both fides, but the aflailants had to lament the fall of feme valu- 
able ofneers (i). This repulfe, together with the fuccefs at Coim- 
batore, afforded die Sultaun a temporary gl-.am of conifort; hut it 
was foon overcafl by the (hocks that he w’as compelLdto endure i r 
other quarters. After driving the invaders out of the Barahmahl 
anil neighbouring diflridls, Colonel Maxwell returned with his de- 
tachment tj the grand army ( 2 ).

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During this period, Earl Cornwallis occupied a politlon in the 
neighbourhood of Oufeotta ( 2), which was judiciouflj calculated for 
covering at once the ftores with the heavy guns that approached the 
army from the Carnatic, and the immenfe quantities of grain which 
the brinjaries brought towards Bangalore from the northward. In 
a fituation fo centrical, his Lordfhip could alfo fuccour his detachments 
in the Barahmahl, (hould the movements of the enemy have rendered 
that meafure neceffiry ; and as the intention of conveying the train 
by the Paliicode pafs had not been laid afide, a fafe communication 
with Colonel Maxwell was of ftill greater importance. But as Cap- 
tain Andrew Read, Captain Richard Scot, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Giels, agreed that the Padnaigdirgum pafs could with fome little 
difficulty be rendered pradicable for heavy guns, that road was adopt- 
ed in preference to the former, which befides being liable to interrup- 
tion from the enemy, and in itfelf circuitous, had now the additional 
dlfadvantage of having the valley leading to it flooded by the rains. 

On the lift of September a company from the twenty-fixth Ben- 
gal battalion, under Lieutenant Bradford, efcorted Captain Howley 
with from two to three hundred lafears, towards Amboor, in order 
to forward the tranfport of the heavy guns ; about a fortnight after- 
wards Captain Scot, with the remainder of that battalion, conduaing 
the prifoners of war, and the remains of the late Lieutenant Colo-

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nil Moorhoufe to the fame place, hed Inflrudllciis to return with 
the fiift convoy. Through the zeal of tire Honourable Charles Stu- 
art, and other members of the Supreme Government in Bengal, fe- 
conded by the able exertions of the Madras prefidcncy, immenfc fup- 
pl'es had by this time been colledled at Amboor. 

Besides large fums of money, great quantities of military ftores, 
with about eight hundred drafts and recruits for the King’s and Com- 
pany’s iervice, all arrived from Europe on the (hips of that feafon, 
were in readinefs to join; recovered men for the native corps of the 
Bengal and Madras eftabllfhments, amounting nearly to the fame 
number, here awaited orders ; and about three hundred volunteers 
from the Bombay Government advanced thus far on their way to the 
armv. Thcfc divifions, when added to his own battalion, augment- 
ed the convoy under Captain Scot to about two thoufand five hundred 
fi^htiiK^ men. There was alfo a detachment of two troops from the 

w O 

native cavalry, under the command of the Honourable Lieutenant 
St. Leger. 

As the ftores were of more ealy conveyance than the heavy guns, 
under this efcort about twelve thoufand loaded bullocks were fent on 
in advance. Juft as they pafled Colar, a body of five thoufand horfe, 
fent by Tookajee Bounfla, Rajah of Berar, to join the army, having 
been miftaken for the enemy, occafioned an alarm in the neighbour- 
ing diftrifts, which was conveyed to Captain Scot by meffengers, 
who from their fears accumulated the profpeas of danger to the 
higheft pitch. From this intelligence many judged it advifcable to 

make 
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make a forced march at night ; but as the fafety of the fupplies was 
of more importance to the ultimate objefl of the war than that of 

the corps itfelf, the commanding officer judicioufly determined not to 
endano'er the former by a movement in the dark, for the rifk to 

O ' 

which the latter would be liable. He continued to advance by re- 
gular marches ; and, as it was foon afeertained that the intelligence 
was erroneous, the refult juftlfied the propriety of his condudt. After 
lodging the flores in Bangalore, Captain Scot recei/ed orders to join 
t’ne divifion employed under Major Gowdie ; and the horfeof Tooka- 
jee Bounfla formed a junftion with the Maratta army in three days 

afterwards. 

The train followed this Important convoy without lofs of time, 
in two feparate divifions. The firft under charge of Captain How- 
Icy, aflifted by Captain Glafs with his own company of artillery, 
was eicorted by the fourteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys, commanded 
by Captain Archdeacon, and arrived at Bangalore on the 2 2d of 
November ; the other under Lieutenant Colonel Giels, accompani- d 
by Major Stevenfon, whofe regiment of cavalry had now been com- 
pletely recruited, reached that depot on the laft day of the fan'.e 
menth. But as the principal divifion of the cavalry, together with 
a confiderable part of the equipment, remained ftill in the Carnatic, 
Earl Cornwallis determined to attempt the redufUon of Savandroog 
and the other hill forts that threatened his operations agalnfl: Seringa- 
patam, during the peiiod which mufl have elapfed in drawing for- 
ward 
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ward his lafc convov. Whilft thefe ftrong holds continued in poflef- 
fion of the enemv, no depettdance could be placed on the engape- 
mcnts of our brinjaries, who in the event of their fall, were willing 
to contradl for the tranlport of ample fupplies. 

Although the judicious pofition of our main force (4) prevented 
thefe convoys from fufFering any material interruption, the enemy 
ilill hovering on the flirts of our encampment, contrived occafionally 
to do fome mifchief. Juft as the firftdivifion of the train approached 
Bangalore, fome of their horfe found means to carry off twelve ele- 
phants from a party that were fent to forage from the hft of the line; 
but as they were clofely purfuedby a division of Mirattas, three 
were re- taken. A few days afterwards about two hundred and fifty 
of that people, who had ventured too far in the diredion of Magree, 
were cut ott to a man, by a party of the enemy’s horfe. But thofe 
trifling advantages were learcely felt, when compared with the fuc- 
cefs that attended our operations in other diredions. Independent 
of his fulFerings from the confederates in Myiore, our fquadron, at 
this period, contributed much to cripple the enemy by their exer- 
tions on the Malabar coaft. 

A SMALL ifland which ftands within one mile of land, in the lati- 
tude of Onore, had been fortified by the Sultaun with much care. 
Intended principally as a magazine of naval ftores, every article ne- 
ceflTary for conftruding or fittn outoffhips, were lodged in this

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fortrcfs in great abundance. His Majefty’s (hip the Minerva, ac- 
companied by the Thames and Veftal frigates, commanded by Cap- 
tains Sutton, Truebridge, and Ofborn, failed on an expedition againft 
this ftrong hold, and anchoring clofe to the works, the killedar was 
fummoned to furrender on the i ith of Odober. The garrifon refufed 
tofubmit. Befidcs having many advantages from nature and art, it was 
ftrengthened by about forty pieces of cannon; but the dextrous mr- 
nagement of fome marines who landed to attack the place, together 
with the appearance of our (hips, intimidating the enemy, they con- 
fented to lay down their arms. A circumftance which took place a- 
bout (ix weeks after this period, threatened for fome time to involve 
Great Britain in a war with France. As the Relolu, a frigate of 
thirty-fix guns, convoyed two French merchantmen towards the port 
of Mangalore, Commodore Cornwallis ordered Captain Sir Richard 
Strachan, with the Phoenix and Pcrfcverance frigates, to examine the 
trading (hips. Whilft the boits were e n ployed in this fervice, the 
commander of the Relolu, (hcering along fide, fired one round of all 
her guns into the Phoenix without any previous communication. 
This fudden attack was repelled with promptitude. Sir Richard 
raked the Frenchman fore and aft, and continuing his advantage, the 
Rcfolu, after fighting for about one hour, ftruck, but not until the 
Pcrfcverance had joined in the engagement. Upwards of fifty men 
were killed and wouiuLd on each fide ; Amongft the latter, the cap- 
tain of the French frigate was for a time difabled ; but the wounds 
of Lieutenant Finlay, ot our marines, proved mortal. The frigate

{hips contninitig no warlike flores, they were permitted to proceed on 
their voyage without moleflation. However, as feveral veffels had 
failed from French poits with iupplies for the Sultauu, it was highly 
iicCcffary to check the interference of that country in the firft in- 
flance ; nor does it appear that any attempt to land fuccours took 
place after this perioJ. It is faid that the French commodore, Mon- 
fieur St. Ftlix, although inclined to relent the indignity which in his 
idea had been offered to his nation, could not prevail on his people to 
run the rilk of involving their country in a war with England. 

As the redudlion of Savandroog had been confidered an ohjefl: of 

the firft Importance, the third and thirteenth Bengal, with the fixth 
Coafl battalion, accompanied by a troop of cavalry, efcorted the chief 
engineer on the 30th of November, whilfl he again endeavoured to 
forna an acquaintance with tin's inhofjurable lortrefs The place, af- 
ter being clofely reconnoitred, was deemed ptadlicabls on the north 
face, and the befl judges having reported to that purpof.*, his Lord- 
Ihip determined on the attack without lols of time. This immenfe 
rock, which rifts upwards of half a mile in perpendicular height, 
out of a country every where broken by deep ravines into rugged 
precipices, is embraced by walls and fortifications all around. To- 
wards the top it is feparated by a frightful chafm into two huge 
maffes, each of which is flrengthened by diflinft works. Thick belts 
of bamboo and thorny bufh’S encircle its bafe, which meafures full 
eight miles in circumference ; and, as if intended by' nature to ftrength- 
en the whole, one impenetrable jungle, extending from thence in 

every direaion, forms a barrier nowhere fhort of five miles in depth.

A SKETCH OF THE WAR 


The party fent to efcort the chief engineer, encamping at Thoo- 
nakery, within fix miles of Savandroog, they were joined by the 
twenty-fixth Bengal battalion on the 4th of December. At this 
time Lieutenant Colonel Cockerell took charge of the detachment. 
The army, after a junction of the divihons which had been detached 
under Colonel Maxwell, Major Gowdie, and others, advanced to 
within four miles of Thoonakery (i). Efcorted by a battalion of 
fepoys, Earl Cornwallis reconnoitred the country, and in particular 
the diftridts to the northward and weftward. His Lordfhip directed 
that Lieutenant Colonel Cockerell, with the third and thirteenth bat- 
talions, fliould take poll at Sandycoop, a fmall mud fort on the north 
road, at the diftance of about fx miles. The twenty-eighth Bengal, 
with the ninth and twenty-fiift Coaft battal ons under Captain Welfh, 
in order to cover the other flank, were fent in the oppofite direflion, 
as far as the centre road ; and the only route, befides thefe, by which 
the enemy could pafs the wilds which feparate Seringapatam from 
Bangalore being that to the fouthward, it was left to be w^atched by 
Captain Alexander Read with his own detachment. The immedi- 
ate profecution of the flege wms entrufled to Lieutenant Colonel 
Stuart, who had under his command Mis M.;jcfl;y’s fifty fe cond and 
ieventy-fecond reglmeius, the iourtcenth and twenty-fixth Bengal, and 
the fixth Coaft battalion. In addition to this force. Major Montagu, 
conduded four twelves and the fame number of eighteen pounders, 
all of iron, together with tw'o howitzers, and a proportion of artillery 
men.

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Previous to any attack cn Savandroog’, It became neccTary to cut 
a road through the thickets, fo as to admit of tranlporting the gmis 
to the foot of the hill. From the clofe texture of the jun-'le. and 
the broken furface of the country, this fervice appeared at firfl: fr^ht 
almoft infurmountahle ; but the fame Iklll and perfeverance that over- 
came the difficulties at Nundydroog, removed every obflacle in this 
quarter. The piquets of the detachment clambering up the mountain, 
occupied an immenle precipice attached to Savaadroog on the loth 
of the month ; and in courfe of the night, a few companies of Euro- 
peans, with the twenty-fixth battalion of fepoys, formed a Icdgerirent 
within two hundred and fifty yards of the firfc wall, in a litnatioa 
which was fixed cn for the upper batteries. Tlie enemy, in not de- 
fending this pofition, clearly difeovered that they trufled for lafetv 
to the natural Hreiigtk of t!ie place, and not to their own ex- 
ertions. 

From the extreme fatigue of making roads, and erecting works in 
the face of the hill, notwithllanding that the garrifon offered little or 
no oppofition, it took the hard labour of feven days before any of 
the heavy guns were in readinefs to open. However, about noon 
on the 17th, one battery of three eighteen pounders commenced, 
at the diflance of eight hundred yards from the wall, at an eleva- 
tion of twenty- three degrees j another, erected nearer by one hun- 
dred yards, played about the fame time from three twelves and two 
eighteen pounders ; but as thefe guns required a greater degree of 
elevation than the others, and as the wall w^as built of large Iiard 
ftones, faftened to the rock by flrong iron bolts, the efiedl of 

the 
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the cannonade from the twelve- pounders did not at the beginning an- 
fwer expeftation. From two two-gun batteries which had now 
been conftrudlcd within two hundred and fifty yards of the wall, the 
fire foon promifed a pradicable breath; and as the twelve-pounders 
were replaced with eighteens from the army, a conftant difeharge on 
the upper wall opened an entrance there alfo. Lieutenant Maepher- 
fon, of the feventy-fixth regiment, who on this and fimilar ferviccs 
at former periods, commanded the European pioneers, advanced to 
the outer breach in broad day-light, and meafured the height of the 
v/all. Major Montagu, conceiving from his report, that it had 
not been made fufficiently pradicable, kept up an inceflant and well 
diredled fire from all tlie batteries, and with fuch fuccefs, that before 
dark the firft wall v/as fliattcrcd to the very foundation. The fire 
of the 20th widened the breaches, and commanded the whole of the 
rock in this direction. The flank companies of the feventy-firfi; and 
feventy-fixth regiments were dirc6led to join Colonel Stuart’s de- 
tachment ; and as all the defences, except fuch as nature offered, 
had given way to the fkdl of our artillery and engineers, every 
preparation was made for the afTault. C»n the fuggeftion of Colonel 
Nelbit, who as fecond in command had all along difeovered the ut- 
moft adlivity, the Commander in Chief gave orders to fiorm. From 
a confidence in his abilities, and a thorough acquaintance wdth his 
fpirit and zeal, his Lordihip entrufted that otlicer with the diredlion 
of this momentous undertaking. 

Close and noxious fogs regularly dtfeendon ?avandroog at night; 
and as their departure towards the fummit of the rock, with the rife 
of the fun, daily expofed the breaches to the befiegers, whilfi the at- 

mof- 
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mofphcre growing ftill more denfe around the enemy darkened their 
view, that period of the 21ft was fixed for the aifault. But as the 
inftrudlions ilTued by Colonel Nefbit at his tent on the evening before 
the ftorm, in prefence of all the officers who were to command 
attacks, or lead divifions, mufl convey the moft correct idea of this 
enterprize, they are here fubmitted in the Colonel’s own words. 

“ It is intended to aflault Savandroog tomorrow morning; the 
“ attacks will be compofed as follows ; — The light company of the 
“ fcventy-fixth, with the grenadier companies of the fifty- fecond and 
“ feventy-fixth, under Captain Gage, will take as early as poffible to 
“ the left, by the path leading in that diredlion through a fmall gate- 
“ way in an upper wall, or by any other path or way by which they 
can afeend the hill. Arriving there. Captain Gage will form and 
“ remain to cover the afeent of the main body. This divifon will be 
“ accompanied by ten European pioneers, with four fcaling ladders 
and a proportion of tools, to follow in the rear of the leading com- 
“ pany. 

“ The light company of tlie fifty-fecond, afeending the firfi: wall 
as fall as poffible, and as much to the right, will proceed along 
“ the infide of the wall, to a fmall gateway, or beyond it if pradi- 
“ cable, to amufe the enemy in that quarter, and to fecure the right 
“ flank of the attack. If Captain Monfon Ihould fee occafion to 
“ pulh forward, he will be inllantly lupported. This divifion will 
“ be accompanied by twenty pioneers, with their tools. 

“ The light companies of the feventy-firft and feventy- fecond 
“ regiments, under Captain Robertfon, will move as much to the 
“ right of the breach as lhall be poffible, and make along the wall 
“ a Ihort di fiance, to fome huts, pafs them, and afeend the hill by a 

path 
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“ a path which will be found in the reccfs of the rock ; a s;uide, 
“ however, will attend, to fhew this path. Captain Kobcrtfon v'dl 
“ life the utmoffc expedition in getting to the top of tiie hill, whc- c 
“ he will join Captain Gage, and remain with him to cover t!;e 
“ afeent of the main body. Ten European pioneer?, with four fcal- 
“ ing ladders, and a proportion of tools, will acLcmpany this at- 
“ tack in the rear of the feventy-frd: comoanv. 

The main body, under the diredVion of Major I'rafer, alTifted by 
“ Captain Hunter, and led by the Honourable Captain Lindfay, will 
“ confiifof the feventyfirft and feventy-fecond grenadiers, four bat- 
“ talion companies from the two regiments in camp, and four com- 
“ panics of native grenadiers, to move under cover of the parties to the 
“ right and left up the rock, oppofite the European poft, deliberately 
and flowly, and keeping as collefied and compadtas polBble, and 
are to have no other objedl in view than that of gaining the hill. 

“ The men are not to fire, or otherwife to interrupt their progrefs. 
“ This attack to be fupported by the fixth battalion Coaft infantry, 
“ under Captain xVIacpiicrfon, who will afeend the hill, and then 
“ form, according to fituation and circumftances ; being ready at 
every inflant, whether in his progrefs, or on bis arrival, to affill: or 
“ fappoil where occafion may require. This attack to be accom- 
« panied by twenty European pioneers, ten in the rear of the feventy 
“ firft grenadiers, with four fcaling ladders i ten more, with four lad- 
“ ders, in the rear of the firfi; battalion company; and thirty native 
- pioneers, with an officer, to attend the fepoy grenadiers ; and a pro- 
portion to be attached to the fixth battalion.

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“ Each attack and divifion of it, to commence at the fame iu- 
“ flant of time. The officers will be informed to-morrow morning 
“ of the fignal agreed on. An attack is to be made on the N. E. 
“ pettah, and a confiderable corps will be fent to ffiew themfelves 
“ on the other fide of the hill.” 

As the fogs around Savandroog, had been ffill more clofe than 
ufual on the morning of the 21ft, our batteries fired but little till 
towards ten o’clock; about that hour, however, the day began to 
clear up, and the enemy having been feen defcending, in order to 
defend the breach, all the heavy guns opened upon them with grape, 
a well direifted and deadly fire. Our troops at that inflant advancing 
in the order deferibed, the defendants were ftruck with a panick, 
from which the rapidity ai>d fiercenefs of the afifault left them no 
room to recover. Such were their fears that, with little or no re- 
finance, except what offered from the natural fleepnefs and rugged- 
nefs of the rock, the divifions under Captains Gage and Monfon, en- 
tered the two walls promifeuoufly ; unmolefted by the fugirives, they 
took poffifficn of their cannon, and penetrated to the fummlts of both 
rocks, without the lofs of one man; indeed, on the whole of tniamv.rno- 
rable enterprizetwo only were wounded (i)- Of the enemy about two

» the mod dimnEuimld honour upon their difcip.ine and valour. The 

u the officers and men of Lieutenant Colonel Stuart’s detatchment, m fupgorung.the labouis and latigu.syf^the 
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hundred v/ere flain, and numbers in endeavouring to efcape the 
Laj'cnet, Icfl: tljcir lives from the height of the precipices over which 
they attempted to defeend. The fall of Savandroog in fo flaort a 
time, and with lofs fo very incotifiderable, impreiicd the allies 
with a mofl favourable opinion of our prowefs and {kill; efpecially 
as the whole Pvlaratta force, had on a former occaf.oii, befieged the 
fame fortrefs W'ithout fuccefs fora period of at leaft three years. Yet 
notwirhfanding what they had feen, fo high were their opinions of 
the Sultaun’s flrength and refources, that feverai amongfl them fill 
doubted of fuccefs ag. inft liis capital. 

IdAilGHUR and Sheriaghery, flruck with the fudden fall of 
Sa'-androog, and intimidated further by a fplrited afl'ault on the for- 
mer, under Captain Wehh, they both yielded to his detachment, 
which had advanced for their redudlion. Although of confiderabie 
flrength, as the intrepidity of the aflailants had made them maflers 
of the pettah and centre fort of Ramghur, the killedar was induced 
to furrender on a promile of good treatment, and the example was 
foon followed by the other. Quantities of provifions and flores 
were captured in thefe hill' forts, all of which having been fecured. 
the detachment returned to camp. 

The dlvlfon of Lieutenant Colonel Stuart again advancing in 
order to reduce Outradroog, Eail Cornwallis moved W'ith the red

His Lordfliip alio return* his btft tlanks to Lieu;cnant Coio.nel Rofs, Chief Engineer, for the judicious choice 
which he made in feledbrg proper h.uatiors lor tbt laiterus, and tor the great attention which he paid to the 
other duties of his ftation j and to Lh uu Coicnel Ntfbitt, for the able ard officer-iike rranner in which he 
** conducted the trooops to the afiaultj ai d the greaftft piaife is due to Major Montagu, for his laborious and fuc- 
cefsful exertion to overcome the infinite difficulties that occurred in placing the gum in the batteries, and for 
his profeffionai ikiU in dire^ing iheii £re»*’ 
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of his army to the pagodas, at IMagree. At this time, r.s tn a 
former occafion, the h^lkor:^'' of Outradroog, treated a iummcas 
Pnt by Lleutciir.nt Colonel Stuart with ccnrempt, and threrteiiCG to 
f:re on the flag, if it d;d not retire. About 10 o’clock, a detaclrment 
conflfliiig of the 26th battaiion of Esngril fepoys ; four batta!;:;i 
ccmpanies from the fad and 7 2d regiments, with two Arid pieces 
;:.d a proportion of r.iti!lery-iVien and pioneer?, advanced to florni 
the pettah, under Captain Richard Scott: whilfl Major Stephtnfon’s 
cavalry, with a companv from the 52a regiment, made a circuit to 
thenorthward of the hill, in order to cut orF tiie garrifon In the 
event cf their attempting a retreat. 

At tlte hour of eleven, and vruiun cie rride or tlie pettah, t! e 
attack was planned with much judgement. In the event of rneetin;; 
with but feeble refhbncc, Captain Scott fortunately determined to 
follow up aiiy advantage w hich the fears of the garrifoii or other 
fortuitous circumflance miglit tlirov/ in his W'ay. xlov.'cver, i.s t! o 
killtuar lequcflcd a cellatiou of hoitdities for two hours, it v>i..i 
granted on his promiflng that lie would bring the garrlfoa to fubmit. 
Treachery was Con lurpcofled; tlie people on withdraw mg their 
property from the pettah, ^vcre lecn to lange along tne foitilicatio.is, 
pointing their guns and making every preparation tor rehflance ; and 
as the place, independant ot its natural advantage?, was defended 
by (even ftroiig walls at tne only point where it was acceilible, de-* 
lay became highly dangerous.

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Towards one o’clock, fome iFots leing fired from the garrifon, 
with excellent aim at the head of our column, the fufpicions of treachery 
w'ereconfirmedbeyondapoflibilityof doubt; Lieut. Shipton, of theBen- 
gal Artillery, in return, opened his guns on the lower works with the 
bell effe£l ; Capt. Scctt gave the order to {form at the fame time, and as 
the troops advanced from the left, the 72d companies under Lieut. 
Macinnes, efcaladed the pettah in an inflant. The companies of the 
5 2d headed by Captain Zouch entered fomewhat to the right, and the 
fepoys mounted the walls dirtdly in front. The whole again aflem- 
Uing, formed a jutnSlIon on the oppofite fide of the pettah. Four 
walls conftrudled on the face of the hill, were fuccellively carried by 
the help of ladders. The gates of the fecond and third walls, 
were burft open by main ftrength; but thofe of the firft and fourth,, 
could only be opened from within. A fource of defence hitherto 
unpradlced in the war, was for the firft time attempted between 
the upper of thefe walls. A number of wild bullocks letloofe by the 
runaways, in order to cover their retreat, played their part with 
wonderful adroitnefs, and overturned upwards of thirty men. Several 
Europeans and fepoys, tofled in the air to a confiderable height, re- 
ceived fevere contufions ; but the fteady difcipllne of the troops, 
overcame every impediment. After furmounting thefe obftacles, 
lofty precipices and ftrong walls, ftill ftood in the way; the paffage 
which had till now been fingle branched from here to the right and 
left ; the latter road, defended by too lofty walls, led by fingle fteps, 
cut in folid rock, over the brow of a frightful precipice ; ths 

other 
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sirher, paffing through a natural arch of this rock, like that 
already defcrlbed at Hoollahdroog, could not have been forced if 
guarded by a few refolute men, as it was not of width fuffiLi.nt to 
admit troops by files. Through this latter paflage, however, the 
aflallants continued to advance ; the road through the arch, w^as 
but feebly defended, and the troops entered the upper works without 
having cne man flain; two only were wounded by mufket fhot, but 
feveral were for a time difabled by the bullocks, and amongfl them 
Captiin Zouch, was much bruifed from a fevere heave. The kllle- 
dar was taken prifoner ; about forty men were put to the bayonet ; 
but as ladders had been previoufly planted at two dliFerent points in 
order to fecure a retreat, the principad part of the garrlfon made 
their efcape into the jungles (i). 

On the works of Outradrong which were in good repair, we 
found about twenty pieces of cannon. The entrances at the feveral 
gateways were flanked by turrets and baflions. In the upper fort 
there were fome magazines conftrudled in chafms of the rock ; there 
were alfo, feveral hoaxds of grain, a number of chains and hand- 
cuffs, with a quantity of fheet- copper. In one Immenfe chafm rheie 
was an Inexhaufllble rvfervolr of excellent water. From thele, and

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ciher favourable circumftances Earl Cornwall^ was induced to occupy 
Oulradrcog as an holpital, whlllb the operations againlb Serlngapatara 
were going forward. Btfides other advantages, pofleffion of this 
flronghold together with Savandroog gave ample protection to the 
Brinjaiies, who advanced towards the army; and as none of the 
other hill-forts which rile between Seringapatam and Bangalore were 
of any material importance, as they are ftuated at fuch a dlldance 
to the fouthwr.rd of this road, the army refted in the vicinity of 
Outradroog, without attempting any further exnloit? for n time.

■^^fHlLST Earl Cornwallis wws thus employed in the reduCucu 
^ ^ of tire feveral fortrefies, that aiiywife threatened to Impede 
the operations carrying on againft Seringapatarn, the cavalry corps 
under Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, flrengthened by drafts and recruits 
were augmented in men nearly to their original force. Refl: from 
fatigue, abundance of forage, and the unremitted attention of their 
officers, enabled Stephenfon’s regiment to take the field before the 
fetting in of the monfoon in the Carnatic; the dilintereiled zeal of 
their leader, having, with uncommon liberality, kept pace with our 
diftrefles, in the word: of times, the recovery of this corps was foon 
effcfted; confequently accompanying Lieutenant Colonel Giels, v/ith 
the heavy guns, they formed a junflion with the grand army, whilft 
encamped in the vicinity of Savandroog. 

Eu-t 
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But ths horfes of the other corps, althovigh their recovery was 
in confiderable forwardnefs, were by no means equal to undergo the 
fatigues of another campaign; it was therefore determined that all 
his Majefty’s dragoons fhould be mounted from the beft hoiTes of 
the native regiments, and that fuch, befides thefe, as were in a 
ferviceable condition, fhculd be made over to Major Orr, in order 
to enable his regiment alfo to take the held. Yet, after the utmoR 
ftretch of exertion in re-equipment, the whole cavalry of Earl 
Cornwallis, including the two body guards under Lieutenants Turner 

and Grant, did not at any cnfulng period exceed twelve hundred 
fwords» 

Although the monfoon of this feafon was very uncommonly fc- 
vere, parties of horfe detached from the divlfion of Bunker Sahib, 
carried their ravages into the heart of the Carnatic, and rendered it 
necelTary to cover each convoy that approached Amboor with a body 
of troops. Towards the beginning of January, one of thefe di- 
vlfions penetrating nearly to the gates of Fort St. George, burnt 
feveral of the adjacent villages, robbed and difabled tlie inhabitants, 
and carried off great quantities of plunder. Fortunately, however, 
none of the European families that dwelt without proteftion on 
Choultry Plain, fell into their hands. Alarmed by forne ryuts who 
fled on the wings of fear, one and all of the Europeans retired to 
the fort, or took Ihelter under cover of a fmall detachment of artillery, 
which was ftationed at the Mount ; but the plunderers having fui- 
ceeded, . probably beyond all expedation, drove away their booty, 

and 
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and difappeared with a fuddennefs nearly dmilar to the rapidity 
of their adv^ance. A futn equal to the injury which the Carnatic 
revenues fuftained by thefe and firnllarly defpicable bodies of 
irregular horfe would maintain a corps of refpeclable cavalry, 
capable of defending that country, againft fuch an enemy, to the 
end of time. Yet the zealous exertions of Captain Alexander Read, 
in collefling fupplies at Amboor, were fo completely followed 
up by Captain Cuppage his fucceffor, tint the ivhole of our 
equipments were in motion through the Padnaigdirgum pafs tO" 
wards the middle of December, and before the 20'..h of that month 
they advanced to the encampment of Captain Oram, who, with his 
own battalion, flrengthened by a finall reinforcement, awaited their 
arrival in the vicinity of Venkitaghery. 

After being joined by Major Scot, and a detachment of Royal 
Artillery which arrived on the fliips of this feafon, under his com- 
mand, to^'ether with a reinforcement of about three hundred men 
from St. Helena, Lieut. Colonel fdoyd, covering the convoy in 
rear, afeended the Padnaigdirgum pafs on the 23d of December. 
The road had been improved with much care and fkiil; but al~ 
thousfh the rains had fubfided the Palaar river was of confiderablc 

O 

depth. Various ftreams that in a m.anner feparate the hills unite 
near the bottom of this pafs, from whence that river meanders as 
far as theeye can reach, through a beautiful valley towards Amboor, 
where it is joined by another Ifream from the Barahmahl. Theis 
rich valleys watered abundantly from mountains that of a ludden 
rife with majeflic grandeur were in thorough cultivation, and 
con traded with the jungly furface of the rugged ranges by which

ar; nearly cnclorccl appeared to wonderful advantage. In- 
deed the country throughout, in confequence of the rain, had un- 
dergone a change of appearance greatly for the better. 

On the junction of Colonel Floyd with Captain Oram every 
precaution was taken for the fecurity of the convoy, which in 
loaded bullocks onlv amounted to about fifteen thoufand. The 
movement of Hyder Sahib againft Gurrumconda,^as already detail- 
ed in the 2d Chapter, occafioning confiderable alarm, the utmoft 
care was bellowed on keeping the cattle compaT, and Captain A- 
lexandcr Read with his own battalion and two fquadrons from 
Stevenfon’s Regiment under Lieutenant St.Leger having flrength- 
ened the convoy on the 29th of the month, the whole encamped tc 
tne weflward of Bangalore on the pth of January. 

So foon as the grain had been lodged in this depot, the 
cavalry followed by tw'enty pieces of battering cannon, w'ith 
fome mortars and howitzers, under the direction of Colonel Dull', 
proceeded to tnc Xveflward, and joined the Grand Army by' the 
! 2:h of the month. Thefc, with the addition of eight heavy 
guns, which had been already advanced as far as Outradroog, 
compleated tne train intended for the fiege of Seringapatam. 
Bodies of fepoys encamped in battalions or detachments, whofc 
piquets communicated with each other, flretchino’ alono" the 
road from Bangalore to the encampment, formed one continued 
chain, every link of which contributing to the fecurity of 
the reft, the whole befpoke the workmanftiip of an able mafter. 
As regularity and order pervaded every department, for a diftance 
of thirty miles, notwithftanding the nearnefs to the eoemy’s 

capital, 
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protedlion wa3 complete ; and followers of ali defcrip- 
ght be feen mov ing to and fro with no more coacern than 


! tones of perfect peace. But thefe threatenings were 
ill lei's bearable by a i'everc blow which the Sultaun 


rendered 

fuidered 


from another quarter. 

The forces of Purferam Bhow, fupported, as heretofore, by 
C’aptain Little’s detachment, on quitting the Grand Army, 
proceeded in a north-wefe direction acrofs the Sera diflrift. 
After reconnoiterino; Chlttledroost, and endeavmuring; to bribe 
the killedar without fuccefs, it was judged advifeable, from 
the flrength of the place, not to attempt an attack. Againft 
the hill fort of Kincoopy, the Bhow had better fuccefs- Pie 
befleged and carried the place, but his euterprifing fpirit now 
led him to undertake atchievements of a nature by far more 
ferious. 

The rich diflridl of Bedanore had hitherto remained inperfedt 
peace. Notwithftanding the hazard to which the meafurcs 
concerted with Lord Cornwallis would be expofed by fuch 
a movement, thither the Bhow determined to proceed. Re- 
gardlefs of his prom.ife to form a jundllou wnth General Aber- 
cromby about this period, he could not withftand the temp- 
tation of aggrandiling himfelf amongft the neighbouring Princes, 
by a conqueft of fuch high importance ; but as Hoolyonore, 
Bankipore, Simoga, Cumpfy, Anaapore, with fcveral other 
ftrong holds, guarded the heft paffage towards Bedanore, their 
redudlion became neceflary, as well to enfure fuccefs, as 
to fecurc a communication with the reft of the Confederates, 

when 
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when advanced to the hege of Seringapatam. Simoga, the 
)riaciTal of thefe Nations, {lands on the Northwefl bank of 
the river Budra ; however, as it was judged ad vifeable to occupy 
one of the adjacent inferior pofls in the firfl infiance, Hoo- 
1/onore, a fort conflrudled near the confluence of that river 
^nd the Turn, v/as befleged by Captain Little about the middle 
of December. The wall v/as fcon breached, and the place was 
•carried by a night aflault, on the 19th of that month. 

The garrifon of Bankipore terrified by the early fall of Hooly- 
onore, furrendered at diferetion in three days afterwards, but the 
troops in Simoga encouraged by the prefence of an army nearly 
•three thoufand flrong under the Nabob Refa Sahib, was not of a 
difpofition to fubmit. In order, that the operations againfl this 
■fironghold might be carried on without difturbance, the Bhow 
determined to attack the covering army in the firfl inftance. 
■Refa Sahib had already taken poll amongft the jungles, to the 
fouthwefl of Simoga, in a fituation where his right was covered 
by the Budra, his left by impenetrable jungles, and his front by 
a deep ravine. 

Towards noon on the 29th of December, Capt. Little with 
about one thoufand Bombay fepoys, fupported by Appa Sahib, 
with nearly the fame number of infantry, and about three thou- 
fand horfe, advanced on the enemy. The contcll was fevere and 
bloody. For a time vidory flood on the balance. Partial 
charges of daring parties fiom both lides were repeatedly oppofed 
by obflacles which the enemy had thrown in the way, or by 
,the fleady difeipline of our fepoys. Captain Little was to be feeti 


encouraging 
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encouraging his people wherefoever the battle raged the moil 
fevere. In fhort, after a well fought adiou of tivo full hours, 
the enemy gave way to a clofe fire, which was directed againfl; 
their left wing, and as the imprefiion was followed up, the route 
foon became general. 

The vidtors colledling as they advanced, continued the purfuit 
for fifteen miles, they captured ten guns, upwards of three 
hundred horfes, with double that number of bullocks, and large 
quantities of ftorcs ; but his country had on this occafion to re- 
gret the lofs of a valuable officer in the fall of Lieut. Rofs, who 
acted as Brigade Major to the Bombay troops. Here, as at Darwar 
where he was alfo wmunded, this officer’s exertions were highly 
confpicuous. The killed and wounded of Captain Little's de- 
tachment amounted to fixty in number, amongfi: the latter. Lieu- 
tenants Bethune, Doolan, and Moore, were for a time difabled. 

The overthrow of Reza Sahib was foon followed by the cap- 
ture of Siinoga, Captain Little had effected a breach in this fort 
on the ad of January ; and, on his promifeof fecurity to prl^•atc 
property, the garrifoii fubmltted. The barefaced breach of capi- 
tulation at Uarwar, having dedroyed all confidence in hlaratta 
faith, the Killedar of Simoga exacted this promife from the 
Engllfli leader. Cumpfy and Ananpore lurrendering on the ap- 
proach of Purferam Bhow, his forces threatened Bedanore to- 
wards the latter end of January; but the Sultaun, determined not 
to permit the fubjeftion of this favoz'ite diilrlcl: without a drug- 
gie, detached Cummer-ul-dien Cawn with a chofeu body of 
troops in that direftlon; and, although no engagement took place

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the meafure anfwered his intention, as the Bhow defiftine from 

O 

thedefign returned towards Seringapatam. 

Whatfoever advantages might have been derived from thefe 
fucceffes the general intereft of the confederate powers was very 
materially endangered by fuch uncommon deviation from the 
concerted plan. Except in the diftridls intruded to the Bhow, 
the florm which for a time hung over the Myforean dominions 
colleding from every diredlion, again threatened to burfl; on the 
Sultaun’s capital at an early period. In addition to the multi- 
tudes that advanced from the Eaflward, our army on the Mala- 
bar Coafl, quitting their cantonments, had already reaflembled in 
the neighbourhood of Cananore. Rell from fatigue, new equip- 
ments, frefh fupplies of ftores and neceflaries of every kind, ad- 
ded to the exertions of their leader in procuring conveyance, ena- 
bled thele corps to take the field about the beginning of Decem- 
ber. 

The a: my of General Abercromby, confifiin^g- of his Majefiy’s 
73d, 75th, and 77th Regiments; the firft European Regiment of 
Bombay ; the 2d, 4th, 6th, loth and 12th Bombay battalions, 
one battalion of grenadiers, and the 14th battalion of Coaft 
fepoys were divided into three brigades and a referve. The 
train confifled of ten eighteen-pounders, four twelve-pounders, 
twenty field pieces, and two mortars, attended by upwards of 
feven hundred men ; and two battalions of fepoys, with a body 
of irregular horfe from the Rajah of Travancore, augmented 
this force, in all, to nearly ten thoufand flrong. A fupply of 

draft 
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draft and carriage cattle, procured by General Abercromby 
partly from Bombay, and partly from the Maratta country 
through the exertions of Sir Charles Ware Mallet, together 
with eistht thoufand bullocks, fent from the Madras Govern- 
ment, by the way of Palligautcherry, befides furnifhing the 
proportion required for the train and florcs, enabled them to 
march with forty days provifions for the whole. 

The accefs from Cananore to Seringapatam had been conh- 
derably facilitated by the operations of our former invauon,yet 
the weight of the rains had fo broke up the roads, as to render 
their repair a tafk of much labour and fatigue. However, 
perleverance overcame every difficulty, and th.e whole equip- 
ment obtained the top of the pafs by the i8th of January. 
Here a friendly intercourfe with the Coorga Rajah immediately 
recommenced ; with his affildance granaries and depots were 
loaded in the direfllon of the enemy’s capital ; the guns which 
had been buried as already mentioned were notv dug from their 
concealments ; the entrance ol the pafs was fortifyed with well 
conftrufled batteries; ard as the train with the confederates 
was confidered fufficient for the reduction of Seringapatam, all 
the Bombay heavy guns, with a detachment of about four hun- 
dred men were left with Colonel Peche on the top of the 
Poodicherrim Ghaut, whilil the red of the troops proceeded to 
Sedafier, where they had indruftions to await orders from the 
Commander in Chief. 

Meanwhile the armies of Earl Cornwallis, Secundcr Jatv, 
and Hury Punt formed one extenfive encampment, feparated 
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by the jungles, which fpread over the diftriiTs in the vicinity 
(T Outradroog into three immenfe divihons (i). After a 
meeting ot the Leaders on the 25th of January, 1792, and 
previous to their movement againfl the enemy’s capital, the 
Biitilh troops were drawn out in review before the Chiefs of 
the Poona and H}'derabad forces on the laft day of the month. 

Early on the enfuing morning, the Britifh army, leaving 
llooliah-droog clofe upon the right, quitted the jungles, and 
after crolfing the Aladoor, encamped near Tagelly : the other 
branches of the Confederacy, advancing as it fuited their con- 
venience, remained on the oppofite bank of the river. Hoo- 
liadroog, on being lummoned by Colonel Maxwell, previous to 
this march, again furrendered to our arms without having 
done any injury. What refinance it offered was, as on a for- 
mer occafion, intended folcly to obtain a promife of fecurity 
in their effedls to the people that it protedled. The poff had 
undergone a complete repair, and being left in charge of a 
fmall party- of fcpoys under Lieutenant Macleod ; it formed 
the firff link in a chain which Earl Cornwallis determined to 
effablifh, from his hofpital at Outradroog to Seringapatam. 

The mud fort of Tagelly, garrifoned with two companies 
from the 26th and 28th battalions of Bengal fepoys, and given

munication from Outradroog. Befides prote(Tlon to the Brlnjaries, 
this chain became neceflary to cover the approach of a party who 
were then on their way from Bangalore, with entrenching tools (i). 

As the army proceeded, Caricode, another mud-fort, at the next 
ground of encampment, was put in a ffate of good repair, and guard- 
ed by two companies from the 9ch battalion of Coail fepoys ; it was 
entrufled to Lieutenant Bradfhaw (2). The confederates ftill conti- 
nued to advance, and Captain Croaker, with the remainder of the pth 
battalion, having been polled at Hooralloo, he had inflrudllons to 
flrengthen the other flatlons according to the befl of his judgment*

" Captain Mandevllle, of the Coaft Artillery, having left Bangalore, on the 31ft of Uft month, with

Captain Mandevilie, is alfo directed to join the army on the next ground on the 3d of this month, if pof- 
fible, and is inftrufted to fend back as foon as he joins yoa, the efcort and cattle from Bangalore, with whatever 
addition of the efcoithemay receive from Hooliadroog j (the cattle being private property,) and as there are about 
eight hundred Brlnjaries coming up with him, who may not choofc to march fo quickly as he will have the oppoitunity 
cf doing, by means of the freffi detachment and frelh cattle left with you, he is authorized to leave a Lpoys 
from jour detachment to protect thefe Brlnjaries if they fhali defire it. 1 have been directed to fignify the laT para- 
graph that you may confider the orders therein ftated, to have been ftnt to Captain Mandevilie, as your guide In tke 
event of any accident happening to him j and, of the efcort, with the bullocks, entrenching tools, and the Brin- 
jiri-^s joining you without him. 1 have only further to add his Lordfliip’s orders, that you are to lofe no time in 
reporting; to Head Quarters, in cafe Captain Mandevilie, contrary to expcdlation, lhall not join you by two oVi^k l\ 
M. on the 3d of this month, that the necelfary orders may be forwarded to you in confequence. The Company 
irom the 3d brigade, is ordered to join you after general beating to-morrow 

(2) As the army approached Caiicode through fomcmifiakc of the guide, the park did not arrive at Its ground 
until four in the evening, although the troops weie in their tents about one. So deep weie the floughs that each 
batceri*'ig gun required all the exertions of one hundred men, with two elephants to get forward, and in nnanj place., 
quantities of draft and cairiage ftores flock faft, and could rot be brought on at all. As this might have been 
avoided, the General diftovered a degree of dilfatlsfadlion which produced fach attention as to prevent a rep'^fti 
of the complaint. A pjity of looties mifcrably mounted, found mean', during the march to mirgie v..rii the 
Nizam’s horfe. They palfed for Marzttas ; converled freely on various fubJeCls, and, on a preconcerr^i .'’t 

the firft halt when fuch of the confedeiates as were mounted had alighted, pach looty fprung on a ’valuable hc-rfe . 
made tree ufe of the fpur, and leaving the unfufpicicus throng in amazement, they inkancly fle.voiT at full gallop. 
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and to keep a watchful eye over the fccurity of the whole chain. 
Repeated attempts at plunder by looties, were as often defeated by 
the vigilance of the feveral parties in thefe flations, and their activity 
was rewarded by particular marks of the Commander in Chief’s 
approbation (i). 

From the time of our quitting the jungles at Hooliadroog, the 
enemy’s horfe made their appearance dally in fmall parties, but they 
now affembled in fuch force, that it became neceffary to flrengthen 
the advance with the leading brigade. Towards 9 o’clock, the troops 
in front opened a view, grand beyond all dcfcription. In one direc- 
tion, the enemy’s capital, defcrlbing a quadrangle of great extent, 
with two fides ftretching acrofs the ifland of Seringapatam, appeared, 
from the buftle of fvvarms within, as if in motion. The beft 
afFedlons of multitudes who continued true to their truft from the 
beginning, by keeping all alive about their works, flill difcovered that 
the Sultaun’s mode of carrying on the war gave fatlsfadlion, and that 
however moderate his profpefts, his condud was in high favour. 

In addition to double walls and ditches, this capital was ftrength- 
cned on more than two-thirds its circumference by the riverCauvery, 
which feparating into two branches at the weflern extremity, walk- 
ed the Ikirts of the glacis on either fide. In the centre of the

there flood a pettah ccnflrufled with much regularity, a!id fur- 
rounded by a lofty mud- wall ; ai>d, towards the eaflern extremity 
where the branches of the river re-unite, a rich garden, decorated 
with lanes of cyprefs interfecling each other at right angles, added 
fplendour to a fuperb palace, which was further adorned by fcveral 
adjacent buildings, conftrudled on a fcale cf great magnificence. 

On the northern bank of the river, an encampment, fecured by a 
chr.in of fix well conflrucled redoubts was defended on the right, by 
works thrown up on the Carigat hills. On the ifland, batteries 
flrengthcned with baftious and fletches ranging along the river, form- 
ed a fecond line of protedicn wondrous in flrength; and a bound 
hedge, with a deep nulla, run all along in front of the whole. Bo- 
fides thefe defences, foft paddy-fields and deep ravines gave additional 
flcurity to the pofition in which the Sultaun determined to defend 
his capital. His judgment, in this inftance, had alfo the advantage 
of being fupported on that principle of blind adherence, which Ma- 
Iromedans in general pay to the difcernment of their predecefli)rs. It 
was on this ground that Hyder, not only difunited a fimilar confe- 
deracy in 176'’, but turned their arms againft e.ach other, and 
advancing from his works, over-run the Carnatic, until his thrca- 
tenings procured a peace creditable to himfclf alone. The event of 
our laft campaign, tended allb to jufllfy the meafure. 

When the eye turned in another direfllon, a moving wmrld feem- 
ed to threaten whatfoever prefumed to obflruifl its career. Ever} 
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attempt to convey juft ideas of the feveral bodies that compofed this 
huge mafs, muft fall miferably ftiort of the original. Regular co- 
lumns of infantry ready to a£l on the appearance of an enemy, ex- 
tended along the front and left flank, whereloever danger was to be 
apprehended. The train and heavy carriages of whatfoever defcrip- 
tion moved on better ground to the right of the infantry, in general, 
at the diftance of about one-hundred yards. Stores, futtllng, and 
private carriages of various kinds, advanced on a third road to the 
right of the other two; and elephants, camels, buffaloes, bullocks, 
tattoos, afles, with myriads of followers, that defy defcrlption, kept 
pace with thefe lines on the baggage flank. In the rear, and to the 
right large bodies of horfe from the army of Nizam Ally, connected 
with powerful divifions from Hurry Punt. Thefe in their turn co- 
operating with the cavalry of Colonel Floyd, extended to tlie infan- 
try in front ; in fhort one immenfe chain of cavalry and infantry, 
embracing the whole mafs afforded compleat protection to the fevera! 
component parts. From this moving W'orld, fwarms of irregular 
horfe branched out in every direCllon as far as the eye could reach. 

At one part of the furrounded fpace, whole groups of Brlnjaries 
might be feen driving hoards of cattle loaded with grain, whilft 
their female companions groaned under the additional burden of in- 
fants clinging to their fades. At another a fpeculativc dubafta with fome 
hundred bullocks, carrying viands the beft adapted to European pa- 
lates, poured plentiful abufe on avhomloever had the misfortune to 
approach his drove. Here coolies out of number crofs and jolt each 

other 
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other to the great detriment of their employers. There, on an alarm 
of horfe, occafioned by ilieir affoclates in villany, in order to defraud 
their mafters, whole loads arc thrown off and plundered. 

In one place bodies of horfe prels inwards from the ikirts on fuch 
as (hew an inclination to fcatterj, in another the crack of the baggage- 
mafttr’s whip forbids followers of all denominations to approach^ the 
publick fiores. Yonder a fiough threatens to flop carriages of every 
ddcription, notwlthftanding the ntmoft efforts of the willing team,, 
until tile fagacious elephant lends the aid of his powerful (houlder to 
the wheels, or raifes the fanken load with his probofeis. Now bul- 
locks tired of their burtliens and dftermined to carry them no longer, 
bound, twift and Sing, until by breaking the cords, they are extri- 
cated from their loads. Others with fimilar intentions lie flat on the 
ground ; torture of various kinds is applied without cffcifl ; tlieir 
tails are wound up, and almoft bitten off w ith teeth white as alabaf* 
itei' I but no degree of pain will move them, until cords tightly twifl- 
ed round their muzzles effeflu.illy (lop their breath, and compel 
obedience. Yet with all this buftle, fuch was the earneflnets of 
every department to get on,, that the whole kept pace \^icb the heavy 
puns, and performed a march of ten or twelve mihs on each day 

without injury or infult from the enemy (i). 

As the confederates advanced over the plains, it was reafonable to 
fjppofe that the Sultaun would not fufthr iueh an immeuie armament

the cavalry moved ta the right of the whale. 
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to approach his capital, without Tome deiperate effort for its relief. 
He could not be ignorant, that to protefl fuch an enormous quantity 
of flores required abilities of a very ditlcrent kind, yet nothing infe- 
rior to thofe by which tliev had been collcffcd. Tie well knew that 
neither the armv under General Abercromby, nor tnat of Puiferam 
Bhow, had as yet formed a jundlion with Earl Cornwallis ; and he 
was certain that Seringapatam with its environs, contained upwards 
of fifty thoufand fighting men, iiulependant of looties; confequently, 
that thirty thoufand regular Infantry and five thoLkuid dil. iplincd 
horfe might have oppoied the allies, in whatever fituatlon he )udg(.d 
mofl advifable, without tndanoerins; the .qar: ilon. Tiie l\lhcm th..t 
the Saltaun adopted on this occafion, differed widely font geijcral 
expeclation. Solely bent on fortifying a camp innd.r the guns of his 
capital, he made no attempt v/hatever towardj fopping the progrds 
of the allies, from the day they Eft the jungles near H loli idroog, 
until they fat dow'u before Seringapatam; indeed the whole of his 
couducl Indicated indifference of their approach. Secure in tlie 
flrength of his fortifications, and confident from, the number and 
Valour of his troops, he dared the joint efiorts of his enemdes, and 
furnlfhed a confplcuous inftaace in confirmation of the well received 
opinion, that no pofl: whatever is tenable before a well appointed 
and well difciplined force, under the direction of a judicious com- 
mander. 

About noon, the whole army took a fweep to the right, around 
the bafe of a hill not fix miles diftant from the ifland, and completely 

in 
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ia fight of Seriogap.itrim. The etie;Tiy’s horfe now appeared fome-. 
what more formiJable than for levcra] preceding days ; however, 
they ftiil continued to dilcover an averfion to aflion on equal terms. 
The cavalry isi advance, led by i^Iror Orr, repeatedly attempted to 
engage, but thofe of the Sultaun as often gave W’av, contenting 
themielves with a difcharge- of rockets from the many ravines by 
which the country is Interfedfed, The army after a fatiguing march, 
encamped in a flrong pofition judicioufly chofen at the foot of the 
CappilL'ir hills ( 1}, ciflant from the ifland about eight miles. 

FroxM the hdl: movement of the Britilh (Kiieral, frem the {pace 
and nature of the ground that lay between his ctmp and the ifland, 
aiid trom t!:e long marches tiiat he had lately peirornitd, the INIvlo- 
rean Piince was induced to believe, that nothing krious would be at- 
tempted until a 'junCcion with Genera! Abercromlw had been t:fi.eted. 
Nor was the Sultaun lingular in this opinion; the latter part of the 
laft march fream its diredbion, certainly indicated nothing of an im- 
mediate attack. But when n manoeuvering army li at hand, when 
an adllve enemy is within one iPort n.arch, little dependaiice 
ought to be placed on appearances. 

Both armies remained quiet on the 6th, dx.n;)g which day the 
enemy’s works to the northwaid and eaflward of the fort, were com- 
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pletcly reconnoltered, and their fituatlon and ftrength were thorough- 
ly comprehended by the Commander in Chief. In proof of this 
aflertion, nothing can be Wronger, than the following inflruftions, 
which were delivered to commandants of wings, about dufic, juft as 
his Lordlhip had received the reports of the oScers whom he fent to 
examine the Sultauu’s pofitlon. 

“ Oedeks to be ccmmcnicattd by officers commanding wings, 
“ to officers commanding brigades and corps only, with the iiecef-^ 
fary information to the field officers on picqoet. 

“ The army marches in three divifions at feven tins evenin'/, to 
attack the enemy’s camp and lines ; picquets to join ; fi^ld pieces, 
quarter and rear guards, and camp-guards, to fiand fafi,

“ The troops of the centre attack, after entering the enemy’s

** Young foldiers to be put on the quarter and rear guards at gun 
** firing, and the piquets to join when the troops march off, 

A careful officer from each corps to be left in charge of the 
** camp and regimental baggage. 

“ Colonel Duff to fend immediately three divifions of gun laf- 
** cars, of fifty men in each, to the chief engineer, to carry the foaling 
** ladders; and the chief engineer is to fend them to the divifions, re~ 
*• fpedlively along with the officers of this corps. 

“The officers of engineers and pioneers to be refponfible that the 
“ ladders, after having been made ufe of by the foldiers, are not left 
** carelefsly In the enemy’s works. 

“ Surgeons and doolies to attend the troops, and arrack and 
“ bifeuit to be held in readinefs for the Europeans. 

“ The divifions to form as follows, after dark. 

“ The right in front of the left of the right wing, 

“ The centre in front of the right of the left wing. 

“ Tlie left in front of the left of the left wing." 

Previous to aflembling tliefe divifions. Colonel Duff received 
inffruftions from Earl Cornwallis in perfon, concerning the fafety of 
the encampment, and made his arrangements accordingly. On the ad- 
vance of the columns the referve was drawn up in front of the encamp- 
ment ; and remained there for the night. The artillery was command- 
ed to range by their guns, and the quarter and rear guards to ftand to their 
arms until day-light. The Colonel was further inftru£ted to f«nd with 
the columns a detachment of artillery, confifting of two captains, fix 

fubalterns, 
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fjbalterns, one huiidred European artillery, with three hundred and 

fifty lafcars, under orders ot Major Montagu. The divifion of Earl 

Cornwallis was accompanied by Major Montagu, Cantaln Rofs, two 

fubalterns, fifty European artillery men, and one hundred and fifty 

✓ 

lafcars. The divifion of General Medows by Captain Howell, two 
fubalterns, fifty European artillery men, and one hundred and fifty 
lafcars ; and the divifion of Colonel Maxwell by two fubalterns, thirty 
artillery men, and fifty lafcars ; the allies, ready to mount, waited for 
day in filent anxiety, and the whole felt confeious that the fate of the 
war hinged on the fuccefs of this enterprize. 

Towards eight o’clock the three columns were in motion, agrce-= 
able to thefe orders. The rife of a full moon affifted to dircdb 
their courfe, and nought to difturb the ftilnefs of a ferene night pre- 
ceded the impending convulfion. The troops, unencumbered by can- 
non, trufted fokly to the ladder and bayonet. Well did they adl their 
part. But as the nature of the fervice frequently feparated officers from 
their corps, and as much of the fuccefs of the night was due to the 
;;erfonal exertions of fomc gallant individuals thus fituated, it is in- 
tended to be as circumftantial as poffible in the defeription of this mo- 
mentous and conclufive attack; an attack, which amongft other falu- 
tary confequenccs, juftly claims the prefervation of many lives, as it 
ultimately proved decifivc of the war. 

As the ground could not have efcaped the recollection of the corps, 
and in particular of the feventy-fecond regiment, from their acquaint- 
ance with it on the 15th of May, 1791, Colonel Maxwell’s column 
required no guides to diredt its progrefs. Favoured alfo by an ap- 
proach 
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proach fhorter in diftancc, and cafier of accefs than either of the 
other divilbns, a fpirited attack which was made on the Carigat hill 
opened the engagement towards eleven o’clock, and v/arned the Sul- 
taun of his danger. Befides the fteepnefs of the afeent, thefc works, 
in themfclvcs, were of great ftrength. A well-conftrufLed redoubt 
was protected by a double row of breafl works ; but the firmnefs of 
the affailants cverceming every obflacle, they drove the enemy from 
the pofe, and after fecuring poffefnon, followed them towards the 
illand. The column, in defeending from the Carigat pagoda, fufFer- 
ej levere lofs, as it was entirely expofed, not only to the right of the 
enetny’s line, but to a body of troops polled under cover of a mound 
which fupported a canal on the face of the hill, yet proceeding un- 
checked by thefe obllacles, Colonel Maxwell crolTed the Lockany 
river, and entering the right of the Sultaun’s encampment, formed a 
junction with the divinon of Earl Cornwallis. 

Just as the attack of the Carigat hill commenced, a truHy fqua- 
dronofhoife, with a number of rocket boys, that the enemy had 
polled in advance, difeovered the centre divifen moving towards the 
’(land with awful fdence. They rightly judged, that to oppofe the 
approach of the column was Certain death without any poffihle ad- 
vantage to the Sultaun ; that to alarm his camp was the principal if 
not the only lervice he could now reafonably exped, or at leaft that 
they could render; confequently, they let fly a plentiful difciiarge of 
rockets amoaglb the aTailants. They fell back with regularity and 
compofure: nor did they attempt to enter their lines until the dan- 
ger was completely proclaimed in every quarter; 

Still 
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Still preferving the famefolemn hlence, the column twice erod- 
ed the Lockany, a river that covered great part of the enemy’s ri-^ht 
wing in front. Whilft wading the fecond time, it was feverely sailed 
by heavy difeharges of mufquetry poured from a hedge, behind which 
the Saltaun’s firfh line had been pofted. So clofe and frequent were 
the flafhes, that the atmofphere mms for a while in one continual blaze. 
Pefeverance, however, loon procured the oppofite bank. The front 
.divilion approached the hedge, gave one voile) , and with a tremen- 
dous Ihout the whole column ruined to the bayonet. The ardour 
of the troops rendered the daring exertions of the pioneers of no avail. 
Some preffed threughj fome crept under; whilll others bounded over. 
All mingled with the enemy. In vain did the Myforeans defend; in 
vain feek protection from flight. Eternity ftood open in every direction. 
Each individual clofcd on his antagonift, put oppofition at defiance, 
and plunging amidil unheard-of dangers, performed feats, of which no 
poiTible defe iption can convey ideas tolerably juil, or at all adequate 
to the occafion. Under thefe circumilances, the Tveral corps could 
no longer adl by the direction of any one inuividuai leader, i ire Com- 
mander-in-chief, therefore, made choice of apoftion from which he 
could obferve to advantage the efredt of the florm, and Cnredcd mat 


Captain Vigors lliould remain therewith nis battalion. 

Seven companies that originally headed the column, pafCa tnc 
north branch of the Cauvery, at a lord dole to the foot ot the gh.cib. 
Various other divilions crofied lomewlrat lower down. W hiiil: in 
the riverj the feveral corps were iurrounded by, and interlpeiled a- 


amongfl 
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rnongft, imrtsenfe bodies of the enemy. The ftream was rapid, it 
was frequently waijft deep, and almofl: every where the bottom was' 
both flippery and uneven. In this fituation the fuperior bodily ftrength 
of the affallants availed them more than their acknowledged difciplinc 
and valour. A blow from the butt of the mufquet, or "foldier’s ffh, 
was equally fatal to the Myforean fugitive, as the thrufl of the bay- 
onet, or deadly bullet ; Whenever he canoe down he was hurled a- 
vvay by the current, without a poflibllity of recovery ; and if any 
probable conjedbure can be formed from the appearance of the bed of 
the river on the enfulng days, more lives were loft by water than by 
all other means put together. 

Notwithstanding the confufion of a night attack, and the va- 
rious unavoidable obftacles to adbion in concert, inftindl, difciplinc, 
or fome other providential caufe, inclined five of thefe companies not 
to feparate j nor can a doubt be entertained of their having been the 
firft Britifh troops that ever held a firm footing on the illand of Sc- 
ringapatam. On reaching the bank, a foldier-like fenfe of danger 
induced the officers to halt and form their men j feniority gave the 
command to the Honourable Captain Monfon and, with the utmoft 
regularity, this body advanced brilkly acrofs the island, until it reach- 
ed the oppofite branch of the river. Its rout was along the princi- 
pal ftreet of the enemy’s bazar, which lay on the edge of the glacis, 
near to the euftern face of the fort, and immediately in front of the 
pettah. Through a wide pafiage, which opened into the clielah 
gate from this ftreet, fwarms of the flying enemy crowded to take 
flicker in the covert way, and under the ramparts j and as the 
affinlants, in paffing along, gave a difebarge obliquely by divifions 

amongft, 
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aiEong/l this mafs, the (laughter ruuft have been dreadful. The 
ramparts, the covert way, the glacis, the bazar, and the pettah, were 
crewded with men in arms; yet, as if petrified with fear, the only 
ferious oppofiiion made to this handful of troops, was, by a fmall re- 
doubt at the end of the (Ireet, from the gorge of which two guns 
played on the affailants under cover of mufquetry. The free ufe of 
the bayonet not only cleared thefirect, but obtained pofleffion of the 
redoubt alfo. 

The enemy now difeovered that the Britifh held pofts all over the 
island ; confequently, they abandoned it in crowds; the only ford to 
which they had accefs was over the fouth branch of the river, and 
was commanded by the guns of this redoubt; they were neceffitated, 
therefore, either to efcape through (bowers of grape; to fwim ; or to 
crave quarter from a victorious and injured enemy. The corps, now 
much fatigued, reded for fevcral hours. Repeated chcars, the grena- 
dier’s march, with various other means, had been reforted to in courfc 
of the morning, in order to difeover any part of the Britifli army, bat 
without cfFed:. It was therefore, at a confultation of the captains, 
judged necelTary to abandon the redoubt; and having fpiked the guns, 

this gallant corps retired towards the pettah, which was then 
occupied by a body of troops under the Colonels Stuart, Maxwell, 
Knox, and Baird. 

It was the original intention of Earl Cornwallis, that the (even 
leading companies of this column, with the fifty-fecond regiment and 
fourteenth battalion of fepoys, (hould have formed a divifion under 
the Immediate direftion of the Honourable Colonel Knox, during this 
«nterprize ; but on approaching the ifland a heavy body of the enemy 
VoL. II. L I prefTed 
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prefled through the djvifion, and feparated the Colonel, together with 
the feventy-fiifl and feventy- fourth light infantry, from the Other five 
companies. Captain Ruflel, too, with about feventy men, chiefly of 
the fifty-fecond regiment, had been borne away in a fimilar manner. 
Thefe fortunately united ; ftill thej- fcarcely amounted to two hundred 
men. The Colonel, however, true to the defign of his General, de- 
termined to occupy fome poft on the ifland, and having a French 
prifoner for a guide, he Inclined to the left; pafled the Dowlat Baug, 
and entering the pettah from its eaftern face, was forcraoft in the at- 
tack of that important poft. Here he experienced much oppofition. 
Repeated charges in different ftreets only ferved to difeover that the 
enemy was not to be diflodged with a force fo inconfiderable. Heavy 
fquadrons of the Sultaun’s cavalry, charging at full gallop, were no 
fooner beat back by fliowers of bullets, than folid columns of infantry 
prefented a firm front. As thefe gave way before the Brltifh bayo- 
net, the cavalry renewed the fight. Againft fnch fuperiority of 
numbers, alternately fupporting each other, the Colonel thought pro- 
per not to perfift ; and as adeftrudfive difeharge at cannon ?nd mulque- 
iry, from the lines on the ifland, was diredfed againft the corps that 
were then crofling the river, he judicioufly dircdled Capalns Ruflel, 
Robertfon, and Wood, with three parties, to attack thefe batteries 
from their rear, whilft himfelf took poft at the neareft gate. The 
luccefs that attended the ready execution of this order contributed in 
a high degree to the fecurity of the troops that were then wading ; as 


at 
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dt this place the river w?3 fcaicely fordable, even had theie ’.rcen day- 
light and no oppofnicn. 

The fire trom the batteries cealed at once. An attack from the 
rear was fo unexpeded by thofc in charge of the lines, that all of them 
fougiit for latcty in flight. Some efcaped to Serlngapatam ; others, 
deliious of abandoning the ifland, puflicd for the ford over the fouth- 

trn branch of the river, whilfl: feveral, ignorant of our having a port 
in the pettah, were captured by the party under Colonel Knox. 
From this latter clafs it was learnt, that a number of Europeans were 
confined in an adjacent hovel. A party for their releafe was immedi- 
ately detached; and twenty-feven men, chiefly reduced by ill treat- 
ment to a ftate the mofl: miferable and debafii.g in nature, were tlaus 
liberated from heavy irons. After dlflodging the enemy, the parties 
returned to the gate of the pettah, from whence they had been de- 
tached, and continued with Colonel Knox for the remainder of the 
night. 

About three hundred yards to the caftward of the fort, and im- 
mediately betv/ecn the glacis and the pettah, the fifty-fee ond regi- 
ment, under Captain Hunter, together with three companies of the 
fourteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys under Lieutenant White, and 
fome pioneers, entered the illand, taking pofleflion of the Dowlat 
Bang, a fpacious palace, in the centre of a beautiful garden, around 
which was a high though flender brick wall. The palace made 
flout refiflance j indeed every inch of ground that this body 
pafled over was warmly difputed. The garden was perfe(ftly- 

expofed to one whole face of the garrifon ; and as the enemy was ob 

fcrvcd 
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fervcd in motion, with elephants to pufli down the wall, and with gitns 
on the oppofite bank, the palace, after fcvcral hours pofleflion, was 
fortunately abandoned. This corps now retired from the ifland, to- 
wards Sibbald’s redoubt : what ammunition it had not expended was 
rendered unferviceable from the depth of the river ; and there was 
fcarce time to replenifh, before it was called to affift againft a large 
body of the enemy that advanced towards a plain on which the Earl 
had aflembled fome troops. 

^ The force that His Lord/hip had colledled bore no proportion to 
the number by which he was attacked. It confifted of feven compa~ 
nics of the feventy- fourth regiment, under Captain Dougald Camp- 
bell, with the fecond and twenty-firft Coaft battalions under Cap- 
tains Vigors and Montgomery. 7 his handful of men withftood the 
furious and defperate onfet of many thoufandsfor fame time. Three 
companies of Madras fepoys that had been detached under Lieutenants 
Kenny and Roberts, to within fifty yards of the enemy, fired by 
platoons, with a regularity and fteadinefs that would (lamp credit on 
the befl; troops in E urope ; and on being moft feafonably reinforced 
by Captain Hunter’s divifion, the whole body came to the bayonet, 
and after repeated charges proved fucccfsful. 

The Myloreans, however, on this occafion difeovered no want ei- 
ther of dllcipline or valour. The reinforcement which fell fuddenly 
on their right flank inflantly received a heavy and wcll-direacd fire 
from a corps that changed front for that purpofe. Nor did this bo- 
dy attempt to git^e way u, nil they felt the poiot, of the bayooetl 
from different direaions. The fuccefs that attended the afl iult of the 

ifland ; 
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ifland ; the approach of day ; and the ri(k of continuing an aulion 
under the guns of the fort, contributed to induce Earl Cornwallis to 
defift from purfuit, and to retire towards the pagoda hill. 

Whilst the troops in front of the centre column were thus en- 
gaged, the feventy-firft regiment, after penetrating the bound hedge, 
was drawn up by Major Dalrymplc acrofs the enemy’s line of en- 
campment, with a regularity that would not diferedit the parade of 
Dublin. Notwithftanding the difadvantages of a night attack, all of 
tiiis fteady corps flood firm by one another until day-light ; and, fno- 
ported by the feventh and twenty-eighth Bengal battalions, fcouicd the 
plains to^vards the right of the Sultaun’s pofition. Here heavy co- 
lumns of My forean horfe, feparated by the weight of our tire into 
fquadrons, were foon driven to the retreating infantry. Whilft pref- 
fing onwards, a redoubt that protefled the right of the enemy s 
pofition was attacked by two companies, whofe progrefs it ob- 
ftruaed, without breaking the order of the regiment; and as the gar- 
rifon, abandoning their trufl, joined the runaways, this poft became 
an cafy acquifition ; one of thefe, flrengthcned with two companies 
from the twenty-eighth Bengal battalion, commanded by Lieutenants 
Morgan and Weguelm, and a detachment of artillery, were left in 
charge of the place under Captain Slbbald ; and the corps, proceeding 
as before, continued to difpcrfc the enemy’s right wing until they 
formed a junflion with the diviflon of Colonel Maxwell, who, afr-^r 
croffin*^ the Lockany, now preffed towards Earl Cornwallis, 
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Here, as they ^verc hemtrtd in beween tht centre and lefc co- 
lumns, the defendants had no chance for tfcape, unlefs by attempting 
to gain the iiland. They all, therefore, cr.rwded tumultuoufly to- 
wards the river, which was nowhere fordable in this direction, for a 

fpace of two miles ; yet, in order to avoid the bayonet, thoufands 
plunging into the water, endeavoured to get acrofs. The intrepidity 
of the affailants led them to underrate the obft.icles which lay in the 
way, and to encounter whatfoever danger the defperate fituation of the 
runaways drove them to attempt. At one part of the river horfes fully 
caparifoned dragged riders, who held fall: by their manes, acrofs the 
{bream; at another, men in complete armour, plunging into the water, 
trufted for fafety to their dexterity in fu imming. lu many places the 
unufual clofenefs of the rocks at their furface enabled lome to efcape by 
bounding from one to another ; but the depth snd rapidity of the cur- 
rents in the chafms below, conftantly hurled to eternity iuch as chanced 
to flip a foot. Frequently the width of a crevice compelled the run- 
away to encounter his purfuer, as the preferable alternative; fome- 
times a horfe or bullock jammed between the rocks, afforded him a 
footing, that promifed a probability of efcape. To thefe difadvantages 
in croffing, a heavy fire from the lines added a deadly hindrance. 

Whilst thus fituatedacall that loudly forbade ail attempts to get 
acrofs, was repeatedly heard from the rear : but in front, the voice of 
Colonel Baird, preffing to perfifi:, gained the attention of the foldiery 
all round. Himfclf foremoft to fliew the example, men were not 
wanting to follow j and having, with the afllflance of Major Petrie, 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant Sutherland and others, fecured a footing on the ifland, fe- 
veral of the column got over by degrees. At a ford which was difeo- 
vered about one mile to the left, the main body eroded under Colo- 
nels Stuart, and Maxwell •, and, as the lines on the ifland had been by 
this time cleared of the enemy by Colonel Knox, the feveral divifions 
advanced to the pettah without further moleftation, where they con- 
tinued for the remainder of the night. 

Whilst thefe things were going on, under the immediate eye of 
Earl Cornwallis, our right hand column advancing filently with a 
firm pace, diredted its courfe fomewhat to the weftward of Somarpstt, 
and engaged in a warm attack on the Edga redoubt, a ftrong woik 
which protected the left of the enemy’s pofition. Twelve pieces of 
cannon, loaded to the muzzles with grape, pointed from this redoubt ; 
a deep nulla winded in front and on either flank ; a thick hedge all 
around ftrengthened the other defences; there was alfo a double ditch, 
a ftrong parapet ; and on this occafion, within and around, upwards 
of fifteen hundred fighting men flood ready for refiftance. 

From the frequency of its bendings it became neceflary to wade 
the nulla repeatedly before the enemy’s encampment could be ap- 
proached in this diredion; ftill the defendants made no refiflance at 
crofling : the bound hedge was alfo penetrated without oppolition : 
but immediately afterwards a heavy difeharge of cannon and muf- 
quetry opened on the head of the column. This was not a time to 
hefitatc. Warned of their danger by the noife of the other en- 
gagements, the enemy fired with much brifknefs. The five com- 
panies 
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panics in front, however, led by Colonel Nefbitt, and fupported by 
the thirfy-lixth regiment, made a fudden wheel to the right, and 
commcncied the attack vi^rth delperatc relolution. 

A CONSIDERABLE corps of Europeans, under Monheur Vigic, 
drawn up to ftrengthen the redoubt on the left, were driven off by a 
party from the thirty-fixth, whilft the remainder of that regiment 
clofely followed the hank companies, who now puffed for the body 
of the work. From the depth of the ditches, and fome delay occafi- 
oned by the (laughter atnongft thofe who brought on the ladders, 
the leading companies were for a while unable to afeend the work: 
but the feventy-fixth grenadiers fortunately difeovered an entrance 
which promiled fome hopes of fuccefs. Towards the fort a traverfe 
incapable of admitting two men abreaft, led acrofs the ditches to^a 
narrow winding paffage, at the far end of which a gate wcU barred fc- 
cured the only accefsinto the redoubt. To ffrengthen this paffage 
a triangular work had been credled on the right, and another on the 
left, with much judgement. Both were attached to the work. Both 
were crowded with troops. The traverfe, the paffage, and the gate, 
were completely expofed to the fire of thefe triangles. A piece of 
ordnance in each, with one that flood in the body of the work, 
were ready to pour grape on the affailants, and the whole garrifon, by 
facing inwards, could point their fire at the gate and gorge as mys 
converge towards a focus. Befides thefc advantages, Lally’s corps of 
Europeans, which had been drawn up on thclcftof theaffailants, as 
already mentioned, added greatly to the ffrength of the poff. and to the 
confidenceofits garrifon. Another divifion oppofed Captain Oram, 

who 
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who baa been previaully direcled to advance with his battauen along 
the great road in front, with intention to attrafl the enemy’s notice 
from the principal objccl of attack. In Ihort, every appearance of 
the redoubt, every diipohiion of the troops around, befpoks bloody 
and determined refiffance. Before a furious charge made by the 
divifion lent from the 36ih regiment, Vlgie gave way, and was 
purfued, whilff the redoubt, with fome diflance around, appeared one 
complete ffeet of fire. 

Major Dirom, Deputy Adjutant General, hrd been direded 
by Major General Medows to attend the florm and report the 
iffue. The Major, Captains Wight, Gage and Markham, Brigade 
Major Nighiingall, Lieutenants Barton and James Robertlbn, Enfign 
Maccoll, with anumberof fuba I tern officers well fupported, palfingthe 
ditches by the traverfes already defciibed, entered the winding pafiage, 
and llruggled to break down the gate. The firll difeharge of grape 
from the cannon, with a heavy fire of mulketry from every dlreflion, 
in an inflant levelled fix officers, and a proportion of men along the 
paflage. The natural eftefl of fo levere a ffock, was fomewhat of 
a prefiure backwards, but no one thought of retreat. The 
three Captains already mentioned, fortunately efcaped this volley. 
All at the fame inllant feeing the importance of the triangles, they 
foon became mailers of them on either fide ; and a brilk fire from 
thefe llations prevented the enemy from fecurlng advantages, which 
the effi.fl of lb favourable an impreffion might otherwife have render- 
ed permanent.

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Such of the 'officers as bad not been difabled by the hnl volley, 
renewed the ftruggle at the gate with an addition of force, before the 
garrlfon had time to reload their guns. There was no rehhing this fe- 
cond attack. Some of the bars fhattered by the grape, giving way to 
the ftruggle, and before the preffure of the on fet, an opening was 
foot! wndened at the gate ; and as ladders had by this time been plant- 
ed from the ditch, the affiillants afcending the ramparts, entered the 
redoubt from every direction. As there was no way to retreat, a 
terrible carnage enfued. Each of the defendants determined To fell his 
life at the higheft poffible price. In ihort, within a circle whofe dia- 
meter did not exceed twenty yards, befid.s the fall of an important 
pofi, Tippoo Sultaun had to mourn the lofs of about four hundred 
chofen men, amengft w-hom was Sahid Hummed, an officer of Irigh 
renown, and commandant of his left wing. Nor had we to toal'b 
a viflory without regret ; the lire of this horrid feene, tvas ifrew'ed 
W'ith the prime of our foldlery, and officers of the gteateft promife, 
attacked by numbers, rtfigncd life juft: as they overpowered their 
immediate antagonlfts. But there followed what was ftili more grie- 
vous to tlie Commander in Chief ; the column, as if fickened of 
blood at the fuft outfet, continued iiiaCfive for the reft of the ni'dit. 
In place of attacking another redoubt, which began to oppofe their 
progrefs, foon after they w'ere put in motion towards Earl Corn- 
wallis, an unhappy council of war, in order to avoid delay after 
fome little deliberation, determined to make a circuit to the Eft, 
The encampment of this wing confequently remained without fur- 
ther 
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ther iv.oleft.ttion duri'ir’ the aclioii. The column repafled the bouild- 
hed.ge, again forded the nalla at dltferent bends, and proceeding to- 
wards the Carigat Pagoda, got bewildtred arncngil paddy-Hrlds for 
the letter part of the night. Before day, however, the whole divldon 
with the exception of the garrifon, left under Captain Auflln, i-i tl'.e 
Edga redoubt, was drawn up, at the foot of the hill (i). 

Notwithstanding the unhappy refukof the council in General 
Medows’s divihon, the ad- antages of the enterpiize were numerous 
and insportant. What part of the cnerr.y’s right wing cfcaped the 
bayontt, was totally dlfperfed, and although his left had beeti but 
parti, dly beaten, they could net poffibly maintain their ground by day 
whiltl: we held pofleilian of the Edga redoubt. The pof;r’..n of tlie 
troops in die iOand, aldnougii occupied in the dark, W'.s fach as the 
b. id cf O.ntrals could have wifl'ied for the night. Under Lnu'enant 
Colonel Stuart, about two thbufand men were Rationed within th.e 
Pettali, on the centerof therfland, whiild the divii'.c.n^ot v.apt<-,in$ Hun- 
ter and Monfen held pods a confidwrable way la advance on cither 
fink. The approach of diy howcvec pointed to the prapdiety of 
feveral alterations. 

About lun-rll'e the p6th regiment, and 3J battakon rt Bengal fc- 
poys augmented the troops on the ifland, in all to aoout the Tiength

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of eight complete corps. Thus reinforced. Colonel Stunrt was ena- 
bled to occupy the Pettah from whence he withdrew in courE 
of the night. The enemy attempted to regain the ifland foon after 
day-break, but defining as tlieir opponents increafed in ftrength, the 
whole retired towards Setingapatam. Another ftruggle which had the 
recovery of Tippoo Sultaun’s redoubt, for its objedf, although main- 
tained with greater perleverance, was rendered inefFe£lual from the 
defperate valor of the troops, to whom it was intruded. Three dif- 
ferent attacks on this poft were as often repulfed. 

Under cover of lome rocks from whence two field pieces fired 
within piftol fhot of the wmrk, and encouraged by a heavy cannonade 
from the garrifon, a large body of infantry attempted to fform about 
the hour of ten, but they w'ere beat ofF with confiJerable lois The 
fecond attack was by a refolute party of difmounted horfe, who to- 
wards one o’clock threatened to enter iword in hand ; thefe, however, 
were rlfo beat back. Still the Sultaun did not reliuquifh the dehgn. 
Without a doubt of fuccefs, he commanded the whole of his Europe- 
ans under Monfieur Vigle, to recover the work; yet this attempt was 
attended with no better tffeil, than either of the former ones; but as 
it proved to Tippoo Sukauii, that the garrifoti to a man, was deter- 
mined to refign the pod, with life only, lie deflded. The (laughter 
within and around, was truly (hocking; the wounded deprived of all 
accefs to water, and medical aflidance, piteoudy implored help; but 
the multitude of the enemy that were dill fcattered about the encamp- 


ment 
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iTiCiit prevented the pcffbilitv of afiording them any relief until late 
in the evening (i). 

Having earned away what remained cf their camp-equipage^, 
tlic Mvforcans now fet about abandonincr the north fide of the river

entirely^ E\ery redoubt was evacuated. Befides poflefilon of Lis 
tneampment and two tn.irds of the iiland, eitthtv pieces of can.non, 
with irnmenfe quantities of arms, frandards a:id trophies of various 
defciiptions, graced the vidlory ; ' and, but for the ill-judged determi- 
nation of our council to the riglrt, the courage of tlis conquerors 
was fo completilv iiulatned, and the fpirits of the Mieroy lo mife- 
r-ibly fjeiit, that all hib fianchng force mufl have been difperfed if net 


totally annihilated (2), 

Although- our troops in other quarters remained in qulet- 
nefs -whilff the attack on Sibbald’s redoubt lafted, the Snltaun 
immediately afterwards endeavoured to retrieve part of his lof?, 
bv an attempt to recxrver the Ifl.uid. Upwards of three thoufand

The troeps in the redoubts taken froin th.e enemy, had been by tins 
time relieved ; the encampment of the army had moved iomewhat 
nearer to the fort; and, after ftrengthenir.g our pefition in tlie ifland 
with four additional field pieces, Major Gowdie’s brigade was com- 
manded to lie on their arms for the night, at the foot of the Carigat 
hills, in order to throw fuccour to any diredlon at whic’i rhe Sulrauii 
miglit point an attack in the dark. But contrary to expectation, 
all remained In quietnefs till day-light (i). 

It was not until now that the enemy fully acknowledged his de- 
feat ; repeated flruggles In different directions, hitherto difeoverd that 
the Sultaun entertained fome hopes of recovering part of what he 
had lately loft; but now that he everywhere gave up the battle, it 
was evident that want of fucceis in all direftions had thrown a damp 
on the fpirits of his people, which neither affection for their prince.

The principal 
entrances are at either end of the centre idreets which lead to Seria- 
gapatam, and towards the Landibaug; but t’tere is a fmaller gateway 
at the next Idreets, to tiiC light and left of the fcr.r.er, in tire Ihme 
d’Rclion. All the houfes are built nearly on one principle, thole in 
the wain ftreet are on a larger fcale, and more commodious tlian the 
rtit; but the whole are white-walhcd and covered with tiles.

Aehdeacon, MaC^imaie ^hbaM.-Wounded, Capui,. Hontet, Rols, 
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difciplined under his own immediate eye, the pofition of thefe troops 
in the centre of his dominions, prevented their efcape from fiavery ; 
they ferved alfo as a condant watch on the inhabitants of Sliehar 
Qanjam, of w’hom, as they had been forcibly conveyed away by 
Hyder, during his feveral incurfions in the Carnatic, fome lealoufy 
had dill been entertained. All of them were manufadurers of cot- 
ton, and being couieqoently an acquifiton of the fird importance to 
this political prince, although he kept a drif!; watch over their move- 
ments, he endeavoured by mild treatment to reconcile them to a 
change of country. Between the Pettah and Seringapntam, to t!ie 
right, and in the centre of a garden, there dood a palace, called the 
Dowlat Baug, which was intercepted from the view by c]>:mps of 
cyprefs. Within this building, ati riidorical reprefentation of Colonel 
Bailie’s defeat, decorated the walls ^ the explofion of the tumbrils, 
as the leading caufs of tliat dilader, was the mod confuicuous rar’- 
of the paititing; and a fmall tomb which adjoined, was laid to con- 
tain the remains of that galh.ut but unfortunate officer. Froat the 
walls of the Fettah to the liver on cither fide, and indeed over t!ie 
greater part of the idand, the dedrudlion of innumerable huts ap- 
peared fo frefh as to confirm the belief, that a large city had been 
laid in ruins fines the commencement of the war, or perhaps from 
the time our armies enteied Myfore. This feene of devadation, 
extended in an caderly direidion, clofe to a thick bamboo hedo-e that 
lurrounded the Laul Eaug, a I eautiful garden, which covered the 
ead end of the ifiand. 


A 
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A magnificent palace conArudled on a fimiiar principle, an. 
nearly of the fame dimenfions, with that already deferibed at Banga ■ 
lore, flood tow’ards the center of this garden. It was built princi- 
pally of w'ood, with ornaments^ which were lacquered and varniftied 
as the former; but although the whole was finilhed, in appearance, 
from without, the decorations had not been compleated. From the 
j)alacc, through a beautiful avenue of cyprefs trees, the tomb of Ry- 
der, a neat fquare building, with a dome rifing from it’s center, clof- 
ed the view. At the entrance into this maufoleum, there was a neat 
piazza, with its roof fupported by pillars of granate, which from the 
exquifitenefs of the polifh, and nicety in flaining, were invariably 
miflaken for black marble. This fpacious area, formed by four 
double arcades furiiKhed a pleafant retreat for priefls and pilgrims of 
every defeription. From the fquare building at each of the corners 
around the dome, there rofe minarets of the befl workmanlhip; 
numerous appartments for the religious of the Mahomedan order, 
encircled the facred ground; and, an extenfive terrace on which the 
building flood, was here and there vaulted and fet apart for fuch of 
Hyder’s relatives as had been killed in battle fince the tomb had been 
erefled. Avenues of cyprefs interfedliiig each other in every direc- 
tion, befides furnifhing abundance of fhade, divided the garden into 
plots of different fhapes, which were planted throughout with fruit 
trees and fhrubberries of various deferiptions. 

The Laul Baug appeared a princely nurlery for the produce of 
Myfore trees bearing apples, oranges, guavas, grapes, plantains, co- 

¥01.. II. N n coanuts. 
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coanuts, beetlenuts ; as alfo fandal-wood, fugar-cane, u ith cottcri and 
indigo plants, rofe from out the feveral inclofures; and paddy, ras^v^ 
choulum, chewaree, nachine, coultie, with various other fpecies of peafc, 
grains and pulfes, might be feen in different dlredfions. Plants of 
mulberry too, from the extraordinary attention with which they 
were treated, dlfcovered that the Sultaun had fet his mind on the 
manufadure of filk. At the eaftern extremity of the gaiden, there 
is a neat butigalow, that commands a view of the river for a con- 
ftderable diftance, after the re-union of the two branches. From this 
building a deep nulla that watered the garden, formed a breafl-woik 
along the fouth bank of the Ifland, which was further ffrengthened 
with feveral redoubts ; but the principal defence on tl.is fide lay in 
the difficulty of croffing the water ; for, bad as the bottom was on 
the oppofite branch, it was ffill better than on this, where it could 
fcarcely be forded at any time from the ruggednefs of the rocks. 

The beft and indeed the only ford into the ifland, except thofc on 
either fide clofe to the walls of Serlngapatam, was that under the 
Carigat hills, which was ftrongly defended with trenches and batteries. 
In fhort, if the natural advantages of his pofition, and the flrength 
of the feveral defences, are taken into confideration, it will net be 
wondered at, that the Sultaun fliould have thought hlmfelf fecure 
from fudden attack. In no other manner than that adopted, could 
the attempt be made without the certainty of great lofs, with con- 
fiderable rilk of failure ; and although of fingular boldnefs, the unani- 
mous opinion of all unprejudiced fpedators, proclaimed the wlfdom 

of 
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of the ineafurc, as to judgement in planing, as well as firmnefs in the 
leader with refpedl to coolnels in execution. 

Although a conhder.ible part of the Sultaun’s right wing had 
been dlfperfed duiing the acflon, large bodies on his left who had 
been but little molefted, continuing to remove their camp-equipage 
and guns, pitched their encampment on the fouth fide ot the fort. 
In every other direftion Seringapatam was now fo clofely Invefted, 
that the Sultaun on the 8th, blew up whatever outworks were de- 
tached at any dlldance. His lofs in. twenty hours was computed at 
as many thoufand fighting men, of which number about one-fourth 
were (lain, feveral were made priloners, but by far the greater part re- 
turned to their homes. Immenfe quantities of arms and ftandards 
of various defcriptions, with upwards of eighty pieces of cannon, 
graced the victory (i). 

The critical ftage at which his affairs had now arrived, began to 
produce a temporary appearance of humility in Tippoo Sultaun, that 
had hitherto been a ftraager to his overbearing mind; but his neceflities 
had not yet humbled him fufffclently to give over all hopes of con- 
verting the conceffions which his fi tuation rendered neceffary, to pur- 
poles of pride and ambition. Fearful that his enemies fhould prefs 
him fore, whilft his troops were fcattered and difperfed from their 
late defeat, he ftrove by protradlive arts to gain time. Another

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motive for delay, was the defire of being reinforced by a divifion of 
his army, which then watched the movements of Purferam Bhow, 
under the command of Cummer ul Dien Cawn, one of his beft 
officers.

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anAver, yet this promifc has never been fulfilled. Acjoiced with the 
profpecl of liberty at any price, theA gentlemen were liberal of their 
promifesin return j however, the mdanchcly account which they 
gave of their treatment during captivity, pleaded nothing with our 
Commandcr-ia-chief in favour of their plighted fuit. 

On the 9th the army changed ground, and took a final pofitlon 
for the fiegc. So clofe to the objedl of attack was th is encampment, 
that it became neceflary to leave the mazaginc at a little diftance in the 
rear, as fomeof the enemy’s heavy guns threw random fhots through 
and over our tents. The troops in every direftion were now regularly 
relieved, and working parties of great ftrength were ordered to pre- 
pare fafeines, gabions, and pickets, with materials which were fur- 
nhhed in abundance from the pettah and Laul Baug. The whole 

corps of engineers encamped in the middle of this garden. Affifled 

by a divifion of lafears, and of European and native pioneers, upwards 
of two thoufand men daily reduced the feveral plots of planting, 
with the rows of cyprefs by which they were enclofed, to mere waftc. 
The palace, with the buildings around the tomb, formed convenient 
hofpitals; and the Sultaun, by felling the trees at the Dawlet Baug, 
was alike bulled in forwarding means of refillancc. 

Whilst thefe preparations were going forward, a large body of the 
enemy’s horfc made a daring attack upon our magazine foon after 
day-break on the nth. They were obferved on the preceding day 
in motion to the Eaibward, on the fouth fide of the river, but their 
defigns had not been fufpeacd. After fording the Cauvery in the 
neighbourhood of Arrakcry, this enemy made a circuit around the 
north-caa extremity of the Pagoda hill ; and as a fimUarity in appear- 
Vr.l. IT O O 
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ance prevented them being diftinguifhed from the horfe of our allies, 
had their judgment kept pace v/ith their fpirit, it is dangerous to 
hazard a conjefturc on the degree of mifehief which might have 
followed ; indeed, as the head quartf " line encamped in this direc- 
tion, many imagined, and with much appearance of truth, that this 
was a fecend b’ow aimed at the life of our Commander- in-chief. His 
Lcrdiliip was conhquently perfuaded to admit a Captain’s guard of 
Europeans ever ids tent curing the night, for the remainder of the 
war. 

Towards evening a w'orking and covering party of great Itrength 
was fent cut irom the feveral corps, acrofs the feuth branch of the 
river, to ereft a redoubt on a riling ground vrhich commanded the 
whole cf our polls on the fouth fide of the idand. This work, with 
three cennpanies from Colonel Stuart’s diviiion, was put in charge of 
Lieutenant Macinnes, who continued in that command until the peace. 
Swarms of brinjarries that arrived in camp during tliis and the pre- 
ceding day, were encouraged in their advance by a fmall detach- 
ment which, ur.dt-r Captain Mandeville, efcorted a fupply of en- 
trenc’a'.ng tools, from Bangalore, ’1 he enemy kept up a conflant 
but ineifcclual diilhargc of cannon throughout the day, from the 
period of our firfl attack on his encampment until the evening of the 
13th, when it ccafed for a time. The caufe of this temporary lull 
was the advance of two vaiceels, who approached tents pitched for 
their reception in the vicinity of the mcfque, or Edga, redoubt ; but 
at their return about ten o’clock ntxt morning, the fort fired as 
before. Another cannonade was now heard in a wellerly diredlion. 
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The armv of General Abercrombv advancing tow ird.^ rCari Corn- 
wallis, agreeable to the plan concerted, crofed the C.iu '.ry on the 
iith, about twenty-five miles above Caniambiddy. Oa rr.e i^-h 
and 14th, large bodies of the enemy’s horfe attecapted to cut ou tireir 
baggage, and to retard ajunflion which they felt thcrn'c! .r;-. una de to 
prevent ; but as the whole of our cavalry, with the exception of cue 
ipgin.ent, fupnorted by the twenty-ninth hittalioii of Coafl mtant y, 
ar.'l about feur tliouCnd of the allied horfe, p-'oceeaed in that direclion 
niiVr Cclcnel Flnvd on the 12th, an imicn of c!/s two armies was 
eftcO-cd without anv material lofs. Ou tins occalion. tjouerer, the 
tat .h.ef', of our allies, and their inattentum to commaad, fnrniflrcd 
the rnemv another op[>crtuniiy of CiiipTy.ng rlieir fujuu.orU} .n the 
field ; and, but for t’ne protedlion of Coionel Flw.d, tnelr eieapc to 
either army mr’dl; havebren at evident hazard. Arcer leaving at Fco- 
dlcherrim and Std Tier a force fufficient for the protedbon of both paf- 
les, General Abercromby on the lyrh coni’':cleQ 10 Earl Carmvaliis 
unwasdsoffix thoufand fighting men, of uhich number aoout one 
tiilrd were Europeans. For regularity of cenduft and unirormity u: 
difcipline this corps wrs not to be furpaEed in any couiitiy. 

A THOUGH the vakeels of Tippco Suhaun continued to confer 
daily with thofe of the allied army, whether the eye turned tow ai ds 
attack or defence, there was no flacknefs of preparation on cither 
fide. The fort had been clofdy reconnoitered all around, except on 
its fouih face, where the Sultaun’s troops fiill continued to encamp. 
Towards the ifiand the defences were of w'ondrous firength.^ Dou- 
ble avails and ditches of excellent mafenry, wcrccoverca m iront by 
.works conilriiaed with the bell materials, and on the mofi anprof- 
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cd principle of the prefent time Drawbridges fecured the commu- 
nication over the ditches at every entrance, and heavy guns out of 
number pointed in all diredtions from baftions, cavaliers and out- 
works. The defences to the northward, notwithftanding that they 
were covered by the river, were on a comparative view conhdered 
of Icfs Hrength than thofe towards the ifland. The walls in this 
diredion were not of the fame thicknefs as in the other : the ditches 
excavated from thefolid rock, at an enormous expence, were inferior 
in width and depth : but the natural advantages of the ground were 
ft ill more favourable to an attack on the north face than all other 
confiderations. From a gradual rife in the country, not onl} the 
buildings within, but the walls of the fort, were expofed to the very 
foundation; and feveral French deferters, who had lately abandoned 
the Sultaun, agreed in opinion, with refped to the v/eaknefs of Sc^ 
fingapatam in this diredion. 

Atter the General hadfet his mind on the point of attack, he db 
reded fuch fubordinatc arrangements as iii his opinion became iifcef* 
fary to enfure fuccefs. The ifland and Sibbald’s redoubt weie left 
in charge of Colonel Stuirt. The piquets and ojt-pofts were, as 
ufual, intrufted to Colonel Maxwell. The reft of the works that ori- 
gin ally fecu red the enemy’s encampment were confided to Captain 
Brown, of the Ivladras cftablifhment ; and undar the immediate eye of the 
Commander-in-chief, Major General Medows was direded to fuper- 
intend the whole ('i). All matters preparatoiy to breaking ground

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being thus ^djufted, on the 1 7th a brigade was ordered to carry fafcinci, 
gabions, and pickets from the ifland. Towards evening the parry was 
relieved by three corps, who carried thefe materials to Brown’s redouLt, 
a work which, ere(fled about one miie in front, and to the northward of 
Seringapataro, covered the centre of the Sultaun’s fortified encamp- 
ment. Frcm thence it had been determined to carry on the approaches. 
Six complete corps, therefore, conveyed materials thither on the i8th; 
but as the defign was confiderably facilitated by a luccefsful diver- 
fion from the ifland, it will be neceflky to detail that meafure before 
any deferiptinn of the opening of our trenches is attempted.

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Wh 11 ST the materials \rcre conveyed to the depot at Brown’s re- 
doubt, foine works conftruded for the fecurity of our podis oi thi 
ifland creatinj great jealouiy amongd: the belieged, their whole at- 
tention was rtTacted to this quarter: but an attack which w'as made 
on their camp in the night withdrew their anxiety from other ob- 
jedls to that alone. Under Major Dalrymple, His Majefty’s feven- 
ty-firfl regiment, and the thiiteenth battalion of Bengal fepoys, crof- 
fed the fouth branch of the Cauvery on the 19th, about nine at night, 
and in two hours afterwards approached the enemy’s encampment 
unperceived. The main body remaining on their Ikirts, four com- 
panies of the fc’enty-firf:, under Captain Robertfen, were puflied on 
in frento At the beginning numbers were bayoneted whihl faft 
adeep, by the party in advance ; but as the principal objedt was to 
create an alarm in the fort, fcveral regular vollies were dife barged. 
No ref) dance was oT.ied by the Myforeans. Ignorant of the force 
by which they wsre .itt-iclLai from this new diredtion, they thought 
cfnothmg but fiig.st: and without having one man hurt, the party 
returned to the iiiand, after having completely efredled their dehgn. 
So Rrongly was the enemy’s attention riveted to what was going on 
to jthe fouthward, that not one (hot w'as fired on a divifion who 
■worked inceffantly throughout the night, within eight hundred yards 
of the fort on the oppoUte fide. But as foon as day difeovered our 
operations in the dark, a furious cannonade opened, and continued 
for a length of time witheut intermiihon. 

These were not the only advantages gained over Tippoo Sultaun 
on the night we broke ground. It had been for fome time deter- 
tiiined that the ar my of General Abercromby fhould occupy a pofition 


to 
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io the fouthward of Seringapatarrij and it was the original intention 
of Earl Cornwallis to have beat up the enemy’s encampment v. it’s 
the advance of that army; but the ruggednefs of a ford at v/hich uiis 
corps at firfl attempted to get over, rendered it nectiTary eit’ner to 
abandon the ddign, or to put it in execution from the if-and. Elon- 
ever, as a better ford had been found cut about two miles higher 
up ; under Major Dow, the Eombay grenadier battalion, with tire 
light companies of the feventy-third and feventy-nfth regimer.ts, 
crolTed in the dark; and as they got over without being difeovered by 
the enemy, they experienced no oppoiiaon, except fach as oftered 
from the rapidity of the ilream and ruggednefs of the bottom, d'he 
Major, on gaining the oppoute bank, immediately took pofc on an ad- 
jacent height, fo as to cover the reft of the troops whilft crofting. A 
conftderable bodyofhorfe at firft thieatened interruption; but cen- 
tcniing themfelvcs with watching our motions, they permitted t.-e 
whole to gain the fouthern bank, and to take up their ground with- 
out oppofition. 

XowAiiDS two o’clock a large body ot cavrdry, fupported by a 
line of infantry and fome guns, advanced feemingly with inrenlion to 
give battle, to a redoubt which was in fome meafere covered bj the 
guns of the fort. Their firft endeavour was to recover a viliage cf 
which our troops had taken poftefiion ; they at the fime time opened a 
cannonade upon the heights ; and, as the Sultaun appeared at the neau 
of his horie in perlbn, it w’as evident that he watched an opportunity 


to take advantage of any confufion which rriight occur, 
he continued in the field until daik, net chuluig to run

that hazard 
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on th; approach of night, he drew back towards the fort; and tlie 
party left in the redoubt following his example, after a feeble refift- 
ance, the place was occupied by a detachment of our troops. Thus 
our pofition to the fbuthward of Seringapatam was gained without 

any material lofs; and the abfence of Purferam Bhow alone prevent- 
ed the place from being completely in veiled. For foinc days from 
this period bodies of horfe efcorted large quantifies of baggage, carri- 
ed chiefly upon elephants and camels, from Seringapatam to My- 
lorc; and, as the wreck of his numerous army could find no place 
of fafety to encamp in around the walls of the former, what part of 

his forces could not be employed in its defence, was direcled to occu- 
py the latter. 

On the 1 9th and two following days an inceflant cannonade was 
kept up on our trenches ; but, from the ftrength of our cover, tlie 
cafualties were not fo numerous as might have been expefted; our 

lines on the ifland became daily more refpeflable; and as the duties 
of the trenches were wicommonly levere, fix corps only were left to 
proteft the polls that were under the diredllou of Colonel Stuart ( i ). 
The time now approached for commencing our operations from the 
fouthward. The redoubt which a few days before had been deemed 
worthy of fo much contention, was abandoned by our troops foon 
after it was taken, from its having been fo much expofed to the guns 
of Seringapatam ; neither was it occupied by the enemy; but from 
its fituation at equal diftances between the encampment and the

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ga'illbn, it was judged advifeable, towards facilitating an attack from 
the fouthward, to rc-poffe(s this ftation in the firft inftance, as alfb to 
occupy a neighbouring tope. 

Under Captain Mackenzie of the levcnty-fifth regiment, a detach- 
ment was pufhed on in advance for this piirpcfe, on the 21ft, to- 
wards duik ; but on the following morning, as foon as the meafure 
was difcovered by the enemy, a large force lallied out of the fort, and 
ruihed with the utmoft impetuofity to attack that part of our divifi- 
on which was pofted in the tope, whilfl Captain Mackenzie advanc- 
ed for their fupport with the whole of his detachment. The ene- 
my, although greatly fuuerior in number, gave way before the Bri- 
tlfn bayonet; but the Sultaun, as if difgraced by their conduft, at 
that Inftant opened a difeharge of grape promifeuoufly upon the whole. 
Towards noon an immenfc multitude again advanced to attack the 
tope, which had now been ftrengthened by four additional companies 
under Captain Cameron. 

Whilst the ammunition of our divifioti lafted, notwlthftanding 
the great dlfproportion of numbers, the ftruggle was maintained with 
much obftinacy ; but no longer in a condition for defence, they retir- 
ed towards the fhelter of a nulla in the rear. Encouraged by the ap- 
pearance of retreat, the Myforcans advanced with rapidity and refo- 
lution ; however, from the fuperiorlty of our dilcipline, they had 
nought to boaft of in the long run ; for, our detachment facing about, 
drove them in their turn, and purfuiag with the bayonet, continued 
the chace until clofc to the bank of the river. The length of the ac-

tion, and the viclfTitudes of the day, had dow attradled the attention 
of both armies. Alternate retreats ralfed anxieties in every breai!. 
General Abercromby’s force, although in readinels to advance, w«ts 
prevented by the expeflation of an attack from the divllion under 
Cummer ul dien Ca^vn. Our troops on the ifland prepared to affife 
from that quarter; and the Sakaun, as if determined to gain tiie day, 
at hnrgth advanced in perfon to the fupport of the aclion. 

As the divifion under Captains Mackenzie and Cameron fell back 
a fecond time, they were met by the twelfth battalion of fepoy* under 
Captain Oakes, who detached by General Abcrcromby to their aliif- 
t.ance, aho conduced a fupplyof ainmurdtion. On the iunc'tion of 
tViis reinforcement, the whole immediately advanced, and again took 
pok at the tope. The Myforeans alfo, by this time reinforced, renew- 
ed the fight with unabated ardour. Fortunately, however, another 
fupply of troops frength''ned cur ciiviiion. The fecond battalion of 
iepoys, with the rem.aining companies of tlie Bombay European 
regiment now advancing, the engagement continued until evening, and 
the prize of vidory was fo well contended for, that when the Sultaun 
vvithdrew, befides offic;ers(i), we hud upwards of one hundred men 
killed and wounded. During the feveral adionson this dav bot.h parties 
fignalized themfelvcs by atchievements the moft brilliant, but our 
troops had the difadvantage of fighting againk riiiproportionate num- 
bers, and under the fire of a cavalier on which feveral pieces of cannon 
A\eic mounted. About oiuk ail was qiuetncfs ; and although, the 
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Hriigglc Is laid to hare co/l the Sultaun about ilx hundred fighting 
men, he found means to convey the vthclc towards the fort. 

Whilst General Abcrcrombv was thus emoloyrd, In cftabliibincr 
his politlon to the foutlnvard, our operations at the trertches went on 
with much fpirit. Two parallels of great fccurity had been com- 
pleted, at a diitancc of fix and eight hundred yards from the fort. 
One battery for twentv, with a fmaller one for twelve guns, had been 
laid out in advance of thefe parallels; another for twelve guns was 
carrried on in front of the Bombay army, under the direction of Ma- 
jor Sartorius; and a cotnniunlcation between tne two attacKS was ren- 
dered tafe and ea!y by means of a poll which had oeen occupied cn an 
idand to the wed ward of the fort, w ithin tae aiuaate of one mue. 
To counterafe thelc preparations, the Sultaun endeavoured to drengnv- 
en bis works agauid the mam attack by thickening Ins walls, 

deeoenins; the bed of the river. ' 

So foon as he difeovereJ our views, after diverting the nuns 
which ran in front of our encampment into the northern bnnch or 
the Cauvery, many thoufands of his people w-ere daily at work, in 
order to dura up the water at a ford juft below the fort ; but as tots

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difperfed the people who were at work f but the very firft (hot penc* 
trated the principal pagoJa, which flood in the cciitre of Seringa* 
patam. Several guns opened in return ; however, as they were utia- 
ble to filence the redoubt, the coolies, who are naturally inclined to 
loiter, could never afterwards be prevailed on to work with fpirit. 
The critical flage at which his affairs had now arrived, evidently 
difeovered to Tippoo Sultaun, that his fulpenfion from total rum 
could not be of long duration. 

Hemmed up on all fides by enemies Hufhed with vidtory, it was 
left him only to choofe between a defperate defence againfl the 
florm, and a fubmiffivc compliance with the diftates of his oppo- 
nents. Within doors, alfo, he was by no means fecure from danger. 
However faithful in their allegiance, it was natural to conceive that 
the multitudes of peaceful people who had flocked to the capital 
could not rclifh a flruggle of fo little expedlance, whilfl their families 
and property remained at hazard on the iffue. His favourite officer, 
with a large divifion of his bell troops, continued flill at a diflance ; 
nor was there aught of hope to cheer up the drooping fpirits of his 
difconfolate garrifon, or to diffuadc them from furrendering his per- 
fon as the befl forfeit of his intemperate attack on Travancore. 

In addition to the numbers that nearly encircled his capital, the 
divifion of Purferam Show, which was hourly expedled, by com- 
pleating the line of cxrcumvallation, would entirely cut off all chance 
of fupplies ; whilfl the growth, as wdl of Myfore, as of the fur- 
rounding kingdoms^ remained for the confederates without moleflation. 
Brinjaries out of number conveyed grain imported from Bengal to 

Madras, 
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Madras, vi i:h every fpscics of produce from the dildriAs to the nortii- 
■ward. Nizam Ally and the Marattas, thoroughly beat on the over- 
throw of their ancient fcoiirgc, neglected nothing that could tend tr. 
whet everv inTtrument of vengeance; the indefatigable exertions of 
General Abercromby, sided by the active and zealous prince of the 
Coorgs, from the ncarnefs of their country, had eftablifhed immeufe 
magazines clofe at hand to the weidward; and whatfoever could be 
brought forward, as well from the diftriffs conquered by Major Ge- 
jseral Medows, as from the other countries in a fouthcrly direffion, 
was now advanced to Talamally, a fort lituated near the top of the 
Guzzlchatty pals, under an efcort of fifteen hundred men, headed by 
Maj or Cuppage (t).

Siamnl of March, 'when he receired hit infirudliont to proceed through the Curxifhat 
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These mifcrable proipefls, rendered llill leE fupportable by the 
diflradlicn of his forces in every diredtion, at length reduced Tippoo 
Sultaun to the neceffity of compliance with the terms which had 
all along been fought after by the confederates. General orders on 
the 24th, announcing that preliminary articles of peace had been 
figned, our troops forbid to work, were diredted to deiifl from hofti- 
lities ; but although there was no return, the fort and outworks, 
inflead of reciprocal celTation, continued to tire with more inveteracy 
than before. Perhaps this extraordinary demeanour had a view 
towards imprefling the natives with an idea of his obtaining peace 
more from the dread of his guns than from his humility in confequence 

of the wretched flatc to which his affairs had been reduced. What- 
foever were his motives, he ceafed not to fire until noon, notwith- 
fianding that repeated meiTages for the purpofe had been feat by the 

confederates.

to furrcnce.'’. C^spiam Torrens, coi.fcioi.s cf the weaknefs of his party, returned witlj inieUig^nce, uo'iii 
which Captain A. Cuppage was in.ineuuteiy diif:.icd to reinforce this party with the whole ofthe Euio- 
pean-5, who proceeded and commenced an attack. Tiic fort ftood fnm till a ball had lodged in the body of 
their leader, which caufed the whole to give way, and pofTefrion was taken of the poft, \\hcrc the party 
jemained till rrxinine. The day had fcatce broke when every exertion was required and given, in order to 
get up the gui-s and ftcres ; the fepoys worked like common coolies, and by the power of lopcs ari.nnd the 
trees, the v/holc was got up before night, Jr. this the Sultaun had Ihewn the example. Many cf the tues 
■wc'c tut half th'.ough by ropes, he having conveyed his eighteen p'.uiuieis through the fame palk, when he 
attacked Coionel Fioyd the year before. The wli-lc new procccr^oti, ana next day took pofkfTir'n of i’.d- 
iamaliee, wnere they had not been twenty h..urs before oiders came to retire below the ghauts. In paffuig 
fbreugh. the Cenia^uncottah diftu/f, a malignant kver c-.dt m'iny valuable lives; amongft thelc Lioate, 
rants Grant, Brown, and Balkur, w.'ie lutldenly c'.rr euolf, Hidi;n Lewrs, and Licuterijiit M id ci , efthe 
arnilcry, ihared a f.imlar fate.

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So fcon as the ceffttion from liofLirities was acknowledged bv both

parties, the colours of Serinzapatam were difplayed, although thev had 
until then been laid afde, prohablv uiu'er the impreliion of io:r.e fa- 
r;:ftitious idea. Sir 1 ihn rfeunawar, aecc-ni-'ar.ied by tne vakeels of 
Kizarn AJlv and the Marattas, had daily conferences with thole of

Netwirh- 
ft.indinp- that tiie Eornbav army had, in cornptianae witti h’is iiitrea-

:>coolf had been tirohibiced crouing to the lotith tide of the river, ftill 
toe works of Seringapatam were flrengthenec! daily in the direflion of 
our approaches, and tbs lame treecherons difpofiti m wi'dch had hi- 
therto marked his career in life was evident in every part of his con- 
diiift throughout the negociatlon. 

However, on the i,6th, about noon, the hofeages at length made 
their appearance, and advanced towards the Brituh camp with a re- 
tiiine worthy the children of any prince. Abdul Caiick, the elder, 

V. as about ten years of age ; Mocia ul Dien, the younger, Icarcely 
Mtsined eight. That part of the hue widen lay in their way com- 
ih.mented the wwal itrangers under arms; and as they approached 
head quarters, a falute of niuetcen guns from our park vvas aniwered 
by an equal number from the fort.

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ihcic was a degree of ncatnefs th:.t far exceeded the aukward unmean- 
ing pomp of our allies ; ftill a modeftfenfe of misfortune was ealiiy dii- 
cernible ; and the princes themfclves, in the whole of their demean- 
our, (hewed a degree of graccfulnefs which clearly difeo'/ered that 
their education had been treated with very particular aitention. Each 
of them prefented Earl Cornwallis with a fword, and accepted in re- 
turn, the elder a fufee, the younger a pair of piftols. Farther olFers 
were declined by His Lordfliip, who, after the ufiial compliments, 
now returned to his encampment. Behdes their cw:; guards, the 
hoftages were farther protedled by the twenty-eighth battalion of Ben- 
gal fepoys under Captain Welfli; Captain Doveton conflantly at- 
tended la their fuite as interpreter ; and Sir John Kennaway pitched 
his tents in their neighbourhood fo as to render daily vints at their 
Durbar the Icfs inconvenient. Another motive for this movement, 
was the nearnefs of their polition to the tents in which the vakeels 
held their meetings, in order to adjuft the definitive treaty of peace. 
But the Sultaun ftill continued to protrafl negociatlon by nurnberlefs 
artifices. At one time his vakeels over-rated the dlftrifls which 
were to be ceded as the princi.al conditions of peace; at another 
the pagodas which were tendered in payment, were eftimated by his 
(hroffs at double their value. On fome days the revenues of his domi- 
nions towards the centre of Myforc were dlminilhed to half their 
amount ; on others, the fupremacy of the Coorga country furnifhed 
grounds for contention. Day after day produced fome new quibble ; 
in fliort, the Sultaun’s conduft had fuch an equivocal appearance, 
that, on the loth of March, working parties were again ordered out, 
both on the ifland and from our encampment. 


After 
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After much prevarication and lots of time the Vakech went in- 
to the fort on the 1 ith, and returned on the following day with fuch 
unlatisfaclory anf'.vcrs, as occahoned all the guns which had been 
withdrawn, to be replaced on the lines and in the ledoubts; indeed 
every other preparation was now going forward, on both lldcs, for re- 
commencing hoftllities ; but in truth the Sultaun ceaied not to im- 
prove his means cf defence from the beginning. Although he had 
advanced above one million fterling, and delivered tvvo of his children 
as hoftages for the performance of his engagements, flill, fhould hof- 
tllities have recommenced, his profpedls would have borne a much 
better appearance than when the ceflation took place. Whilft fuch 
of his troops as had been diiperled at the ftorm ot his lines, colle£led 
from all dlredlions under an idea of a Ipeedy termination to the war, 
the divifion of Cummer ul Dlen Cawn, found means to throw 
themfclves into Seringapatam. But the principal advantage which 
he derived from protraction, confided in the fuflerlngs of his enemies, 
efpecially in Europeans, Prevented removing their encampment, 
from a iituafion totally deftltute of vegetables, or verdure of any 
kind, he was fenlible that the putrid air arHing from the late fcencs 
of deftruCllon, mud have occafioned much deknefs amongd condltu- 
tions naturally at variance with the climate ; he well knew that our 
materials for the dege, being chiefly branches of cyprefs, could not 
be brought into ufe after the trees had been felled for nearly a month, 
and rendered dill the more unpllant from being expofed to fuch ex- 
treme heat ; and he was certain that in the event of being able to 
VoL. II. Q^q 
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hold out but a few months, the myriads by whom he was farround- 
ed, although they might poTijly be provided againfl: famine, muft 
inevitably have vieldrd to the approaching mcnfcon. It was thefe 
imprefiions that aftuated his conduft, from the firfl: flage of negccia- 
ticn; bat rdthough Earl Cornwallis could not have expeflrd fuch a 
high degree of duplicity, flill his mea’.is of attack, and arrangements 
ior fiipply far exceeded expectation. 

Matters were thus fituated on the 14th, when the Princes 
svith their ufual efcort ftrengthened by the 19th light dragoons,, 
were directed to proceed towards Bangalore; but the Mvforeans per- 
mitted to remain in their train were difar.-ned r.nc! treated as prifon- 
ers of war. The tr.'ons under Gc.'ierrd A’oercromhv had iiiftruc- 

t . 

lions to occupy their former poflti cn before the fort; and upwards of 
twenty thoutand h.orfe, headed by Parteram Hho'.v, witli Capc.iin 
Little’s brigade of fepeys, having at length formed a jun-cilon, they 
were commanded to clofe the line of circumvailation fiom (ieneral 
Abercrombv, to the divifion ftationed on the ifluid. 

Struck with thefe preparations, aiid anxious for the fate of t’neir 
mafter, the Vakeels again withdrew to the fort. Fron thedr repre- 
fentations the Sultaun at length lihened to rcafon, and feiioufly began 
to relent. The Vakeels returning towards eve.ning witli an anfwer 
full of fubmiffion, the march of our weftern forces towards the ca- 
pital was countermanded; Captain Welfh was direfted to recoiidufl 
the hoftages to their former ground ; our parties ceafed to work ; and 
throughout the confederate lines every department once more affumed 
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a peaceful afpeft. Notwithffandiiig that he acceded tj the conditi- 
ons of peace as fettled by the Vakeels, before Earl Cornwallis confsnt- 
cd to the fccoad armifiice, ftill the Sultann kept cur anxieties alive 
by delaying his figuature under various frivolous pretences. Truftlng 
folely to ad'uraitces from the Vakeels, day after day pefled in painful 
txpeflation until the afternoon of the i 8 th, when they made their 
appearance with a ratification of the definitive treatv( i ). On the fol- 
lowing day, Abdul Calig, the elder Prince, clofed the lad: feene of this 
momentous negociation, by delivering a feparate copy to the reprefett- 
tutlvcs of each confederate power in prefence of the whole, receiving 
on the 20th, a counterpart of the treaty, from the allies, under a 
f.lure <ju the day before. 

Tins glorious couclufion of the war was celebrated from tire cen- 
ter to ciw utmod extremities of the Britilh empire, wich the mof: 
briili.iiiL lejoicings; few indeed affected to dilapprovc ot the treaty, 
and thefe were actuated by a dcfireof feeing the houfe of Hyder total- 
ly extirpated, without attending to the danger of tlirowlng an addi- 
tion of power into the hands or our northern alius. W itn men 0; 
judgement and experience, the peace was evidently calculated to eu- 
fure permanent as well as immediate advantages to the feveral Eu- 
ropean fettlements in the eafl, for, whilil the lofs of nalr his domini- 
ons would be fatal to his plan of conquefl, the tranquillity of India 
Would in all human probability, be out of danger from the rcftlefs 
difpofition of Tippoo Sultaun for many years. His refources crip-

pled,, 
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plex3, his trcalures exhaufted, his troops dirucrfcd, his artillery reduced 
io wreck, the moft ftern policy could not have demanded further re- 
paration for the infult offered to the Brltlfh nation, in the attack of 
her ancient and faithful ally, the Inoffenfive Prince of Travancore.

A S the army afeended at the Mugly pafs in Febmary, 1791, a change 
of climate much for the better was fenfibly felt. During that month 
and March, die weadicr was very hot at noon, but temperate both in the 
'evenings and mornings ; with a ferenc fky. It continued with little varia- 
tion, only that the heat was greater at noon, until towards the end of April. 
Frequent ftiowcrs of rain fell generally in the evening, from that time until 
the loth of May, when the fall was fo heavy in the night, that the army, 

unable to march, halted of neceffity the next day. 

A MATERIAL cliangc took place at this period: during the day the wind 
Blew, in general, frelh from the fouthweft, driving light clouds before it, and

Metecrclcgkal Rei::c.rks in ccntinuation. 

During the months of December and January, no climate could be 
more delightful than that of Myfore. The country every where was co- 
vered with rich verdure, but the luxuriance of the foliage began to fade 
towards the beginning of February. From the i8th to the 2,4th of that 
month, the fky continued cloudy, and occafional flrowers of rain fell. 
For the three following days the fl:y was the fame, but the fhowers were 
much heavier. At this period the weather became fettled as before ; 
for fome time, hov/ever, the rains were fucceeded by heavy dews at night.

Pii:: wind, blowing in general from the northeail during the firft fcrt- 
r..gh; uf March, increaftd in ftrength till the T5th, when for n week, 
it blew uncommonly frelh from ten in the morning, till paft three in the 
evening, with frequent whirlv, inis which raifed much dull. The heat alfo 
became very great. On the 23d, the wind abated much, and tlie appear- 
ance of the iky indicated rain; but after mmeh lightning changed as before. 
Ti;e weather continued excLfuvcly hot for the rem.ainder of this monft, 
and the firfl: part of April, but became cooler as that month adv^anced. On 
the .night of the loth, there was m.uch thunder and lightning. In the even- 
ings and mornings it blevv a fine frefh breeze, but about noon it became 
perfectly calm. 

On the evening of the 15th, it blew a heavy fquall from the foutheafir, 
accompanied with a night fhewer of rain. It continued to blow fi-efh du- 
ring the night; and on the morning of the i6th, there was another heavy 
fquall with thunder, lightning and rain. For two days afcerwai-ds the win 1 
v.T.s uTong, with thunder, lightning and rain in the evening-. The fity vtas 
clciidy for the red; of this month, and although it femetimes varied, the 
vdnd blew fref.a, in general, from the foutliwef!;. It rained on the 19th and 
-cth. It was moderately cod throughout April excepting the firfl v/eek, 
and for an hour or tvro abettt noon, w'len it becam.e calm, vtirh a great in- 


ert afe of he t. 

During what part of May we remained in blyfcre, the weather conti- 
nued mmeh the ftm.e as in April. The v/lnds were variable, with a cloudy 
fl y and occafional fhowers ; but thefe fhowers were lefs fevere as we advan- 
ced to the eaihvard, and the w ind appeared to fettle in the foudiwelt. Al- 
though opprefled with heat in the Carnatic, at the time of our afeent 
at the Muglee, and on our return by Paunaigdirgum, cluri.-jg the time of 
our remaining in INTyfore, we nevmr fuffered much inconvenience fiom the 
climate, except at Sciingapatam in the months of February and March 1792. 
Thefe months in 1791, w-e paffed near Bang.tlore, where the fe.ifcn was 
I' irfecdly mcclerate. 
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In- polrxt of temperature there appears a great dlfTerence berween the 
rir of Seringapatam and that of Bangalore. The former is fituated in a 
much lower country than the latter, and confequently -we experienced there 
a greater and more difagreeable heat. Of the fourteen months we continued 
in Myfore three only paffed without rain, viz. March 1791, -viuth January and 
Marchi792. The influence of the fouthwefl; monfoon from the Malabar coafl:, 
and that of the nortlieafl: monfoon from the Coromandel Coaft, feems to ex- 
tend all over Myfore, with this difference, that each is of more ccnfiderable 
idrength according to the vicinity of the country to either coafl ; that is, the 
fouthwefl; monfoon is felt more at Seringapatam, anti in the provinces to 
the fouthward and weftward of it than at Bangalore, and in the diftricls to the 
northward and eaflrward, where again the northeafr monfoon from the Co- 
romandel Coaft falls heavier. Some defeription of the effecTc of thefe rains 
on the cultivation of Tippoo Sultaun’s pofTeflions has been already 
attempted.

Equhmsni E ahUs for Armies., cr Detachments, in India. 
PRELIMINJRT REMARKS. 

I N calculating provifions for an army, to aft in a country where 
forage is not procurable, either owing to its having been deftroyed 
by the enemy, the barrennefs of the foil, or the want of cavalry to cover 
foragers, it is evident that food not only for the men, and for the cattle em- 
ployed in carrying the provilion and ftores, for the men, muft be included j but 
alfo that food, and the means of tranfporting it, muft be provided for the cattle 
employed in carrying the food of the firft loaded cattle and fo cn till the 
loweft: number is reduced to one bullock carrying fomething more than its own 
food. Confidering this to be undeniable, theTables Nos. i, 2 and 3 have been 
conftrufted ; the i ft, fuppofing a bullock to carry two maunds ■, the 2d^ 
fuppofing the burthen to be two and a half maunds, and the 3d, fup- 
pofing it to be three maunds. 

2i.— B ut as thefe Tables exhibit only the number of bullocks ncceflary, 
on fuch a particular occafion, to carry the provifions of the men and of the 

cattle 
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ca;:2'j t!iat carry the men’s provifions, the calculations ntufk be extended to 
ether fLcres. For this pr.rpofc, the Table ?\o. 4, calcinated on a fi’ppcfion, 
that a bullock can march v.dth two m.aunds orprovilions cr ficres, exhibits the 
number of cattle that would be necefiary to carry thirty day’s provifions for 
1,000 men, as well as for the feveral other fervices therein detailed; and by 
multiplying thefe, the number nccefiiiry for anyfpecined tcrce, or quantity 
of ftores, may’ be found; The detail from v.nica tne Taole is ccnilruclcd, 
is annexed to it. 

— The Tables Nos. 5 and 6, are calculated exactly for the fame num- 
ber of men and articles, as detailed in No. 4, with this dilierence, 
that in No. 5, the buliccks are fuppefed to carry each two and a half 
maunds, and in No. 6, three maunds. Grain, of any fort, procurable, is 
the rned: compact food fer carriage, and the eafieft collected, in great 
quantities, for cattle ; but whatever the food may be, it mtul, on fome ex- 


peditions, under the circumllances above defcrlbcd, be cciriied along with 
the troops, unlefs there is a certainty cf finding fanlcient prcvificns in the 
courfe of the marc.hes ofthe army, cr unlefs fuch expedition be underuken 
under imminent hazard of failure. Each bullock is allowed tv o feers per 
diem, net as full food, but as equal to the prefervaticn of their lives, when 
they cannot procure cry, cr even green, forage, to make up their full food. 

4/d. — I n order to lead the mind towards the tctality ofthe fupplies ne- 
cefiary, the Table No. 7, has been cendrueded, cn the principle of Nos. 
I and 4. It fuppofes an arm./ to ccnufl of Ec,cco men, furniflaed with 
thirty day’s provifions for men and cattle, appointed with a certain field train, 
and ferved by bullocks able to carry two m.aunds ; and the detail of the data 


on which the Table is formed is annexed to it. 


5/d. — T he Table No. 8 , for the like army, is calculated cn the principle 
of the Tables Nos. 2 and 5, for bullochs carrying burdens of two and a half 
maund. According to this Table, the fuppofed army would require 87,823 
bullocks, and 202,890 maunds ofprevifon; whereas according to the Table 
No. 7, the fame army, appointed in the fame manner, wculJ reqiure

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^’79>344 bullocks, and 3,40,266 maunds of provifion, for one month for 
the men and cattie, excluhve of all the cattle conPantly employed to 
replenifli, the grand depot, from various quarters. 

Gth. — The Table No. 9, conftrucled on the principle of Nos. 3 and 6, 
for bullocks carrying three maunds each, vvill fliew that the fervices detailed 
in Nos. 7 and 8, may be performed by 65,422 bullocks; which manifeftly 
proves the great advantage of flrong, over fender cattle, for the fervice of 
an army; but as ;t would be difficult to collccl fuch a number of bullocks, 
and more difficult to provide lood for them, in a collected body, the paper 
No. 10 has been prepared, in order to demonstrate the pradticabiiity of per- 
forming the fcrvicc with a fmaUer number of bullocks, by endeavouring to 
flvjw the nature of a plan, or arrangement, which might be ufed to effieft 
thus; and if the army ccnfirts of fewer men; if any of its appointments be 
kij than the quantity adopted ; if the ftrength of the bullocks be greater ; 
if the trips to the diffierent ftations can be made in ffiorter periods, or if the 
provifions of the cattle need not be carried with tliem, iliil fev/er bullocks will 
be fu.fficient; and the principles of the calculations may, with facility, be 
adapted to any given number of men and cattle, with defined appurtenances 
of Pores and provifions, to be tranfported to fixed difiar.ces, by cattle or 
men, c.arrying fpecified burdens. 

7//a. — I t veil! be found from thefe Tables, that in expeditions on which 
provender for the cattle muft be carried, two ufelefs followers w'ould occa- 
fion three ufekTs two maund bullocks, and a wafte of four and a half mau.nds 
of grain for the bullocks, with one and a hall maund for the two ufelefs men, 
in all fix maunds, equal to the carriage of eight iifeful men’s provifions for a 
month; and that four ufelefs followers would occafion three luclciS two and 
a half maund bullocks, and a v/afie of leven maunds oc grain, or carriage foi 


more than nine men’s provifions for a month, exclufivc of the provifions oftlie 
bullock drivers in both cafes, and the carriage for tliem ; and this eitabliffies 


the importance of not fuffiering ufelefs attendants to accompany an army.

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Zth. — But as it may not, on ordinary occafions, be neccflary to include 
in the calculations for the equipment of an arm.y, or dctachmient, the carriage 
of provender for the cattle, the Tables Nos. ii, 12 and 13, have been ccii- 
ftrufted on that principle, for detachments fervtd by bullocks canying rvvo, 
rw'o and a half, and three maunds each, and the Tables Nos. 14, 15 and 16, 
exhibit the num.ber of cattle that would be required, on the famie principle, for 
large bodies of troops, appointed as therein defcribedj and thefe Tables afford 
data that wiil facilitate the various calculations that may be necefiiiry, accord- 
ing to different circumflances, in equiping troops for fervice, efpecially if a 
Table of the weight of an article of every denomination of ftores was print- 
ed; and it is unde rflood that fuch a Table has been adlually prepared by 
Lieutenant Golding, the Commiffary of Stores, under dired:ion of the Ben- 
gal Military Board.
